Special Town Meeting 
Set For November 14 


Kiwanis Sponsors 
Diagnostic Clinic 
As School-Age Aid 


Voter registration for the Pres- 
idential election November 5 ends 
Saturday night at 10 p.m. at the 
close of the last special Town Hall 
registration session, which runs 
from noon to 10 that day. 

Evening hours at schools 
around the precincts have allowed 
registration for the past two 
weeks. Last night the Wyman and 
Noonan Schools were open from 
7:110 to 8:30 for that purpose. 

“Registration in the past few 
weeks has been light only because 
it has been so heavy over the past 
three months,” contends Town 
Clerk Elsie Nelson. Since June 
1067, 1,523 voters have registered 
— 535 in February and March, 
and 352 in the past two months. 

Residents who have lived in the 
state at least one year and in Win- 
chester for six months are eligible 
to register to vote. The partial 
ballot, introduced in 1964, allows 
persons living in Massachusetts 
less than a year but at least 32 
days to vote for President and 
Vice-President only. Applications 
for this ballot may be made at 
the Clerk’s office through this Sat- 
urday at 10 p.m. 

To register, naturalized persons 
must bring their papers of nat- 
uralization, and persons claiming 
citizenship through a naturalized 
person their proof of citizenship, 
with them to the Town Hall. 

Special provisions exist allow- 
ing servicemen to register any 
day prior to election. 
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The Selectmen have set Thurs- action on this will precede Town 
day, November 14 as the night Meeting, 
for a fall Special Town Meeting — 
a session called for action on a 
sum of subjects resulting from 
combined board and citizen re- 
quest. 

Indications are that one article 
will be that of the zoning by-law 
change request of Mr. and Mrs. 

Jack Moss, asked to allow con- 
struction of a six-unit apartment 
complex on Cambridge Street. 

However, at noon yesterday the 
Selectmen’s office bad not heard 
from Mr. Moss, although it had 
been earlier reported that back- 
ers of the apartment construction 
had already collected the neces- 
sary signatures to ask Town 
Meeting action. 

Heading the list of potential 
articles already under considera- 
tion by the Selectmen is that of 
the Planning Board asking 'he 
Town purchase the Fletcher 
Street property of Ralph Swan. 

This property, wanted for future 
Wyman School expansion or pres- 
ent augmentation of land, is that 
of one of the two adjacent houses 
burned in the fire of April 13. 

Included also are: 

— an article asking land-tak- 
ing of a small parcel of land in 
the Leonard Field area, to make 
a walk-way to the Tufts Road 
School; 

— one to authorize purchase of 
a Town Hall boiler, a replace- 
ment; 

— a request (citizen-petitioned) 
for a sidewalk on Johnson Road 
from Aristotle Drive to Haw- 
thorne Road; 

— one to raise the fine for cars 
itowed during snow removal; anil 

— the possibility of one to hear 
a report of the Tufts Road Names 
Committee. 

Likely to come is a citizen peti- 
tion that the Town reconsider its 
1966 vote to remove the Cutting 
House from its present site be- 
tween the Library and the Town 
Hall. 

Possible but less likely is one 
asking for monies for a Board 
of Health anti-pigeon project. A 
Selectmen-Board of Health-Fi- 
nance Committee discussion of 
this issue consumed about 45 min- 
utes of the Monday night Se- 
lectmen’s meeting at which the 
Special Meeting was voted. Re- 
sults would make it appear that 


“If Town Meeting votes it, we 
will proceed, but much delayed. 
If they don’t vote it we will issue 
an abatement order anyway. 
Therefore we are just wasting 
everyone’s time.” 

Backing him up Michael Saraco, 
Health director present with the 
doctor, noted that delay might 
also raise cost as the plan was 
to use Town personnel, available 
only in the fall. 

More Than A Deterrent? 

Frederick LaTorelta of the Fi- 
nance group struck at one main 
objection to monies for anti-roost- 
ing, and reiterated his thought 
through the discussion. He said, 
“If pigeons constitute a health 
hazard, should they not be de- 
stroyed instead of just pushed 
somewhere else to roost?” 

Charles Began stated the ob- 
jection of his group to the basic 
idea of transfering funds from 
the reserve fund except for “un- 
foreseen or extraordinary” ex- 
penditures. “I don’t see how this 
falls in either category, he noted. 

To clarify the history of delay 
which has brought the problem 
into what the Health Board now 
considers an emergency. Town 
Counsel Leonard Mullen reviewed 
the past uncertainty as to whether 
the Town or the Boston and Maine 
had jurisdiction over the over- 
passes. He said the Health Board 
had been delaying what is con- 
sidered long-needed action until 
just recently when they had the

A new pre-school diagnostic 
clinic for the detection of speech, 
hearing and vision defects in four 
and five-year old boys and girls 
here is being launched this week 
as a free-of-charge community 
service by the Winchester Ki- 
wanis Club. 

President Dr. Donald J. Senna 
told the Stur that the clinic will 
start next month and will provide 
experienced therapists and the 
equipment for the proper screen- 
ing of these youngsters.

Klemer, superintendent of Win- 
chester Schools, the clinic will be 
invaluable to the children, their 
parents, and to the School De- 
partment. The School Depart- 
ment has given its full support 
and endorsement to this Kiwanis 
project. 

Applications Src being mailed 
directly to all families in Win- 
chester who have four and five- 
year old children.

Six members of the Finance 
Committee appeared Monday 
night at the request of the Se- 
lectmen and in answer to dis- 
satisfaction on the part of the 
Board of Health at postponement 
of their request for about $5,000 
to start without delay construc- 
tion of an anti-pigeon roosting 
netting at tho B and M underpass- 
es through the town. 

Health Board Chairman Dr. 
Warren Taylor reviewed for the 
Finance members the history of 
his group’s concern on the in- 
creasing problem. — -described as a 
clear present nuisance which could 
“very well constitute a health 
menace.” 

Dr. Taylor reviewed growing 
evidence which has led nation 
wide health boards to consider 
more seriously the pigeon prob- 
lem. He cited from a recent arti- 
cle in the “Massachusetts Physi- 
cian” which noted that a New 
York Micologist has isolated the 
fungus responsible for cryptococ- 
cal meningitis in 50% of samples 
of pigeon excreta. He recalled 
two recent deaths tied to this 
desease. He described to the Town 
officials that it is carried in the 
air as the wind blows the dried 
excreta from the ground or other 
areas. 

In firm tones he then stated 
his Board’s challenge of the Fi- 
nance Committees’ desire to give 
the decision to Town Meeting.

Programming Troubles 


The School Department has re- 
cently appointed an assistant 
principal at Tufts School, Law- 
rence F. Hojlo, and a head of 
guidance for grades 7-12, Eugene 
h. Prior. 

Mr. Hojlo will serve as assistant 
at Tufts in addition to serving as 
a half-time teacher of Grade 6. 
According to the Department, a 
half-time assistant position was 
felt to be necessary because of the 
specialized program being imple- 
mented at the Tufts School as well 
as the large enrollment. 

Mr. Hojlo has had training and 
experience in both business and 
education with a B.S. from Bos- 
ton College in 1957 as an account- 
ing major and a master’s in edu- 
cation at the elementary level 
from Boston State in 1960. He 
worked as a payroll auditor in 
Massachusetts Bonding Company 
and has eight years experience 
teaching Grade 6. 

Mr. Prior will serve as head of 
guidance for Grades 7-12, and will 
also serve as a counselor to stu- 
dents at the high school. This po- 
sition parallels the head of de- 
partment position created in aca- 
demic areas and was recommend- 
ed by the guidance study commit- 
tee report to the School Commit- 
tee.

Mr. Costello is hopeful that the 
now computer will arrive before 
the end of the week.

Monarch ’s Departure Top School Event 


A large Monarch butterfly re- 
cently flew around the Noonan 
School yard to orient himself, 
then took off South to find his 
winter home, lie left behind a 
large group of Noonan School 
fifth graders acutely aware that 
though they could be taught in 
science class about a butterfly, 
they could not be taught what the 
butterfly knows without any 
teaching — how to find its way 
first to join a migrating group of 
brothers, and then to journey 
South for the winter. 

Banding the butterfly was a 
new experience for Miss Mary 
Bacon’s class. The Monarch hud 
been found in chrysalis form in 
Lenox by Chris Neurath of 10 
Cabot Street. It had been cared 
for by Jennifer Herrala, a neigh- 
bor, while Chris took a trip away. 
And later all the llerralaa and 
Neuraths had watched in awe 
while it emerged from its emerald 
chrysalis, trimmed with gold and 
black. 


Chris next brought the Monarch 
to Noonan Annex for classmates 
to share the handing and watch 
it take off. Together the group 
learned that butterfly metabolism 
requires warm weather for flight. 
They also learned that the Audu- 
bon Sanctuary at East Gloucester 
is one of many area gathering 
spots for Monarchs, which rival 
many species of birds in their 
migrating habits and are known 
to have flown from as far north 
as Canada to as far south as Cen- 
tral Mexico. 

A Dr. Urquhardt at the Uni- 
versity of Toronto has been band- 
ing the Monarchs since 1938 with 
the cooperation of the Audubon 
Society and when a banded but- 
terfly is found, its number should 
be sent to him in care of the 
University’s Department of Zoo- 
logy. He will then write to Miss 
Ivy at the Audubon Society for 
further data. 

Mrs. W. K. Ver Planck of 37 
CaJumet Road, a veteran bander 


herself, showed the class how tc 
remove a small amount of scales 
( powder) from the Monarch's 
right wing and then apply the 
pressure tape which holds the 
number and the Toronto address. 
The number is recorded on a form 
which tells temperature, wind di- 
rection, date, time and cloud cover 
and sent to the Audubon Society, 
with which Dr. Urquhardt is in 
constant communication. 

The Noonan butterfly was re- 
corded as No. .1914, and is expect- 
ed to winter in the South. 

.1914 may not return to New 
England again. It may die of old 
age on its Northward flight. Hut 
its progeny, after going through 
the caterpillar, ehysalis to but- 
terfly states somewhere south of 
here, will fly back to New Eng- 
land to lay their eggs. Next year 
the members of the Noonan class 
here will look a little more care- 
fully at all area milkweed plants 
— those chosen always for they 
are the caterpillars’ only food.

The aims seek to extend rec- 
reational activity across the age 
hoard: through the year: to relate 
them to other local programs and 
to serve individual and neighbor- 
hood needs. 

They also hope to aid the ill nnd 
j handicapped, to be designed to 
strengthen citizenship, to be flex- 
i ible and to make maximum use 
of existing facilities. 

As voted in a recent meeting by 
members. Chairman John Sexton, 
Mrs Gunnar Brink, Albert Mae- 
Pougall, Mrs. Frank Brennan, Mrs. 
R .1. Fahey and Arthur Carr, and 
submitted by Donald Spinney, di- 
rector. They follow : 

1 Provide equal opportunity for all 

Facilities and programs should 
be sufficiently broad and well dis- 
tributed to enable all the people 
to be served. 

2. Serve all ages 

Provide for children of all ages, 
young people and adults, including 
the aged. 

Provide equally for both sexes 

Activities for men and boys still 
receive the lion’s share of consid- 
eration in many cities. Men and 
boy- and women and girls are en- 
titled to equal opportunities in the 
recreation program. 

4. Provide opportunities for co- 
recreation 

Many activities can be enjoyed 
most fully when engaged in to- 
gether by people of both sexes. 
Especially important in programs 
for youth and older adults. 

5. Provide a wide range of indivi- 
dual choices in different types of 
activities 

The program should not be de- 
voted primarily to a single type of 
activity such as athletic games and 
sports, to the neglect of other in- 
terests. but should include games, 
music, arts and crafts, nature, 
drama, social and other activities. 

6. Offer possibilities for varying 
degrees of skill and ability 

Some measure of success is neces- 
sary if the activity is to afford

MY FRIENDS THE WILD 
CHIMPANZEES 


Confused 


Cannot Afford 


Editor of the Star: 

One of your letters last week 
congratulated the Voice of Win- 
chester committee on its anti- 
Metco victory, although I detected 
a degree of sarcasm in the letter. 

The VOW did not win a victory 
at the polls. It won its victory 
weeks before when it obtained the 
approval for a referendum. The 
aim and purpose of the VOW from 
the very day of its formation was 
to enable the taxpayers of Win- 
chester to vote on an action which, 
in its opinion, was outside the ac- 
cepted scope of school committee 
activity. The very name of the 
Voice of Winchester, which was 
adopted at its first meeting, re- 
fleeted its sole desire to let the 
people of Winchester have a voice 
in something as important and 
far-reaching as Metco. 

It was not until cries of “bigot” 
and “racist” were hurled at the 
committee that it started, in active 
fashion, to oppose the coming of 
Metco to Winchester. And it was 
here that the pro-Metco people lost 
the referendum vote. 

There is a saying in politics — 
“If you can’t attack the issues at- 
tack the person.” This is usually 
said in jest because the one em- 
ploying these tactics invariably 
loses. Today's voter is a sophisticat- 
ed individual. Not only does he look 
at the issues from all viewpoints 
but he rebels at being called names, 
particularly when they are unjusti- 
fied. When this happens, he be>- 
coraes mad and, as happened in 
Winchester, active. You see, many 
members of the Voice of Winches- 
ter committee are very active in 
civil rights movements in this area 
although it is not generally known. 

These people, myself included, 
opposed Metco on issues having 
nothing to do with the racial strife 
in this country. They opposed Metco 
on the grounds of presently-crowd- 
ed schools, increasing tax burden, 
possibility of a Metropolitan School 
District, future obligations of the 
town to outside students, etc. Those 
in favor of Metco, rather than 
winning votes by dealing exclusive- 
ly with the issues, chose to attack 
the people involved and their 
motives. 

This, then, is what beat Metco 
in Winchester. The VOW did not 
win in the referendum vote. The 
pro-Metco people beat themselves 
and will continue to beat themselves 
until they cease to twist everything 
said in opposition into a charge 
of racism and bigotry. 

The Metco controversy, I feel 
sure, is but the first of many such 
encounters in coming years. Let us 
hope that both sides give the other 
credit for having good, logical argu- 
ments and that the controversy is 
decided on these grounds and these 
grounds alone. To do otherwise is 
to split the town down the middle 
and to make bitter enemies of form- 
er friends. This, Winchester and 
our country cannot afford to do.

Editor of the Star: 

The vote on the recent referen- 
dum in Winchester should be nul- 
lified. As a concerned and indignant 
citizen I have made inquiries as to 
how it might indeed be nullified. 
Regrettably the Attorney General’s 
office was unable to find statutes 
disallowing a referendum to be 
placed before the voters in which 
each singlo important issue cannot 
be voted upon with a yes or a no. 
An honest choice could not have 
been mado except by those who were 
against a metropolitan school sys- 
tem and in favor of METCO or 
vice versa. 

The referendum was drawn in 
such fashion that, when votes were 
[counted I found myself among those 
who were judged "anti-METCO.” 
Tht vote was not lightly cast. I had 
made extensive inquiries about the 
content of the referendum and the 
status of METCO. At the very cur- 
tained door of the booth I askod for 
interpretation as to what I was 
voting for and/or against. 

Conversations I had before the 
day of voting led me to understand 
that METCO would come to Win- 
chester. METCO was, therefore, not 
the issue as I understood it. A vote 
in favor of sending letters to Dr. 
Leo Trilling, to Senator Pellegrini 
and Representative Chadwick would 
mean I wished my representative 
to “discourage legislation directed 
towards formation of a Metropoli- 
tan School System.” I am not fear- 
ful of Metropolitan planning. I feel 
we must face up to our responsibil- 
ities in this matter with intelligence 
and concern. Apparently, to have 
voted my opinion on this issue was 
to be interpreted as a vote against 
METCO, something I had not wish- 
ed to have happen. It was impossi- 
ble for me to vote in an intelligent 
discriminating way since 1 was not 
given opportunity to vote yes or 
no on each of two separate and im- 
portant issues. 

One can view this referendum 
cynically and assert that it was de- 
signed to confound the voter, mak- 
ing it impossible for him to be hon- 
est if he were discriminating. That 
man not be the case, however, and 
seen in its best light the only thing 
left to do, if it were useful at this 
lato date, would 1« to take the issue 
to the courts for a judgement, not 
on the disputable issues but on the 
question as to whether or not the 
vote could have been correctly in- 
terpreted.

Sometime ago there was an enchanting program on 
television which showed the daily life of a young 
Englishwoman who was studying the life and habits 
of chimpanzees in their native surroundings. This 
book continues and amplifies her story. 

Jane Goodall observed and recorded the habits of 
birds and animals from an early age, and longed to 
go to Africa, where she felt there would be the great- 
est variety of animals to observe. She succeeded in 
saving enough money to get to Nairobi, Kenya, where 
she mot Dr. Louis Leakey, who suggested that she 
should study the Itehavior of chimpanzees in the wild. 
He told her that only one real attempt, some thirty 
years ago. had been made to study chimps in their 
natural I ib - .t, and that attempt had only lasted 
two and i h f months. The Wilkie Foundation of 
Illinois made a grant available for Jane to study 
chimpanzees in this way, and she and her mother set 
out for the Gombe Stream Reserve in June, 19(10. 

For a long time the chimpanzees (led whenever 
Jane got r.’ar them and she began to despair of ever 
getting close enough. Then she and her mother went 
down simultaneously with fever, and upon their re- 
covery, which coincided with the start of the four- 
week wild-fig season in the valley, she was tolerated 
by the apes sufficiently to bo able to observe them 
more closely.

Chadwick Notes 
Prior Effort 
For Elderly 

The Selectmen voted September 
23 to request the aid of State 
Representative Harrison Chad- 
wick and Senator Philibert Pel- 
legrini to work for legislature 
which would raise the maximum 
for old age property tax abate- 
ment from $20,000 to $25,000. 

In a letter sent them this week, 
Mr. Chadwick notes that he has 
already been ait work on this 
problem and that he is also pres- 
ently preparing a bill for con- 
sideration by the next session of 
the Legislature.

This, however, is an era of 
risk-taking, suffering, and tension 
for which we must prepare our- 
selves if we are going to be in- 
volved, he said. He suggested that 
we should begin to use our cor- 
porate and individual power and 
prestige to take constructive 
stands, instead of being content 
to chose an easier course. He 
quoted from Alan Paton. saying, 
“Evil is not done by evil people 
but by good people who do not 
know they are not good.”

or to bring about the changes 
needed; whether we are willing to 
pay the price in some lost friend- 
ships, some lost jobs, some in- 
security. He declared that we all 
share in 'the conspiracy to keep 
our suburbs white by tolerating 
building codes, zoning laws, real 
estate dealers’ actions. He said: 
“We can no longer afford the 
customary pace and style of 
change which are of an age now 
past.” 

Mrs. Sedelle Sacks, director of 
Fair Housing, Inc., in Boston and 
a member of the League of Wo- 
men Voters for many years, 
urged the Leagues to study the 
laws and programs and the in- 
tent of people in Washington 
and to know Winchester’s zoning 
laws and know why we oppose 
apartment buildings in our towns; 
Fetieral programs are aimed at 
middle or moderate income fami- 
lies, and the low income families 
have it harder time every year, 
she stated: “Segregation limits 
the supply of housing. We must 
rethink what our basic concepts 
of Fair Housing and Open Hous- 
ing really mean.” 


Four citizens knowledgeable 
about the current Boston scene 
through their complete involve- 
ment with it were recently 
brought together at the John F. 
Kennedy Memorial Junior High 
School in Woburn where they 
delivered the “message” from 
the inner city to several hundred 
members and guests of the Lea- 
gue of Women Voters of nine 
suburbs, including Winchester. 

The clear impact was that the 
lily-white suburbs are out of date 
and unrealistic in the face of 
today’s housing shortages and 
population explosion. They need 
to reexamine and update their 
codes and zoning laws in order 
to cope constructively with 
change in general and the prob- 
lem- of the day specifically. Those 
problems are everyone’s responsi- 
bility, and they are urgent. 

John Bok of the Citizens Hous- 
ing anil Planting Association who 
was the meeting moderator, ad- 
dressed himself to the topic “Fair 
Housing-Suburban Hang-up?” He 
said it was a shock to return to 
the suburbs, which is a “different 
world.” By making the cost of 
moving to the suburbs so high, 
we do not change with the times. 
Our children are experiencing a 
limited sampling of the world 
and will later discover they “grew 
in a cocoon.” Referring to our re- 
belling young people, he said, 
“we must provide a meaningful 
environment for our children or 
lose them.” 

The Reverend Edward B. Black- 
man, director of Housing and 
Education for the United Church 
of Christ in Boston, asked wheth- 
er we in the suburbs are serious 
enough about the problems to act

Officers Cogan, Beaton 
Study At Drug Course; 
Plan Stringent Policy 


“Winchester shouldn’t get com- 
placent in its feelings about 
drugs,” according to Sgt. James 
J. Cogan of the Police Depart- 
ment, who, along with Officer 
Richard Beaton, recently returned 
from a two-week course in nar- 
cotics and dangerous drug law 
enforcement in Washington, D.C. 

Attendance at the conference 
has increased the officers’ deter- 
mination for a more stringent 
enforcement program here. An 
in-service training program is he- 
ing planned by the department for 
all police officers to pass on the 
information learned by Sgt. 
Cogan and Officer Beaton in 
Washington. 

The two men, both of whom 
have been increasingly concerned 
about drug use here in recent 
years are credited in a large way 
for the town-wide committee on 
drug abuse and use initiated last 
year and now named CONCERN.

Thousands of disabled veterans — 
largely young veterans — are fail- 
ing to take advantage of a valuable 
insurance opportunity, the Veter- 
ans Administration said. 

The VA said it gives disability 
ratings to some 7,000 veterans each 
month and each man is encouraged 
to apply for special low-cost RH 
insurance. 

However, said the VA, currently 
only about 16% submit applications 
despite premiums so low that a 25- 
year-old veteran, for example, can 
start a $10,000 insurance program 
for only $2.60 a month. 

RH National Service Life Insur- 
ance is available only to veterans 
separated from service after April 
24, 1951, who have been rated by 
the VA as having

what we are Koine to do (about 
the Negro problem). Our answer 
is in this article." 

Mr. Amico then pressed Mr. 

Hewis as to why. if the turn-back 
of the four million to the State 
School Building Assistance Com- 
mission were his main objective, 
had ho not included the suggest - 
ing of this in the wording of his 
article. Mr, Hewis said it was 
too difficult to word in that way. 

“Goverment on the Streets" 

Mr. Hewis opened his presenta- 
tion of the 'tax article by remind- 
ing that he had told the Selectmen 
on the occasion of their voting 
down his request the prior week 
that he “did not believe in two 
forms of government — one on 
the streets and one here.” But, 
he said, having received no satis- 
faction from the Board, he had 
turned to the streets where he 
felt sure he could get action. 

Last week the Precinct 1 leader 
had asked the board to instruct 
the Assessors to revert back to 
the 19(57 property valuations as 
basis for the ’(58 tax bills and not 
make the recent town-wide full 
cash value re-valuation effective 
until January 1, 1969. 

The Board voted this down. The 
Assessors are recomputing now 
in preparation to process the tax 
bills very soon. The Town’s new 
computer arrived Friday and is 
being installed at the moment. 

Ernest Dade, spokesman for the 
Assessors in the absence from 
Town of Chairman Windsor Car- 
penter, said his board was hope- 
ful of getting the bills out in 
m id-November. 

In his presentation on the tax 
article Mr. Hewis again cited the 
discontent of Precinct 6 but said 
that there is no satisfaction be- 
cause “we cannot discuss that 
there are inequalities or unfair- 
ness because we do not... get a 
look at ( the whole re-valuation ; ) ’’ 
he cited “grave cases” of land 
inequities, however. He said his 
article would give an opportunity 
to suggest and comment at Town 
Meeting, give leeway for “legis- 
lative action," and that he “would 
recommend going back to the '67 
assessments” until such time as 
the town-wide story was made 
public. 

Joseph Tunsey of Canal Street, 

Precinct 6 leader whose name is 
among the signatures on the tax 
article petition, reminded the 
Star that he had nothing whatso- 
ever ito do with the High school 
petition but that he had been in- 
terested in that on the valuation 
just “as a vehicle to stand up and 
talk." He felt that in the event 
the bills were not already out, 
the Assessors might be asked to 
shelve the new figures for at least 
a year. 

School Committee 

Earlier in the evening Mr. 

Hewis and his daughter Clara 
had also appeared at the School 
Committee where they had been 
handed a letter answer to their 
September 2:5 proposals thait the 
Committee join them in co-spon- 
soring hills establishing basic- 
standards of education and in 
asking tor a recall of its applica- 
tion for State building assistance 
for the High School. 

The C ommittee pointed to the 
State application of the Willis- 
Harrington report which already 
asks for the first kind of thing, 
and to the work of the Master 
Tax Commission. 

As to the request to negate the 
High School by turning back 
State building funds, it said it 
teels that such would be a com- 
pletely irresponsible act in terms 
of the Committee’s basic obliga- 
tions to the Town of Winchester. Kenneth Hudson, 
It is the belief of the School Com- chairman here, anne 
mibtee that we have not had an 
adequate hig'h school for many 
years and the need has become 
increasingly urgent. It is now the 
most important deficiency in tho 
school system. We would, most 
certainly, do nothing' to jeopardize 
or delay its construction.”

Is This What Winchester Wants? 


and socially conscious, took as their first ministry, 
Grace Episcopal Church in Jersey City, New Jersey, 
only a few blocks from the Holland Tunnel. 1 he sit- 
uation at Grace was that of many older churches: a 
general exodus of whites to the suburbs, an influx of 
Negroes, dwindling church membership, and racial 
hostility. 

The basic theme of this affectionate account of 
their eight years administering to the needs of the 
neighborhood is what can be done if your cure enough. 
With th< r capacity for love and understanding for 
everyone in the community, the feeling for the 
uniquene: s and worth of every individual, barriers 
were soon broken down. Without being at all pious, 
moralistic or self-righteous Mrs. Moore tells her nar- 
rative in a straightforward fashion. The ministers 
were primarily interested ;in making Grace ( hurch 
and its rectory a living focal point of the community. 
Everyone was welcome: the rejected, the hungry, the 
drunks, the exploiters, the the has-beens all found 
warmth in the rectory kitchen. Children gathered in 
the rectory's front yard and were given unlimited 
freedom. Sermons were often informal, a question 
and answer period with the congregation entering 
into discussions and given the opportunity of baiting 
the minister. 

Recreational programs were set up which drew in 
interracial groups; boys' clubs, girls’ clubs, handi- 
craft classes, dramatic groups, all proving very suc- 
cessful and gradually staffed by volunteers who were 
impressed with the relevancy of the church and the 
community. The ministers were doing such an unu- 
sual thing at Grace Church that many outsiders 
started going to the church. Donations came in from 
people who liked the way the Moores were using the 
church. 

Jonny Moore, a native of Pride’s Crossing, Massa- 
chusetts, admittedly lived what she describes as “a 
rather rarefied childhood.” Certainly her own two 
small daughters living in the rectory in Jersey City 
were far from sheltered or living in affluency. Rather 
their kitchen was never empty of the flotsam of hu- 
manity; they never lacked for playmates; privacy 
was practically nonexistent. 

Paul Moore worked with the Negroes on their 
rights as tenants and attempted to protect them 
against the unscrupulous landlords, and found co- 
operation among lawyers and interested people from 
outside of the community. 

Harry, a “down-and-outor” formerly with the cir- 
cus, walked into their house one day and never left. 
Mrs. O’Brien, old but with an indomitable spirit, 
needed a loan and worked it off by keeping the 
Moores’ house and “sweeping dirt to the middle of 
the floor where (It usually stayed.” When Dennis, a 
little Negro boy, one of the first to be the Moores’ 
friend, was baptized, all excited, he asked Mrs. Moore 
“Do I belong now?” His concern was racial rather 
than religious, and the poignancy of his question was 
shattering to Jenny Moore. 

Mrs. Moore’s story adds to the literature of at- 
tempting and understanding of the black people’s 
fears, desires and needs. 


Negro children from coming lo school in W inchester 
through (lie Metropolitan Council for Educational 
Opportunitv.

Mavbe Mr. Hewis is right. Maybe a second class edu- 
cational system is what is wanted here.

Monday. From his statements one draws the feeling 
that the bomb has been ticking along inside him 
since the METCO vote gave the lie to the state- 
ment that he leads a 'factious minority" Monday be- 
set oil his bomb in orderly fashion, asking for a 
Town Meeting vote to "rescind" the February vote 
for a new high school, a vote which has led to the 
near completion of the covering of the Aberjona 
River for a playing field and the expenditure already 
of thousands of dollars on architectural plans and 
fees to build Winchester High School on Shore Road 
Field. 


If he fails in Town Meeting, he can. as he did 
last month on METCO, take the action of the 
Meeting lo the people for a referendum review. 
Conversely, il he wins, the High School proponents 
can do the same. T he outlook is that there will be 
a referendum on the High School sometime in early 
December. 


If this is so. so be it. Bui let no one presume that 
the effects of such a callous and dramatic reversal 
of the complete Town government process mav not 
have a far reaching effect. 


Mr. Hewis has had a very successful political 
career in Winchester. He has led tnanv fights here 
but none more notable and long than his consistent 
one against the building of a new high school. He 
has played a major part in the fact that there is no 
high school on Ginn Road, on Lake Street on 
Turkey Ridge, etc. He might have led a good fight 
to put one on the Beggs and Cobb land where, in 
our opinion, it should be. He slid not. 

Some 2300 voters went to the polls in September 
anil supported Mr. Hewis in his effort to keep 25 


At the end of the Selectmen's meeting a citizen 
asked if there were any possible citizen petition which 
could negate the Hewis request for his article. She 
was told no. “What has happened, gentlemen." she 
said “is that Mr. Hewis has taken off his white gloves 
and put on his brass knuckles.” This is onlv a part 
of the picture. More important it remains to be 
seen how deeply the negative Hewis philosophy 
permeates the town. It looks like a people’s choice.

Communication Takes New Meaning

John T. “Tom” Rule and his 
wife Mary Betty have lived at 
number six Dix Terrace for some 
years. Both are deaf. They have 
three non-deaf children, Rebecca, 
10; John, seven; and Richard, five, 
all students at the Wyman School. 

Mr. Rule is a technical illustra- 
tor at the Mitre Corporation in 
Bedford. 

Presently he is spending a great 
amount of off-duty time aiding 
the deaf. He is promoting a new 
method through which deaf per- 
sons can use the telephone to 
communicate with one another. 

The Phonetype, as it has been 
named, can be used in conjunc- 
tion with a teletype to allow a deaf 
person to talk with another per- 
son — deaf or not deaf — over 
the telephone, provided the other 
person has similar equipment. 

The call is placed by putting a 
telephone in a special cradle on 
the Phonetype and dialing. A 
flashing light wired to the phone 
or attuned ito the sound of the 
phone bell of the call’s recipient, 
alerts this person; The recipient 
then pubs his call on the Phone- 
type and the two can then type 
messages to each other on the 
teletype. 

Door Flash Connection 

At home on Dix Terrace the 
Rules have a sepcial door bell 
system. When someone rings the 
bell, all ithe lights in the house 
(lash for an alert. Mr. Rule is 
presently preparing to wire his 
Phonetype machine to this same 
system. 

In telling of the new method 
Mr. Rule emphasizes that costs 
are relatively low. He hopes that 
this will encourage many to ac- 
quire the apparatus. The initial 
investment is that for the Phone- 
type, a hook-up charge, and a cou- 
ple of incidentals — totalling less 
than $235. 

The American Telephone and 
Telegraph Company and Western 
Union donate the largest item — 
the teletype instruments, to tho 
Alexander Graham Bell Associa- 
tion for the Deaf. Charges for the 
use of the telephone lines are no 
more than for standard use. 

Helps To Type 

A person must be able to type 
to use the teletype. If not an ac- 
complished typist, however, there 
are available some teletype 
models which punch paper tape

It should not be divorced from 
the parent subject and all con- 
tests in whatever sport, should he 
staged with the overall develop- 
ment of the pupils of prime im- 
portance. The number of victories 
should not he the criterion but 
rather the participation of as 
many individuals ns possible to 
produce maximum team effort 
and provide physical and rec- 
I reational activity. 

In some communities the true 
I objective has become obscured by 
the demand of the citizens for 
winning teams, state and league 
championships, and the “win or 
I else’’ attitude. 

Woe to the coach who has a 
| losing season in a major sport 
and if he should happen to have 
two consecutive losing years his 
[ job is gone. When such pressures 
are rampant in the community he 
is forced to resort to out of sea- 
son practice and similar devices 
if he wants to continue as coach. 

So called “summer leagues” 
with next year’s prospective var- 
j sity playing as a unit are quite 
common in basketball and hockey. 

I The football coaches have care- 
| fully scheduled practice with “the 
boys having their own workouts 
without the conches present — at 
least not officially.” 

Winchester is difinitely not one 
of these communities and the en- 
tire program headed by the cap- 
able and efficient Henry Knowlton 
j is in direct connection with the 
1 physical education department, 
j All coaches are men thoroughly 
! versed in this branch of edu- 
cation both by training and ex- 
j perienee. This is as it should be, 
i championships are nice to win but 
development is far more impor- 
| tant. 

Middlesex To 10 

WHS plays in the Middlesex 
. League which is made up of 
I schools all classified as Class B 
in football. Non-league games this 
j season are with Cambridge Latin 
I and Woburn which are in this 
i same Class B grouping. When the 
: league expands to 10 teams, Wo- 
burn and Watertown join the Mid- 
dlesex fold, there will be no out- 
side football games. This is in 
contrast with eight team leagues 
and some smaller ones which 
leave leeway for more non-league 
contests. 

Another feature of the Mid- 
dlesex family is that competition 
extends to practically all sports. 

The introduction of the term 
Class B immediately brings up 
the issue of “Class B” — what’s 
the difference from Class A or 
Class C? This is a complex ques- 
tion and the answer is different 
for nearly every sport. 

There is an actual standard 
based on number of boys in grades 
10-12 which is issued by the 
Secondary School Principals’ As- 
sociation but this is applied only 
in track. Schools with 250 or less 
are Class D, from 251-400 are 
Class C, 401-600 are Class B and 
those over 600 are Class A. These 
are strictly enforced limits, but 
once out of the realm of track 
they cease to exist. 

In hockey there has been no 
classification and all schools re- 
gardless of size take part in the ' 
State hockey tournament. Base- 
ball and basketball have generali- 
zed classes based on the leagues 
in which the teams play. How- 
ever, in the latter sport a team 
classed in a lower group may 
elect to enter competition in a 
higher one. Winchester did this 
in 1965 when it tried for the Class 
A title and Silver Lake rated C 
entered Class A competition play 
in the days when John Killilea 
was there. 

Gridiron Ratings Complex 

Football is perhaps the most 
controversial and incomprehen- 
sible of all, but the ratings have 
been throughly thought out and 
are based on several factors. Back 
in the early 1930’s I was called in 
to a meeting of Boston and subur- 
ban schoolboy sports writers, of- 
ficials and couches. The purpose 
of this gathering was to attempt 
a classification of the various 
high school football teams for the 
purpose of determining the true 
champions. 

Just what prompted this is not 
too clear but for years there was 
a feeling of dissatisfaction parti- 
cularly among the smaller teams 
that their local elevens could beat 
the biggest and best if given a 
chance. One game stands out in 
memory as little Norwood led hy 
the great “Bud” Dower, later a 
star ut Boston College, tangled 
with a powerful Medford eleven 
and was beaten in very convinc- 
ing fashion. The only thing proved 
was that size and type of schedule 
were very important factors in 
the gridiron sport. 

Much research was done with 
respect to numbers of boys, teums 
played, football success over the 
past decade and a few intangible 
factors. A classification of A, B, 
C, or D was assigned to each 
school but the Boston schools 
were left out since they played 
only an odd game with suburban 
opposition. Mistakes were made 


but through the years the system 
has been fair and successful with 
at least a satisfaction quotient, 
of 90 , It has weaknesses hut it 
has withstood 35 years of attacks 
by partisan groups. 

Sachems C to B 

The big schools numerically are 
Class A or if not too potent in 
football they arc dropped into 
Class B after several years of 
constant losing teams. Occasional- 
ly a small school such its Arch- 
bishop Williams is moved tip to 
Class A or Malden Catholic with 
under 250 boys plays in Class R 
and wins the title. Then certain 
towns like Concord and Lynnfield. 
move tip due to swelling popula- 
tions. Winchester originally Class 
C is a veteran of years in Class 
B. 

This poses the question of Chel- 
sea which has long been a door- 
mat and remains Class A. The 
Red Devils play in the tough 
Class A Greater Boston League 
with the likes of Everett, Med- 
ford. Malden, et al and so have an 
all Class A schedule. As a matter 
of fact they upset Everett’s un- 
defeated season a couple of years 
back only to lose on a forfeit by 
using an ineligible player. 

Inter-League Scoring 

Class A teams rate 10 points, 

Chiss B are 8 points. Class C is 
given 6 points, and Class D 
groups 4 points. A victory over 
these teams gives the winner this 
number of points and a tie half 
that number. The decimal average 
for the season is carefully com- 
puted and the individual class 
winners are determined on this 
basis.

Drought Threat 
i To Tree Health

Drought is again threatening the 
health of trees, Robert A. Bartlett, 
president of the F. A. Bartlett Tree 
Expert Company, said, adding that 
the damage is also the result of 
dry conditions of previous years. 

“Oak, maple, ash, hickory and 
other species are showing decline," 
Mr. Bartlett said. “In many areas, 
tree tops are dying back, and at- 
tacks by borers and bark beetles 
have begun on weakened trees. This 
makos trees attractive targets for 
scale and gall-forming insects. 

“Property owners should look f ir 
shot-like holes deep into the wood 
of their trees, which indicate the 
presence of borers. In dogwood, 
ush, linden, locust, apple and peach 
trees, borers usually invade the 
lower trunk. Maple borers are 
found at the tops of trees and work 
downward, ” he said. “One deadly 
cambium borer that works in oak, 
beech, and a few other trees shows 
little if any evidence of its presence 
until the tree suddenly starts to 
die.” 

Trees weakened by drought or 
insects should have their crowns 
lightened now to compensate for 
root loss, all dead wood should be 
removed and then a liberal feeding 
to stimulate new root growth and 
rostore lost vigor, according to the 
experts.

The accident also sent 
her husband Simone to the Sym- 
mes Arlington Hospital and Car- 
los Viverious of Burlington, the 
driver of the second car to the 
Winchester Hospital, both with 
multiple injuries. It occurred at 
1:18 a.m. 

Mrs. Lewis was pronounced 
dead on arrival by Medical Ex- 
aminer Harry L. Benson. Police 
reports indicate that her chest 
had been crushed in the impact 
which pushed the motor of the 
Ford sedan her husband was driv- 
ing up under the dashboard, bent 
the steering wheel to a horizontal 
position and cracked and shatter- 
ed the windshield. 

The accident occurred about 15 
feet north of the Winchester- 
Arlington line in front of the 
Winchester Country Club. 

Winchester Police officers ar- 
riving at the scene immediately 
sent for the Department am- 
bulance and the Fire Department 
rescue truck. 

The report of Officer Frank 
Tranchita noted that on arrival 
he found a group of people trying 
to assist the injured.

Both the ballot of the absentee 
and that of the physically dis- 
abled person in town must be 
shown to a notary public who 
must observe it unmarked.

Dr. William G. Pollard is 
a nuch ir pi ysicist. He is in charge of the atomic 
energy facility at Oak Ridge. At the same time he 
holds a degree in theology and is an active clergy- 
man in th Protestant Episcopal Church. He believes 
that the scripture quoted, which was written some 
twenty-four centuries ago, is just now corning true. 
Man, one of the most recent developments on the 
evolutionary tree, has been fruitful all his life on 
Earth hut until recently was hindered in multiplying 
through disease and famine. Now in the present cen- 
tury the injunction is being fulfilled.

The star itself has no place to hide of course.

We cannot escape the conclusion that man is a 
part of nature, that he svas evolved in the same way 
as the so-called lower animals. ITosv then can ho 
describe himself in the images of God? At first he 
was not, according to Dr. Pollard. Then about thirty- 
five thousand years ago there appeared on the scene 
a nesv and different human, Homo Sapiens. Physi- 
cally he svas not very different from his predecessor. 
Neanderthal Man, but artistic, creative, imaginative, 
in a short thirty-five thousand years he became mas- 
ter of the Earth. 


It is never pleasant to be called names and Mr. 
Hewis quite expectedly lit into the Star this sveek. 
And the Selectmen — anil the School Committee — 
and the Assessors — anil the School Building Com- 
mittee — and the Schools. Because he goes on so hard 
and so comprehensively, he puts one off so that one 
has to bring lorce to look behind the attack anil 
remind oneself of those kernels of truth. 


Doctor Pollard envisions the earth as a spaceship 
travelling a long, lonely journey through eternity. 
As such it must have adequate reserves of food, 
pure water and air, and energy for the trip. Har- 
mony among its crew members is essential. In the 
long period before the coming of man the Earth was 
gradually stocked with a wealth of necessary sup- 
plies. Up until now the spareity of humans and the 
vastness of the area they inhabited kept quarrels 
among crew members from becoming a serious men- 
ace. Suddenly in the twentieth century the journey 
threatens to come to a halt. We tire faced with crises 
of the magnitude that failing to solve them will jeop- 
ardize the entire future. 


One subject with which the Star would like (if 
he weren’t so darned unqualifying) to agree, is 
that of open discussion ol issues in committees and 
boards and more immediate availability of records 
of their meetings. Mr. Hewis' feelings against the

they “forgot” to turn our water 
back on and my wife had to go 
racing down the road at. top speed 
Ito catch up with the only person 
I left of the work detail to try and 
I get us hooked up again.

One morning we woke up chok- 
ing on gas fumes alter a trench 
was dug up in front of our house. 
The attitude was that “it wasn’t 
the water people’s problem.” So wo 
called the gas company and they 
came out and supervised the filling 
of the trench covering the exposed 
gas line and making sure there 
were no leaks. 1 took a half a day 
out of work to see that something 
was at least done about the prob- 
lem. 

Ever since the work began in 
August our water has been brown 
and yellow, everything but clear. 
The water people had been kind 
enough to deliver drinking water 
for a length of time as one mem- 
ber of our family suffers from an 
intestinal disease and the rusty 
water aggravated the situation 
greatly. However, after it started 
coming through clear we discon- 
tinued 'the deliveries. 

Soon after, it started coming 
through dirtier and rustier 'than 
ever with gravel in it too. We re- 
quested drinking water but were 
refused because “some man broke 
his toe in the water department,” 
and 'they were short of men. My 
wife, waited all day for a water 
delivery after calling up and prac- 
tically begging them but to no 
avail. No medicine could he taken 
by the member of our family who 
suffered from intestinal disease as 
it had to be diluted in water, the 
children could have nothing that 
required dilution with water such 
as frozen ornnge juice and my wife 
couldn’t boil vegetables etc. 

All ithe time this was going on 
men were working practically in 
front of our house with a water 
truck outside. I't would have taken 
no more than five minutes to bring 
a water jug to the house in this 
particular instance. 

Is it expecting too much, when 
considering our water bills, to have 
a clean, pure water supply and if 
this cannot be done to supply an 
alternate plan for providing house- 
holders with drinkable, safe water?

Strong editorials and news sto- 
ries obviously Inspired by the 
Star’s deep and bitter tone of dis- 
crimination, disappointment and 
frustration, force me to make an- 
swer to you.

Much of the activity 1 see smacks 
of arbitrary, selfish, capricious and 
yes, sadly, personality controlled 
thinking and planning. 

The first point that I have to

a guaranteed right to propose — 
oppose and ,, r v>o heard on matters 
concerning policy on taxation and 
education. At this time this right 
is not observed, by word or deed. . . 

Town officials deliberately and 
willfully withhold access to Public 
.Record:-, minutes of official meet- 
ing: and do not answer honestly 
and clearly to questions of their 
votes or plans. Your newspaper 
has not kept the public informed as 
to most, of this town’s business. 

We have discussed the lack of 
communication between the town 
and its people and never have you 
joined with me as I battled quietly 
anti always alone. 

I have been partly responsible for 
two articles to be acted upon at 
the Special Town Meeting, Novem- 
ber 14 th. 

Somehow our officials are not 
aware of the citizens’ concern on 
the subjects of Education and Tax- 
ation. 

Our Selectmen, and you, know 
that the town is in the worst fi- 
nancial position in its life. 

The Town Treasurer borrowed 
money — 500 thousand dollars, pay- 


able in the first of November. Be- 1 
cause of the delay on the part of! 
Ithe Board of Assessors the Treas- I 
I surer will have to borrow another 
500 thousand dollars to pay that 
loan. Later in November the Trei- 
sursr will have to borrow another 
half-a-miilion for notes that are 
due then. One million dollars, in 
one month, with interest, and these 
assessors- whom I consider to be 
laggard, still can not say when 
they will issue a tax bill due by- 
law to be set in June and payable 
October first. 

Do you still want to criticize me, 
berate me for trying to get hack on 
a stable financial pattern? 

Second Article — Education and 
a high school. 

This is a much more complex 
issue and involves town finance — 
education and future of our child- 
ren, along with a moral question 
in which you have shown a great 
interest.

W r hy do we need Remedial Rend- 
ing Specialists in the S.-enndary 
urea ? 

When are we going to teach, ef- 
fectively. rending in the second, 
third and fourth grades? 

What is the Guidance Depart- 
ment policy and programs to co- 
iiperate with our Regional Voca- 
tional-Technical School, if any? 

What is Winchester going to do 
for the underprivileged at home 
and in the Urban area? 

Part 2 — Winchester— Its educa- 
tion and its schools, is coming — I 
hope.

SKINNING DOGS ALIVE! 

Three experimenters connected with a Massachusetts medical 
school and hospital surgically peeled off in sheets 30% to 50% of 
the body skin of 21 dogs. 

In seven of the dogs, 30 to 50 per cent of the skin was removed 
and replaced (autograft) and four of these dogs had to be killed 
because "...the large open wounds resulting from partial graft 
failure made care difficult and painful for the animals." 

Fourteen dogs had 25 to 40 per cent of skin replaced by skin 
from a donor dog (homograft). There was 86 per cent mortality 
and 36 per cent of the grafts rotted. 

The dogs were allowed to live 3 to 26 days. 

The experimenters state: “ In the light of technical failures and 
the high mortality rate in dogs, there is, at present, no laboratory 
justification for treating large burns in man with early excision and 
homografting.''

| PACKING:— All articles should

materially strengthens the pack- 
j age. Each box should be well tied 
with strong cord.

New "full rash value" 
valuations plus the previously estimated lax rate -S38.50— have been in the hands of the owners of the 
d own's roughly fS;500 parcels of property for just over nine weeks. The first official bills are expected to go 
into the Town's brand-new Honeywell 110 computer this week. When processed, bills will he mailed by 
Town Treasurer Marguerite d roop— probably next week. They are payable without interest within III 
days of their mailing. 

The Assessors are pleased that the rate is SI. 10 less than estimated. They also report with pleasure 
the overall assessment ol Winchester now officially to be .$I85.H‘_’.‘1, 100.00— or alxntt 21 million less than the 
.State's estimated 210 million which they had formally appealed before the Appelate Tax Board. 


A Winchester juvenile was 
found guilty of a narcotic viola- 
tion in Woburn Court yesterday 
afternoon and sentenced to one 
year’s probation. 

His appearance resulted from 
a charge of the possession of 
marijuana after an incident Fri- 
day in which a local police officer 
apprehended a 15-year-ohl boy on 
the Common. Reportedly the hoy 
hail just received a packet of 
marijuana — contained in a cat- 
nip package — from someone in 


the area. 

The ease is only the latest in 
a rash of incidents and activities 
on the Common which over the 
past four or five months have 
brought written and oral com- 
plaints to the attention of Police 
Chief Joseph Derro. 

Last Wednesday afternoon a

Despite the nationally felt lack 
of enthusiasm on the part of 
many voters, a large vote is ex- 
pected here, reflecting interest in 
offices for State and County offices 
as well as the top ones. 

The last breakdown of voters — 
done in the summer — showed Re- 
publicans to have registered 4,305 
persons; Independents 3,442, and 
Democrats 3,433. In 1962 there 
were 4,318 Republicans registered, 
4,316 Independents and 1,678: 
Democrats. 

Workers in the Town Clerk’s 
office have already mailed between 
4 and 500 absentee ballots. Six 
hundred went out in 1964. 


As a public service the Star this 
week has given a complete page 
— page 1C — to inform the voters 
of the candidates and questions 
which will appear on their ballot. 
Town Clerk Elsie Nelson urges 
every voter to study out the ref- 
erendum questions in particular. 
In 1964 there were many polling 
booth delays here, almost all ac- 
countable to the lack of prior at- 
tention given the referenda ques- 
tions.

Moderator, a job he has had since 1956. His long 
legislative service has been one of quiet, construc- 
tive effort punctuated by his dramatic and national- 
ly publicized act of d Tying the protective crony- 
ism of his co-legislators when he pushed for the 
television exposure of Boston’s bookmaking, and 
earned, until it was lifted four years later, the offi- 
cial censure of the Massachusetts lawmakers. 

At the Star this week Mr. Chadwick expressed 
unhappiness with the need for new taxes hut also 
emphasized their necessity to carry through on pro- 
grams to which the State is already committed. 

“The bulk of the new tuxes will come from the 
income tax,” he said.

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DRIVING KITTENS INSANE BY ELECTRIC SHOCKS 


In the laboratories of a Veterans' Administra- 
tion Hospital experimenters tried to drive two litters 
of kittens insane by cruel electric shocks. 

Beginning seven days after birth and for the 
next 35 days, the kittens were given a total of 
5,000 electric shocks to the hind legs. 

These shocks were introduced gradually with 
finally as many as 700 a day being given. They 
were, moreover, given during the nursing period. 

Declaring that "The behavior of the mother 
cat merits attention," the experimenters wrote: j 

t “When she eventually discovered that the 
expert mental kitten was being given electric 
shocks during the feeding process, or whenever ~ , 
it uvs close to the body, she would do everything j 
possible to thwart the experimenter with her 
dates, then trying to bite the electric wire, and 
finally leaving the experiment^ kitten, and run * ( 


nitig away as far as possible whenever the elec • 
trodes tvere on the kitten’s legs. Her attitude to- 
ward the experimental kitten when the electrodes 
were removed was one of . . . deep mother love 
• . . She would run over to her kittens, try and 
feed it, or else comfort it as much as possible .” 
“ During a follow-up experiment, after the 
kittens had not been shocked for a period of 
time, it was again given shocks in the rear legs 
. . . the kitten . . . tended to resume its previous 
schizophrenic-like behavior .” 

Judge for yourselves the kind of men who would 
commit such atrocities. 


The story of these experiments is reported In 
full in the Journal of Genetic Psychology, Volume 
102 (1963) pages 55-60 and may be read at the 
Countway Medical Library, 10 Shattuck Street, 
Boston and doubtless at other medical libraries.

Editor of the Star: 

Most of us Massachusetts home- 
owners Ijave been investing a vast 
amount of time and energy in ex- 
pressing our objections to the 
forthcoming real-estate tax bills. 
Our concern for our own immediate 
tax problem seems to have blinded 
us to a larger issue which has 
much greater impact on our own 
over-all tax liability. Self interest, 
enlightened or otherwise, requires 
that we take a look at this larger 
issue. 

I refer to the grossly unfair 
character of the local real estate 
tax. No matter how justly values 
are assessed, this tax is unfair be- 
cause it takes a larger percentage 
from the low-to-moderate income 
than it does from the high income. 
In a word, the real estate tax is 
regressive. Its regressive character 
arises from the fact that persons 
having a moderate income must 
spend a larger fraction of their 
income on housing — whether 
through ownership or through rent- 
al — than do their more affluent 
neighbors. Hence a real estate tax. 
representing a fixed percentage of 
the value of the family home, is 
much more burdensome to those in 
lower income brackets than to those 
in higher brackets. 

The intolerable squeeze applied 
to the moderate income by the real 
estate tax can be remedied only 
by decreasing our dependence on 
this tax for local revenue. The first 
step in this direction is the enact- 
ment of an amendment to the Mas- 
sachusetts constitution to permit 
a graduated income tax. Like the 
Federal income tax. such a state 
tax would place the heaviest bur- 
den on those best able to bear it — 
the tax-payer in the higher income 
brackets. 

This tax could eventually provide 
funds for local tax relief without 
raising the rate of the present 
limited sales tax, and without 
making this tax an unlimited one, 
levied on all purchases including 
food and clothing. Without a grad- 
uated income tax, we may get 
both an increased 3ales tax, and its 
imposition on all purchases. 

To make possible a graduated 
income tax in Massachusetts, it is 
essential that we signify our ap- 
proval of the necessary constitu- 
tional amendment by voting “yes” 
on Question 2 on the November 5 
ballot.

How much longer are citizens 
here going to tolerate inequities in 
education in this town? In particu- 
lar, how much longer are they will- 
ing to allow the present unfair 
practices, effective many years, in 
choosing students to take foreign 
languages at the junior high level? 

It is clear to me parents here 
are unaware of what goes on in 
this area or they wouldn't permit

These were students who ap- 
plied for it — all in so-called 
track 2. The students picked to take 
it were in tracks 0 or 1. And some 
of these students, if I understand 
it correctly, were assigned junior 
high language whether or not they 
cared personally — they were told 
by guidance people that they should 
take it. Doesn’t this mean that 
early showing superior intelligence 
counts a lot more than early in- 
centive in some cases? Is this 
right? 

And about the choices for the 
tracks. I’d like that explained in 
detail too. I ve tried for answers 
but had a bunch of generalities 
thrown at me. How can I determine 
and check out the level my children 
should be in? 

Right now there is no French or 
German available for track 2 child- 
ren. For these and other “selective 
electives” they take many things 
into consideration. Marks, (but 
what range?). Aptitude tests, 
(What is the cut-off point?). I.Q. 
did your child come “recommended” 
from his sixth grade teacher? 
Language marks. (Did he get a C 
in English, if so you’ll be convinced 
by the schools that he ought to 
concentrate on this.) The final de- 
cision is made by the junior high 
principal. Is this fair? 

And why doesn’t the administra- 
tion, stop wasting theirs and par- 
ents time sending foreign language 
parent approval sheets home in the 
sixth grade? Parents like myself 
encourage the interest only to have 
the child disappointed. I’ve been

Under 270: Then What?

As one travels around the United States this fall, 
it becomes increasingly clear that even the most 
prestigious experts on elections arc confused about 
what might happen when the voters cast their ballots 
on November 5th. The Sew York Times reported on 
October Kith that “ File political pollsters agree that 
there is a greater chance their polls may be wrong this 
year than at any time since 19-18, when the major 
polls predicted tile wrong winner in the Presidential 
race.” This view point, parenthetically, somewhat 
confirms the writer's remarks in these columns on 
August 8. I Dt i.S, which questioned the valiility ol the 
polls in the first place. 

The central point, however, is the clear possibiliiy 
that neither former Vice President Nixon nor Vice 
President Humphrey will garner the necessary 270 
electoral votes needed to gain the 'Presidency. Former 
Governor Wallace just might gain enough electoral 
votes in various states to deprive either ol the two 
major party candidates ol a clear electoral victory. 
Should this be the case. Mr. Wallace could bargain 
with either Mr. Nixon or Mr. Humphrey to deliver 
his votes in the electoral college in December. It is 
highly unlikely, however, that the major party candi- 
dates would concede to Mr. Wallace (and what con- 
cessions!) in iliis in. inner. Therefore, the election of 
the next President would be in die hands ol the new 
House ol Representatives, which meets in early Janu- 
ary. 

I lie House determined the Presidency after the con- 
fused election ol 1800. and I homos Jefferson received 
the prize following protracted negotiations, conces- 
sions, and promises. In 1803, the Twelfth Amend- 
ment was added to the Constitution which sought to 
remove the problems of naming a President in the 
event ol contradictious in the electoral college pro- 
cedure (Article II. Section i ol the Constitution) . 
The election ol 1821, however, brought the House 
into the picture again, and John Quincy Adams 
emerged as President, even though it was quite clear 
that Andrew Jackson was the real choice of the elec- 
torate. I he House also determined the victor in 1870 
(Rutherford Haves over Samuel l ilden) in an elec- 
tion marked by highly questionable and coiitroveroial 
electoral votes Iroin a number of states, in the eases 
iff 1800, 1821, and 1870, the processes lor naming 
a President were, in effect taken away hum the ma- 
jority will of the people and placed in the hands ol a 
small group ol American citizens. Clearly, such could 
be die case in 1908. 


Should no candidate receive the necessary 270 elec- 
toral votes after November 5th and should there be 
no compromise in the electoral college procedures of 
early December, then the new House in January, 
1909, would determine our next President. Each of 
the 50 states would have one vote, and the new 
President would be the person receiving 26 or more 
votes as the result ol House polling. One can easily 
imagine the bargaining, compromises, tradings, and 
promises! Negotiations would include the role ol the 
Federal Government in school desegregation, appoint- 
ments to the Cabinet and the Federal judiciary, and 
other prime political decisions and plums. State dele- 
gations in the House would he ripped asunder as 
Representatives Irom each state would vie with one 
another and with other Representatives in seeking to 
get the best bargain. 

As President Johnson must constitutionally leave 
the White House on January 20th, a House deadlock 
would he ruinous to (lie nation. Or would it? I hc 
Senate must chose a Vice President front among the 
two top candidates, and this would probably be 
Senator Muskie, who would be acting President if 
there were no. clear decision in the House. Should 
both tile House and the Senate not be able to resolve 
the issue, then Speaker McCormack would become 
acting President alter January 20th. 

For many years, a number of concerned Congress- 
men and Senators have sought to amend the Consti- 
tution to remedy these obvious deficiencies. Some 
have proposed that the President should Ire chosen 
by popular majority or plurality vote. Such a pro- 
cedure, however, would have the Presidential cam- 
paign locus completely upon the areas ol the United 
States where there is a major population concentra- 
tion. I he small slates would be left out of the pic- 
turc along with such interests as the farm and the 
educational constituencies. There is no easy solution. 
Should neither major party candidate receive the 
necessary 279 electoral votes because a third-party 
contcudci lakes away votes Irom the top two. then a 
run off election couhl.be held between the two candi- 
dates who receive the most electoral votes. This would 
preserve the electoral college and remove the pos- 
sibility. so apparent in 1968. ol small groups in the 
Congress choosing the President, or deadlocks which 
could cripple the Executive Brunch in this time of 
need lor decision and responsibility in the While 
I ions. { 'The above was written joi the Star by l)r.

The final lecture of the “Win- 
chester Mornings” sponsored by the 
Winchester Wellesley Club took 
place last Thursday at the Church 
of the Epiphany. 

Geoffrey Godsell, editorial writer 
for the Christian Science Monitor 
spoke on the new emergence of 
Europe. He traced the history of 
modern Europe and the emergence 
of a new power in the United 
States based on the culture derived 
from Europe and of another great 
force, Russia, which emerged after 
World War H in the East. 

Europe, he said, is now re-assert- 
ing itself against these two powers. 
France has challenged the unques- 
tioned supremacy of the United 
States, while Hungary and recent- 
ly Czechoslovakia pitted themselves 
against the Soviets. 

Mr. Godsell described the re-as- 
sertion of France and to a lesser 
degree of Belgium as a negative, 
and weakening move, in contrast 
to the efforts in Poland, Rumania, 
Hungary and Czechoslovakia as a 
necessary step to healthy develop- 
ment. 

He further explained that these 
countries occupying a strip be- 
tween East and West starting in 
the north with Poland and ending 
with Bulgaria in the south have 
been historically in a strategic 
geographic position which has re- 
sulted in the struggle for their 
allegiance between Germany and 
Russia. This great fear of a new 
German power emerging, was the 
major force behind the panicked re- 
action to Czechoslovakia by the 
Soviets, he said.

The same procedure will also apply to a 
Lieutenant Governor who in the case of a 
vacancy Is performing the Governor's duties. 

The proposed amendment also requires the 
election of a Governor for the unex.oired bal- 
ance of the four-year term if a vacancy in the 
office of the Governor as described in the 
proposed amendment continues for a six- 
month period expiring more than five rnontiis 
prior to a biennial state olection other than 
an olection for Governor. ■

Postmaster Chnrles R. Hill re- 
minded postal customers today that 
higher parcel post and catalog 
rates went into effect on Saturday, 
October 19, 19<>8. 

The rate increase will average 
10.5 per cent and in most cases will 
mean an additional ten cents per 
parcel. 

The higher rates were approved 
by the Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission in July. 

Under the new rates the mini- 
mum charge for local parcel deliv- 
>ry will go from 40 to 50 cents. 
The minimum charge for parcels 
destined outside the local delivery 
irea will be raised from 50 cents 
to GO cents. 

Almost all parcels that are 
charged up to $1.10 under present 
rates will go up 10 cents. This ac- 
•ounts for more than 80 per cent 
of all parcel post, Postmaster Hill 
pointed out. 

There will be a 15-cent hike on 
most parcels now charged between 
$1.10 and $4, and a 20-cent increase 
on parcels now charged over $4. 

Parcel post rates are based on 
the weight of the package and the 
distance it is mailed. 

Higher rates for the delivery of 
packages and catalogs are required 
to bring revenue from this type of 
mail within four per cent of oper- 
ating costs, as required by law. 
Postmaster Hill explained. The 
higher rates are designed to put 
narcels and catalogs, which are 
fourth-class mail, on a break-even 
basis. 

Additional revenue is needed 
from parcel post and catalogs to 
off-set higher costs resulting frorr 
pay increases approved last yeai 
for postal employees.

When you enter polling booth, pull the red handle to the right.

If you open a write-in slide, you cannot then change your mind and vote 
for a listed candidate. You have cancelled this opportunity as soon as you open 
the write-in slot. Write-in slots are at the top of the machine above the ques- 
tions. Their number designations match those of the elective offices listed below. 

The referenda questions appear below this box on this page. Rut on the 
machine they appear above the candidates for office. 

Vote for them in the same way on the machines as you do for a candidate, 
and then register your entire vote l>v pulling the red handle, back to the left 
to open the booth curtain.

The seven questions which will appear on the voting machines 
above the candidates for office, are listed below in the form I in- 
cluding “summary”) in which they appear on the machines. 

To vote on a given question, you push down the lever above 
either “yes” or “no.” 

As they appear here and on the machine, they are compli- 
cated to understand. It is imperative, therefore, that voters study 
them ahead and do not wait to get in inside the boot. For the 
convenience of voters, the Star prints (below, right i a cut-out 
box containing capsule notes on the referenda, which can be 
checked and taken to t lie polls. 

• Questions 3 and 7 relate to Winchester only. 

Question 5 gives to local voters the power to regulate the 
sale (or historically here, the non-sale I of alcoholic beverages in 
(A.) bars - all licenses; (B.) wines and beers only; iC.) all 
liquors, bottled, to take home; and ( D. i in hotel or motel (so far 
Winchester has none ) dining rooms. 

Question 7 is a simple question about commuter service. The 
Legislature, which votes Stale monies to take care of t lie deficit, 
has inserted this wherever applicable to test public interest. It 
is looking for ways to trim the State budget. A “no” vote or a 
weak “yes” vote here could mean tile end of \\ inehester's quick 
access to Boston and the introduction of a much longer bus route 
instead. 

Questions 1, 2. 3, 1 and 6 are statewide. 

Question 1 would amend the Constitution to extend from 
five to 10 days the time for a governor to art on legislation. De- 
signed to simplify procedure — which now necessitates parlia- 
mentary action, it lias been overwhelmingly approved by the 
Legislature. 

Question 3 would allow the Legislature to impose a gradu- 
ated income tax — or a State tax levied at a percentage of the 
taxpayer’s federal lax — itself already “graduated.” 

Question 3 set.- up a plan for executive continuity when the 
governor is disabled and authorizes a vote to replace any governor 
adjudged disabled for >-ix months. 

Question f. Vn “initiative” petition would, if endorsed, allow 
a question on the l‘>70 ballot asking for a convention to revise the 
Slate constitution. 

Question 6 is a simple public question on capital punishment.

SUMMARY 

The proposed amendment of the Constitution authorizes the 
Legislature to impose an income tax graduated according to total 
income, and authorizes the granting of reasonable exemptions, 
deductions and abatements, as an alternative to the exercise of 
the Legislature’s existing power to tax income under Article 44 
of the Amendments to the Constitution.

The proposed law provides that the official ballot in the bi- 
ennial State election for t lie year 1970 shall contain a question 
asking the voters whether there shall be a convention in 1971 to 
(1) revise, alter or amend the constitution of the Commonwealth 
on the following subjects; insofar as they relate to the structure 
of government, and no others; the Executive Branch; the General 
Court; the Executive Council; the government of cities, towns 
and counties and their relationship to each other and to the 
government of the Commonwealth; (2t simplify and rearrange 
the constitution, and |3i provide methods of amendment thereof. 
The question will state that the convention shall not consider or 
propose any measure which relates to the Massachusetts Declara- 
tion of Right, the provisions of the Massachusetts constitution 
concerning the “Judiciary Power” (other than provisions re- 
specting the Executive Council I, or any of the excluded matters 
enumerated in Article XLVIII, H, Section 2 of the Massachusetts 
Constitution. The question will fix the number of delegates to 
the convention at 130, of whom 20 members shall he members of 
the general court; the remaining 130 members shall be voted by 
the voters in the manner summarized below. The question will 
also state that the convention shall conclude its business not later 
that 120 days from its first session. 

The proposed law provides that if a majority of the votes 
on the foregoing question is in the affirmative, the convention 
shall be held in July, 1971, to revise, alter or amend the consti- 
tution oil t lie matters enumerated above only. The House of 
Representatives and the Senate shall each elect as delegates 10 
of its members, not more than 6 from each branch coining from 
the same political party. Ill the remaining 130 delegates. 10 shall 
be elected at large and 120 shall be elected from the 40 senatorial 
districts, 3 from each. Provision is made for the manner of nom- 
inating and electing these 130 delegates, without party or political 
designation, for tilling vacancies occurring in the position of any 
delegate, from whatever source chosen, and for the conduct of the 
convention's business. 

Any revisions, alterations and amendments of the Massachu- 
setts constitution adopted by the convention shall be submitted 
to the people at the State election in 1972 for their ratification 
and adoption in such manner as the convention may direct. If 
a majority of the people voting thereon ratify and adopt such 
revision, alliteration or aiuenilment, the constitution shall lie 
deemed to be changed accordingly. 

The proposed law also provides that if the vote on tile ques-

State Increases 
Scholarship Aid 

Scholarship applicants for funds 
from the Massachusetts Board of 
Higher Education must take the 
Scholastic Aptitude Test of the 
OEEB on December 7 if they have 
not taken it before this date. 

Registration deadline for the test 
is Saturday, November 2. Titis ap- 
plies to high school seniors desir- 
ing college scholarship aid from 
the State for the academic year 
1969-70. 

For the 1969-70 academic year 
the General Court has increased 
■the scholarship appropriation from 
$500,000 to $2 million and has es- 
tablished four Massachusetts honor 
scholarships for each senatorial dis- 
trict in the state. 

These changes have necessitated 
revisions in the scholarship appli- 
cation form and procedures. Gen- 
eral scholarships are open to sec- 
ondary school students who will 
attend arty regionally accredited 
collegiate institution in the United 
States and to upperclassmen in 
these institutions. The scholarships 
cover partial expenses. 

For both the general and the 
honor scholarships, high school 
seniors should list the State of 
Massachusetts, College Entrance 
Examination Board, code R0558 as 
a recipient of their SAT scores. 

Honor scholarships, covering all 
tuition expenses are for four-year 
institutions supported by the Com- 
monwealth.

Flight Training 
Popular Program 
For Veterans 

One year ago three new programs 
were added to the education and 
training benefits available to nearly 
5.5 million eligible veterans under 
the current post-Korea G.I. Bill. 

Elfective October 1, 1967, flight 
training, on-the-job training, and 
training to complete high school 
without losing any entitlement to 
iollow-on college education were 
made available to veterans with at 
I least 181 days of active duty, part 
| of which was after January 31 
1955. 

Vietnam era veterans (with serv- 
ice after August 4, 1964, are cov- 
ered under the post-Korean G.I. 
Bill. 

In the past 12 months more than 
55,000 eligible veterans have enter- 
ed training under these programs 
provided hy the Veterans' Pension 
and Readjustment Assistance Act 
of 1967, which expanded and liber- 
alized the 1966 post-Korean G.I. 
Bill. 

Despite a requirement that vet- 
erans must have valid private li- 
censes or equivalent in flight train- 
ing hours and meet medical require- 
ments for a commercial pilot’s li- 
cense, the current post-Korean G.I. 
Bill flight training program has at- 
tracted more veteran-trainees than 
did the much-less restrictive Ko- 
rean Conflict program at its peak. 
More than 17,000 veterans have en- 
tered flight training under the 
present program. Peak enrollment 
under the Korean Conflict flight 
training program was reached in 
November 1957, when 13,007 were 
enrolled.

Spec. Town Meeting 
Set For Next Week 


Lost somewhat in the election fervor lias been news ol the Special 
Town Meeting here next week to include 17 articles, many ol them 
highly important. 

A week from tonight Town Meeting Members here will make 
decisions which relate to acquisition ol lands for schools, apartment 
re-zoning, the new high school building and the property tax 
appraisals and assessment procedures among others. 


Two town-wide reports go into 
the mails today or tomorrow on 
the high school. One important 
mailing (to Town Meeting Mem- 
bers only) is expected out this 
weekend on the apartment re- 
zoning. 

All other articles also remain 
on the warrant as printed 
in full in the issue of October 24. 
No official stands of either the 
Selectmen or the Finance Com- 
mittee have been recorded on any 
article. 

The Planning Board report 
(dictated by law) on the so-called 
Moss apartment re-zoning re- 
quests which take up Articles 6 
through 9 was anticipated in con- 
tent when that Board appeared 
before the Selectmen on October 
28. 

The Board takes an overall 
position against the re-zoning 
articles. And Chairman William 
Chapman believes that the neces- 
sity to deal with each article 
separately will be confusing to 
many who receive the report. 


The Planning Board is present- 
ly completing a new re-writing 
of the zoning by-laws and antici- 
pates it to be done in full before 
the annual Town Meeting of 
March 1969. “One of the main 
problems is that the instrument 
(Moss suggestions) is being 
drawn on the basis of the old 
zoning by-law and therefore com- 
plexities remain ... Density fac- 
tors are not spelled out, the per- 
centage of uses of land are am- 
biguous, height limitations are 
unclear... It is a sum of little 
problems.” 

Mr. Chapman also told the Se- 
lectmen that his board feels “a 
lack of real tangible control of 
the Town over what may develop” 
and that a builder would be able 
to do or not do what he says he 
intends. 

Board members also feel that 
tax base aid allegations are diffi- 
cult to assess and cannot be either 
substantiated or refuted.

Computerized Tax Bills 
Ready To Be Mailed 


The tax bills were expected to 
go into the same mails as the 
Star this week or to follow be- 
hind it by a day or two in the 
mail bags throughout the Town.

To 
operate exactingly the machine 
must have a room temperature 
between 68 and 72 degrees.

Tuesday things got straighten- 
ed around and Mr. Perrault, once 
started, went almost straight 
through the night working. He 
expected to finish at midday yes- 
terday.

Winchester Results Contradict 
Those In Nation And Area; 
Chadwick Wins For 12th Time 


Historically Republican Winchester confounded the prognosticators Tuesday when the national winners. Nixon and Vgnew. were 
beaten here by 50 votes by (he Humphrey-Muskie ticket. And this happened with a total Town vole of only 1(1.679 or even lower (ban that 
ol the I960 kennedy-Nixon battle. In addition, Congressman Torbert Macdonald who carried die 5(h District 119,000 to 72,000, losi to 
Bill Mibott by almost two to one in Winchester; and State Senator Philibert Pellegrini whose (ith Middlesex District total was .12.769 to Ann 
Blackburn's 16.118, was beaten here by about six to four. Harrison Cli adwitk won handily in liis home town district.

A quiet, smooth election here 
reflected the nation in the close- 
ness of its presidential vote, but 
surprised many in both its small 
8 ize 62 percent of its 12,099 
voters chose to vote — and with 
the Democratic tinge of its presi- 
dential tally. 

In 1960 Nixon won here 5,977 
to Kennedy’s 4,750. In 1964 the 
Town went along with the nation 
to give Johnson a 6,129 to 3,722 
edge over Goldwater. But most 
local politicians here were sur- 
prised at the outcome on Tues- 
day. Precinct 6 led the way and 
with Precincts 1 and 2 made the 
difference. Precincts 4, 5 and 3 in 
that order upheld the winning 
Republican team. 

Winchester also gave Harry G. 
Chickies a nearly five to three 
win, and added votes in the runs 
of unchallenged County Commis- 
sioners Frederick Connors and 
John Dever as well as that of 
Sheriff Howard Fitzpatrick. 

Young Stephen Teichner, who 
was born just three years before 
his adversary entered the Massa- 
chusetts General Court, made a 
very good showing for a beginner, 
but went down, as expected, be- 
fore Harrison Town Moderator’s 
vote — the result, Chadwick 6,718 
to Teichner 2,912. 

Governor George Wallace has 
214 strong supporters here — about 
■. to.' same number which earlier 
signed his State ballot-petition 
papers; 49 persons either would 
like to see the Socialist-Labor 
party run the country or are 
pretty disenchanted with every- 
thing; and six here want prohibi- 
tion returned. 

Day Is Smooth, Easy 

Those in charge report the vot- 
ing here went relatively smooth. 
“They are getting used to the 
machines,” says Town Clerk Elsie 
Nelson.

They 
were scheduled to leave Boston 
for New York at about mid-day. 

As the Nixon win began to firm 
yesterday noon, a question on 
many local tongues was, “And 
what will Volpe get now?” Like 
the rest of the country, Winches- 
ter has to wait to find out how 
Mr. Nixon will reward the gover- 
nor for his hard work.

Hewis Position 
Challenged By 
WHS Students 

Nearly 400 students were pres- 
ent at a meeting held Wednesday 
evening by the Winchester High 
School Student Council to hear 
Arthur Hewis, who is asking the 
Town to take action to rescind 
the high school building vote, and 
Arthur Dunbar, chairman of the 
Secondary School Building Sub- 
committee. 

The only other adults invited to 
attend tho meeting were Vincent 
E. Larocco, assistant principal, 
and Evander French Jr., faculty 
advisor to the Student Council. 

Quiet prevailed as the students 
gave their attention to Mr. Hew- 
is’ explanation of the background 
of the petition to rescind the 
Town’s action to build a new high 
school and his article in the war- 
rant of the Special Town Meeting 
called for November 14. He de- 
scribed at length the constitution- 
al right of every citizen to petition 
and referendum, his long-standing 
opposition to METCO, and his 
abiding interest in the Regional 
Vocational School. 

The students were equally re- 
spectful listening to Mr. Dunbar, 
who presented the case for the 
new high school voted by the spe- 
cial Town Meeting last February 
26. He recited in detail the work 
of the several secondary school 
building committees since 1963, 
the mandate of the town to build 
on the Shore Road site, and the 
cost to taxpayers over the next 20 
yea i s.

In explaining the effect of total 
building costs on the tax rate, 
the committees state that “the 
average effect of the project over 
a 20 year period, based on the 
new assessments, is estimated at 
$2.81” (On the old basis, this 
figure would he $5.53), 

The Building Committee report 
also discusses alternatives to the 
new high school as proposed . . 
alternatives which, although they 
are not formalized, must still he 
considered as the town votes to 
continue or abandon the present 
plan. 

If the town abandons the high 
school project, the Committee 
estimates the entire cost to date 
would result in a one year tax 
rate impact of $5.22 in 1969; 
$250,000 would he needed to com- 
plete the fields and they would 
still not he usable for athletic 
classes during the school day as 
they are too far removed from the 
existing building. 

Additions to Old Would Cost More 
Should the town favor remodel- 
ing and additions, the Building 
Committees estimates the cost to 
the taxpayer would be two thirds 
of the cost of the new building. 

Federal funds would not be 
available under a remodeling plan. 

Furthermore, without a new 
high school building, the taxpayer 
would soon be faced with a bill 
for new Junior high facilities, 
and “when the cost of a new 
Junior High School is added in, 
the total costs of the remodeling 
and addition program would ac- 
tually exceed the cost of the 
new high school.” 

If the Town chooses not to ac- 
cept state aid or loses its option

When before the Selectmen the 
Planning Board noted at least I I 
sites in Town that contain 10 or 
more acres of land, and that in- 
itiating the requested changes 
could “open the floodgates” of 
apartment building. 

At the suggestion of the Se- 
lectmen the Board has pursued 
this research further and their 
present report indicates over 30 
sites to which a change would be 
applicable. 

High School Mailings 

Both the School Committee and 
the joint Permanent Building and 
Secondary School Building Com- 
mittees have town-wide mailings 
ready to counter arguments in 
favor of the petitions to see if 
the Town will rescind its vote of 
the bond issue and plans of a new 
high school. 

The School Committee report 
covers the current problems which 
school administrators must handle 
in dealing with existing numbers 
of students and courses, class 
schedules and athletic programs. 

It goes on to suggest features 
which should be added if Win- 
chester students are to he given 
top quality educational opportuni- 
ties: more laboratory space, bet- 
tor library facilities, quiet study 
halls, more space for class pro- 
jects. for research. It cites teach- 
ers' needs for more space, for 
rooms of their own. for permanent 
desks, for places to store instruc- 
tional material. 

This report strongly states that 
with the increased enrollment ex- 
pected in the near future, the 
quality of education at Winches- 
ter High School will deteriorate 
unless new facilities are made 
available. The report also argues 
that new high school facilities 
would free space badly needed 
further down the educational lad- 
der. 

Overall Cost Estimate Holds 

The Building Committees’ re- 
port spells out the financial com- 
mitments already made on the 
new hig-h school. According to 
their figures the original cost esti- 
mate of $10,070,000 “is as ac- 
curate now as it was when origi- 
nally made.” 

Of this sum. the report states, 
$1,087,422 has been expended al- 
ready for expenses which include 
preliminary surveys, land acquisi- 
tion, basic construction of play- 
ing field, consultants, borings,

Winchester stayed safely dry 
again this year, although in some 
aspects of the four-part question, 
the pro-liquor population made 
gains. The vote for package 
stores, though negative, made the 
biggest jump since 1964. with 
3,407 persons wanting them, 
about 1.000 more than last time. 

Winchester went heavily 
against the graduated income tax 
(Question 2) but was strong in 
support of questions 1, 3 and 4. 

The town voted to retain capital 
punishrpent 4,902 to 2.774. 


No Registration 
For Snowmobiles 


The Registray of Motor Vehicles 
has issued the following reminde- 
on the status of snowmobiles (snow- 
sleds — snomobiles) in Massachu- 
setts: 

1. They may not be registered in 
the Commonwealth. 

2. They must not be operated on 
public ways, whether paved or oth- 
erwise. 

3. They may not cross public 
ways, this would constitute illegal 1 
operation of a motor vehicle. 

4. They may be transported in a 
trailer to another state. 

5. They may be operated on p~i- 
vate property. 

Although defined as motor vehi- 
cles under Massachusetts statute, 
Registrar Richard E. McLaughlin 
has ruled that these so-called snow- 
mobiles may not be registered in 
Massachusetts because they do not 
1 meet the equipment standards re- 
quired for registration.

Except when Mr. Laroceo was 
asked to clarify the accreditation 
process for New England high ! 
schools and universities and to 
report on the college drop-out rate | 
of Winchester students, every 
question asked was directed to Mr. 
Hewis. 

Through his answers, he made i 
it clear that the purpose of his pe- i 
tition was to return four million 
dollars of building assistance to ! 
the .State even though he could not I 
assure the students that it would 
be allocated to educate the under- 
privileged children of Boston. 

Many in the audience grew im- i 
patient with Mr. Hewis when he 
accused them of “taking the easy 
way out” when they studied hu- 
manities and liberal arts courses 
in high school and college. 

Mr. Larocco reported that a 
Guidance Department survey this 
past summer had indicated that 
fewer than 1 ( r of Winchester 
High School graduates responding 
had “dropped out” of college. He \ 
further reported that there was 
“a serious possibility” if stagger- 
ed sessions continue!, that the high 
school might he placed on proba- I 
tion or lose its accreditation from 
the evaluating committees of the ; 
New England Association of Col- 
leges and Secondary Schools. Mr. 
Hewis admitted he knew nothing 
about school accreditation but 
promised that he would “look in- 
to this union which has the power 
to discriminate against Winches- j 
ter students.” 

Mr. Hewis emphasized strongly 
that what the system needed was 
“good teachers to teach reading in 
the early grades,” but students 
pressed him on why a good teach- 
er would want to come to a system 
which stopped construction on a 
new high school after spending a 
million dollars in preparation of 
Us site and architectural fees. 

He claimed entire credit for 
giving the town the present high 
school addition and the Tufts 
Road School, and charged that 
“ with proper administration” the 
present building could be made 
adequate. 

Moderator Mallon interjected 
that “the best administrator in 
the world” could not make a 900- 
student building adequate for 
1200. 

At one point in the meeting a 
student asked for a walk-out as a 
protest gesture of disapproval, 
but the moderator reminded his 
fellow students that the purpose 
of the meeting was to provide 
everyone with information and to ’ 
allow a hearing for both sides of 
the question. 

The meeting ended after one 
student demanded that Mr. Hewis 
commit himself for or against a 
new high school: 

Student — “We want a yes or no 
on you from this, and no more of 
this running around that you are 
doing. So what about committing 
yourself for maybe once in this 24 
or however many years you’ve 
been talking in Winchester?” 

Mr. Hetvis — "What’s the ques- 
tion? Do you want a new high 
school?” 

Student — “Yes, on the new high 
school?” 

Mr. Heu’is — “Not if I can help i 
it!” 


Winter Driving 
Hints Given 


Police Chief Joseph J. Derro has 
released facts from the National 
Safety Council’s Committee on win- 
ter driving hazards about tires and 
traction aids. 

The committee evaluated the effi- 
ciency of regular tires, snow tires, 
studded snow tires and reinforced 
tire chains when used on the rear 
wheels. 

Regular tires with good treads 
were the basis for all comparisons. 

Conventional snow tires (without 
studs) — improved stopping ability 
on loosely packed snow by 13 per- 
cent but showed no advantage in 
stopping on glare ice. 

Snow tires improved pulling 
power on ice, however, by 28 per- 
cent and by 51 percent on loosely 
packed snow. 

Studded snow tires now legal in 
most states, improved stopping on 
glare ice by 19 percent and had 
three times more pulling power on 
ice than regular tires. 

Reinforced tire chains stood out 
as the most effective aid for both 
starting and stopping under severe 
winter conditions. They provided a 
50 percent improvement in stop- 
ping ability and were more than 
seven times better at pulling on 
glare ice than regular tires. 

On loosely packed snow, they 
were 37 percent better at stopping 
and they pulled four times better 
than regular tires. 

The International Association of 
Chiefs of Police recommends that 
tire chains as well as sand, salt, 
cinders or traction mats are emer- 
gency aids which should be in the 
trunk. 

Chief Derro said, “Regardless of 
efforts to improve traction through 
the use of snow tires, studded snow 
tires, or tire chains, in no instance 
can the driver stop or go nearly as 
well as with conventional highway 
tires on dry pavement. 

“That simply means a ehnnge in 
driving habits on winter glazed 
roads: slow down, brake early, and 
plan every maneuver well in ad-

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Concert Presents John illias 
As Attuned To Pianistic Generation

The program wns enthusiastically 
received and Mr. Willis answered 
its response by playing two ap- 
propriate encores. He also greeted 
attendants nfter his performance at 
a reception planned for hint by a 
Creative Arts group committee. 

Ushering were pupils of the per- 
forming artist and many more were 
in the audience. 

Mr. Willis is attuned to the em- 
erging pianistic generation in that 
he rejects the aloof, “hig techni- 
que,” posture of the technocrats of 
the 1910's and 19. r >0’s. The result- 
ing product is personally and emo- 
tionally more akin to the perform- 
ances of his Victorian and Edward- 
ian forbears, but without their idio- 
syncratic excesses. 

The opening Scarlatti sonatas 
sparkled and sang in true baroque 
style, although the two more leis- 
urely selections (A Major, 1,18.1 and 
C Minor, 1,152) were somewhat 
more overlaid with fussy rubnto 
than one listener would have pre- 
ferred. Another problem is that 
these works never sound quite right 
on a modern piano, for one keeps 
hearing in the turns and trills the 
intended twang of the harpsichord 
or clavier. 

Beethoven’s Waldstein Sonata 
(Op. 51) was thoughtfuliv and mu- 
sically treated by Mr. Willis after 
a somewhat tentative beginning. 

He did not immediately create the 
mood of tempestuous foreboding 
which should mark the opening 
measures, but the later statement 
of the same material in the recapi- 
tulation was right on target. 

The Waldstein is the work in 
which Beethoven begins his one- 
man effort to restructure the piano 
sonata, giving it new conceptual 
dimensions as well as technical 
challenges for the performer. Mr. 
Willis was equal to these demands 
in all but a few instances, with 
this listeper’s high points of en- 
joyment being the lyric serenity of 
the first movement’s second subject, 
and the high-spirited exuberance of 
the rondo finale. Less fully realized 
was the somber introspection of 
the Adagio Molto. Moreover, those 
passages which required individual 
finger passagework within octave 
voicings often lacked definition and 
adequate volume. Some tendency to 
roll full, hands-together passages 
rather than striking both hands to- 
gether was also noticeable. 

The Chopin works which followed 
the intermission were, rather sur- 
prisingly, often unromantic and 
somewhat matter-of-fact. The C 
Sharp Minor Nocturne (Op. Posth.) 
was especially four-square, and the 
F Sharp Minor Mazurka (On. 59. 

No. 1) lacked definition and nuance. 

The A Minor and F Major Waltzes 
fared much better although here, 
too. Mr. Willis’ emphasis seemed 
more on vigor than delicacy. The 
B Flat Minor Scherzo (Op. 11), 
however, had just the right combi- 
nation of romantic fervor and tech- 
nical fluency, and brought the per- 
formance to a rousing and satisfy- 
ing conclusion.

II the I ..‘S()r> Republic. ms registered here .ill voted 
for die Nixoti-Agncw ticket and were joined by 
about 1,000 o( the Town's voters registered as In- 
dependents. that leaves about 2.100 Independents 
joining the Democrats to give 50 more votes to the 
losing ticket than were given to the winners

Protesting 

Students countrywide me protesting against this 
anti against that. Last week here they protested pro- 
lesling. At a student-planned, student run evening 
political assembly held last Wednesday evening. Sec- 
ondary School Building Committee Chairman Arthur 
Ihinhar and opposition leader Arthur Hems made 
presentations. The press was nut barred, but had not 
been alerted. The meeting was, however, taped. About 
LOO students attended. Below is a student comment on 
what, if their own paper the lied and Black also tor- 
rectly reflects, was a genuinely negative reaction to 
Mr. Hewis' outlook. 

Editor of the Star: 

I used to give Mr. Hewis credit for knowing all of 
the facts before he wrote his petition, a petition which 
is his indirect method lor scuttling the new high 
school. Last Wednesday night, Mr. Hewis and Mr. 
Arthur Dunbar came before the students of the high 
school and presented their views on the new school. 
After this meeting, I cannot respect what Mr. Hewis 
is trying to do— lie just does not know all ol the facts 
In truth, he seems to know very little about the pre- 
sent high school. 

The high school has an enrollment of over 1,100 
students, yet the Stale lire law says that our school 
can safely hold hot). When Mr. Hewis was told this, he 
could only say that that fact indicated one thing— the 
School Committee is a poor one because it is ineffec- 
tive. 

The students pointed out that the school was in 
jeopardy of losing its accreditation il the crowded 
situation was not improved. Mr. Hewis was not only 
unaware that we might lose that acreditalion, he did 
not even seem to know what it was. Mr. Larocco ex- 
plained that accreditation was a nationwide system 
for evaluating high schools to maintain equal stand- 
ards of education across the country. Mr. Hewis just 
cliil not care. He said that we did not have to worry 
about losing it; he would look into the matter because 
he lelt that it was unlair lor a private union to dis- 
credit Winchester High because ol the dirtiness of 
the walls. 

That Mr. Hewis is a strong supporter of leiliiiii.il 
high schools is evident. According to him, all students 
should go to technical schools so that they can learn 
a trade and get jobs and not “sit on Boston Com- 
mon." 

lie slated that all students who took college pre- 
paratory courses, and who followed a liberal arts edu- 
cation in college were taking the "easy way out." II 
doing three to live hours ol homework a night is "the 
easy way.” I pity those students who are attempting 
•‘■the hard way.” 

Mr. Hewis then added that Wincheslei High School 
does not adequately prepare students for college— he 
said that 30% ol the students who go on to college 
hunt WHS dropout in the Inst yc.n oi two— therefuie 
it was a waste ol lime and eliorl. 1 lie ligures that the 
administration have state that a maximum of 7% of 
graduates from our school drop out ol college. Mr. 
Hewis is wrong again. 

Why is our high school overcrowded? According to 
Mr. llcwis it is all because of pool administration— 


can toughen up law enforcement and by so doing 
"get rid of" the riots— ghetto, student, etc. \ great 
many voters across the land just wanted a change 
and were determined to trv something different. 

The uneasy feeling many citizens get about the 
inner personal integritv ol the Presidential nominee 
are now to be tested. Many who sensed a con- 
triving personality all along his political career lelt 
it to have become in the 1968 campaign only more 
layer buried by surface. These will cross their fingers 
and hope that success will modify this tendency if 
it is one— or that they have been wrong about Dick 
Nixon all along. 

Tor or against the nominee, the countrv should be 
relieved that he has won his office clearly and that 
it will not have to wait for a January session of 
Congress for leadership planning. Mr. Nixon has 
worked long and hard to be president. His line 
mind and his many liighlv qualified advisors should 
now be able to line up the best administrative team 
they < .in with few or no bows to George Wallace. 
The majesty of the office will play its part to help. 
Along with this should go the determiniation of 
all citizens to think positive and help him to con- 
struct a path for our great nation in these deeply 
disturbing times.

the school is not being utilized to the full extent of 
its facilities—. He was under the impression that most 
classes have only Hi students. Vgain the students aid- 
ed the misinformed Mr. Hewis. Wcrage class size is 
about 30: some classrooms are div ided by a screen and 
two classes of thirty students are held simultaneously 
in a room that was designeil to hold only 30. 

While Mr. Hewis mainly presented his opinions, 
Mr. Dunbar, the chairman of the Building Commit- 
tee. presented the facts concerning the new high 
school. In 1963 the Permanent Building Committee 
began considering plans for all aspects of expanding 
the secondary school system. In 1965 they reported 
that the Town should build a high school capable of 
holding 1500 students, and have adequate facilities 
for MOO students at the junior high level. The plans 
for the new high school were accepted by the Town 
last February; the expenditures to date, lor site pre- 
paration and for the architect's fee are Sl.087.-I22. If 
the new school is abandoned now, it would cost an 
additional S250.000 to finish the Shore Road Field 
and make it into a playing field. 

The alternate plan for casing the crowded situation 
is to adil aw addition to the existing structure. I his. 
however, would ultimately involve a greater expense 
than the new high school. I lie addition alone would 
cost two-thirds ol the price to build a new school. 
I hen we would have to build a new junior high to 
alleviate the crowding at that level. The state is going 
to pay Hl% of the gross cost ol a new high school. 11 
the Town decided To build an addition, the State 
Board would not allot Slate funds to Winchester be- 
cause we would not have adequate playing fields to 
meet State requirements. Thus, il we followed this 
plan. Winchester's taxpayers would not only have to 
pay for a more expensive plan, but they would not 
receive any Slate aid. 

Mr. Hewis wants Winchester to return the State 
funds so they may be used in the Boston schools. This 
is line— in principle. But Mr. Hewis lias not even 
bothered to ask the State Board il these funds are 
transferable. Tor all we know, the money could go to 
some other suburban community like Lexington or 
Wellesley, and will not be used lor the purpose that 
Mr. Hewis intends it to be used. 

Many' people may object because I stated that Mr. 
Hewis is living to scuttle the new high school. I ad- 
mit that his petition is only trying to return the State 
funds. But Mr. Hewis admitted that he did not want 
a new high school: when asked if we were going to 
have a new high school he replied, "Not il I can 
help it!" I ask as a student and a citizen ol Winches- 
tei that the adults— the voters— of W inchester are not 
confused by Mr. llcwis's misinformation. Me do need 
a new high school. The students cannot vote— they 
cannot decide whcthci or not we should have a new 
’school. Il will lie up to the voters to insure that we 
I ill Id 1 this educational need. 1 can only luge the voi- 
ds to realize their responsibility and support the new 
high school.

Chairman Doucette opened the 
speaking by telling the gathering 
that "If Joe Derro does a fraction 
as much for your association as 
he has done for the Town of 
Winchester, you can truly look 
forward to an outstanding year."

“DEMOCRACY AND THE 
STUDENT LEFT” 


hjf George F. Kennan 

When George F. Kerinan, our highly skilled diplo- 
mat and historian, gave a talk at Swart It more Col- 
lege at the dedication of its new library, lie saved a 
few words, which by now have probably been heard 
around the world, and which, when printed in the 
New York Times Magazine for January 21, 1968. 
drew an unprecedented response from students and 
teachers in various parts of the country. 

He took to task the student activist anti the student 
who has become a hippie. What strikes him about 
the former “is the extraordinary degree ol' certainty 
by which it is inspired: certainty of one's own recti- 
tude, cert, iti of the accuracy and profundity of one’s 
own ant.j .x ..f the problems of contemporary soci- 
ety . . . ." iu'.; and about the hippies, his feeling 
for these people “is one of pity, not uttmixed, in some 
instances, with horror.” 

Both g.nups. to Konnnn, pose a problem in the 
qunlity of their citizenship. Both have "a complete 
rejection o . r. indifference to, the political sy.-tem 
of this country. ’ The hippies are escapists, and the 
activists demonstrate, and at times violently. 

Because of the noise, violence and lawlessness of 
the student left anil their allies, Kennan was led to 
say that there is "a serious doubt whether civil dis- 
obedience has any place in a democratic society . . . 
Some people, who accept our political system, believe 
they have a right to disregard it and to violate the 
laws that have flowed from it so long as they aro 
prepared, as a matter of conscience, to accept the 
penalties established for such behavior.” 

Criticizing their activities and behavior as he does, 
he also says that they are "acting, however wisely or 
unwisely, out of sincerity and idealism, out of the 
unwillingness to accept a meaningless life and a 
purposeless society.” 

Numbers of letters poured into the Times in re- 
sponse to the printed article, very many of them 
keenly critical. One M.l.T. student wrote, “He also, 
presents the ideal of a scholar’s disciplined study, 
pointing out that the issues of the day are so complex 
that one could easily devote years of detached study 
to them before presenting one's views . . . How 
long did it take the Nazis to murder six million 
Jews?” 


Another student from Brooklyn takes Kennan to 
task for accusing activists of being grossly anti- 
intellectual and notes that “many studies have shown 
that student activists have more distinguished aca- 
demic records than their quiescent colleagues.” 

One professor from Brandeis writes, “The evidence 
is never in, Mr. Kennan. Five years ago he would 
never have publicly advised Martin Luther King to 
restrict his efforts to persuading Alabama to vote 
his freedom, nor ask the Carolina Negro college stu- 
dents to leave the lunch counters and return to their 
campuses for well-argued, heavily footnoted debates.” 


W. H. Auden, the poet, confesses that Mr. Kennan 
alarms him considerably when he suggests that civil 
disobedience can never he justified. Martin Duber- 
man, professor of history at Princeton University, 
calls Kennan’s articles “appalling” with barely a 
sentence free from false accusation and a gross mis- 
representation of the radical left on the campus. 

Rev. Dr. Norman Thomas of Albany says that Ken- 
nan fails to see the realities of the situation of twen- 
tieth century university life, and asks an interesting 
question, “Is it not true that men usually lose their 
liberties legally?” 

Professor Ackerman at Harvard writes "It is by 
no means proven that the activists on one hand and 
the hipipes on the other will become less valuable cit- 
izens than my contemporaries who swallowed gold- 
fish and started panty-raids.” 

Almost all the letter writers take issue with Mr. 
Kennan on the matter of civil disobedience and some 
show that he has not understood the purpose of it. 

Mr. Kennan replies with a series of observations 
on the letter-writers and the letters, which is "‘the 
lack of humor and of any joie de vivre . . . The 
politics, like what one suspects to be the love life of 
many of these young people, is tense, anxious, defiant 
and joyless” and berates them for their lack of abil- 
ity to see and enjoy the element of absurdity in hu- 
man, behavior. 

One feels at times that Kennan adopts a rather 
lofty tone in dealing with the student life. That pir- 
<haps a man who writes “The benefit of doubt should 
lie, therefore, with the forces of order, not with the 
world-improvers” ignores the fact that the old order 
changeth, yielding place to the new. 

Kennan in trying to understand the student left 
has omitted at least three vital matters: the Credibil- 
ity Gap, Eugene McCarthy, and the lack of declara- 
tion of war for Vietnam. He does, in the final stages, 
reveal his thoughts on pollution, advertising, the au- 
tomobile, the Negro, and education for the student. 
And he has more thoughts that he won’t tell us about.

At this addross Officer Jackson 
found 19-year-old Jackson College 
student Martha Harden of Hono- 
lulu, Hawaii, who had run there 
for help after escaping from a 
man who had abducted her from 
the Medford College campus, 
threatened her with death, and 
forced her compliance in sexual 
acts in a wooded area just off 
Fox Hunt Lane. 

The victim recounted a story to 
the officer which began as she 
was accosted by the man at (5:30 
a.m. when she waited for a bus 
with luggage on campus. The as- 
sailant had cajoled her and with 
false identifications tricked her 
into accepting a ride; had tied her 
hands behind her back; and had 
held a screw driver to her neck 
and threatened her while driving 
her to the secluded Winchester 
area at the edge of the golf 
course. 

At the moment she escaped from 
him, he had returned to his car 
and driven off at a high speed, 
leaving no clues but the young 
woman’s description of him and of 
his car. She had not been able 
to obtain his registration. 

Officer Jackson was assisted in 
the case throughout by other offi- 
cers on the local force. He follow- 
ed through on every avenue of 
investigation, which included co- 
operation with the Tufts campus 
police, the Medford, Somerville 
and Cambridge Police, the Regis- 
try of Motor Vehicles and the 
Medford Post Office. 

He eventually tracked down 
his man, who had moved three 
times within, the past few months, 
and together with a Cambridge 
detective, apprehended him where 
he lived with his wife and baby 
daughter in a Medford apartment. 

Once apprehended, the 23-year- 
old assailant was proved to be a 
man sought for a large number of 
area crimes, many similarly 
oriented, and including three of 
kidnapping. He was charged in 
Cambridge Superior Court on 22 
counts, found guilty, and is pres- 
ently serving in Walpole Prison. 

Officer Jackson, who lives here 
on Irving Street was awarded a 
large inscribed plaque and a hand- 
fashioned, signed scroll. His wife, 
Margaret, was presented with a 
bouquet of red roses. 

The officer, a native of New- 
burg, New York (where his broth- 
er is Chief of Police) was grad- 
uated from the High School there 
and served four years in the Navy 
in the Pacific arena. He had beea 
a chemical plant supervisor in, 
Reading before his appointment 
here which became official in May 
of 1965. 

The event was a highlight of a 
lively musical evening which 
featured the sons of Frank 
(“Crazy Guggenheim”) Fontaine 


of Highland Avenue, hilled as the 
“Youth Parade,” plus other musi- 
cal and comedy acts.

(Citizens For Mew High School 
With Pertinent Answers 


Editor of the Star: 

We firmly believe that Winches- 
ter needs a new high school now. 
When we learned that the Novem- 
ber 14 Town Meeting; would be ask- 
ed to rescind its vote of February 
2*5. 1 9(58, we felt that the towns- 
people should be correctly informed 
concerning; three basic issues. To 
clarify these issues, we questioned 
the Permanent Building Committee 
as follows: 

(1) Will the new high school 
cost substantially more than the 
$10,070,000 appropriated at the 
Special Town Meeting on February 
20 7 Answer: “The original esti- 
mate of $10,070,000 has not been 
changed and we believe that the 
estimate is as accurate now as 
when originally made.” 

(2) What will be the effect of 
the new high school on the new 
tax rate? 

Answer: “The average effect of 
the project on the tax rate over a 20 
year period, based on the new as- 
sessments, is estimated at $2.81 
per $1,000 valuation. On the old 
basis, the effect was estimated at 
$5.53 per $1,000 valuation.” 

(3) If this project were to be 
stopped by Town Meeting action, 
how much money has been expend- 
ed and/or committed? 

Answer: Money expended and 
committed to date would come to 
approximately $1,100,000. Of this 
amount, approximately $300,000 
has been committed and spent on 
preparation of final plans for the 
building and for boring surveys 
on the building site. If the work 
were to be stopped, an additional 
$200,000 would be required to com- 
plete the playfields area. 

Also, we feel that there are at 
least two additional areas for con- 
sideration. If the Town Meeting 
reverses its decision of February 
2(1, it is possible that there would 
be a large increase in the 1969 tax 
rate in order to pay monies ex- 
pended or committed during 1968. 

Finally, it was reported in the 
Star that the Town Meeting high 
bmoe azayecoi 
school article presented by a local 
citizen was for the purpose of 
waiving State Building Assistance 
so that the City of Boston could 
be helped. These funds are ear- 
marked for a specific project and 
cannot be diverted to any other 
project by action of the Town Meet- 
ing. State funds are not received 
by a municipality until the comple- 
tion of construction. They are then 
paid to the municipality in equal 
installments over a 20 year period.

Selectmen Act 
On Grove Street, 
Thornton Road 
Traffic Hazards 


Tho Board of Selectmen met 
Tuesday night to initiate correc- 
tive measures relative to the traf- 
fic hazards on Thornton Road and 
Grove Street. 

By its vote Thornton Road will 
become a one-way street going 
from west to its east (or Cam- 
bridge Street) end. 

This is a trial procedure de- 
signed to lessen the use of the road 
as a by-pass for the Wildwood- 
Cambridge Street lights. 

Tho Board also voted to make 
formal recommendations to the 
Police and Highway Departments, 
for better control on Grove Street. 

This action was taken after a 
hearing in which Robert P. Big- 
elow of 39 Grove Street appeared 
to request something more he done 
about the hazardous driving. 

Mr. Bigelow, reiterating that the 
Police “have certainly been doing 
their very best,” reminded that 
there have been six accidents in 
the past year in the urea of prime 
concern — that between 39 and 43 
Grove Street. 

“Throe have made total wrecks 
of the autos involved. There have 
been hospitalizations in each in- 
stance . . . my own wall has 
been knocked over twice.” 

He suggested as remedies re- 
flectors, signs indicating a curve, 
improved lighting conditions. He 
declared he felt the banking was 
angled wrong and that of those 
persons driving at reasonable 
speeds more than 50' < drive with 
their inside wheels on the wrong 
side of the white line. 

Safety Officer Roland Roy cor- 
roborated much of Mr. Bigelow’s 
presentation and added that there 
have been 43 citations made in 
the area since the first of the year. 

Looks Ahead 

In addition Tuesday night the 
Board had on its agenda a review 
of the warrant articles and those 
on which it would take firm posi- 
tions. 
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The warrant remains the same, 
opening with Article 1 asking 
purchase of the Swan property on 
Fletcher Street; Article 2 for an 
appropriation to buy land ad- 
jacent to Leonard Field; Article 3 
for money for the Town Hall 
boiler. 

In a preview of Article 4, at 
Tuesday night’s Selectmen’s meet- 
ing, Chairman Dr. Warren Tay- 
lor of the Board of Health in- 
dicated that his group will go 
firmly for pigeon control, but that 
subsequent to and partly because 
of their turn-down by the Finance 
Committee, they may broaden 
their presentation to include 
methods of control other than 
the anti-roosting device first re- 
quested. 

Article 5 is for additional ap- 
propriations for the major water 
pipe cleaning and construction 
program. 

Articles 6, 7, 8 and 9 arc the 
so-called Moss articles which have 
been inserted by Jack and Sarah 
Moss of Belmont and co-petition- 
ers and relate to re-zoning of 
lands nit tho north end of Cam- 
bridge Street to allow a high- 
rise apartment complex. 

Two hearings on this issue have 
already been held. The first in 
June, attended by many area real 
estate persons, brought out more 
support than opposition to the 
plan. The second in September 
was marked by strong citizen op- 
position. 

Mr. Moss and his Carriage Hill 
Associates have conducted a town- 
wide campaign for acceptance of 
his plan including a polling of res- 
idents. A wide mailing last week 
sent into homes the results of this 
poll and emphasized the conten- 
tion of the apartment proponents 
that it would bring about “$848,- 
000 worth of new revenue annu- 
ally by 1975.” 

Planning Board Report 

Citizen opponents have signifi- 
cantly challenged this tax benefit 
assumption at different times, and 
this week for the first time the 
Planning Board has published for 
Town Meeting members a six-page 
report on the articles, and relative 
to tho tax base it “finds great dif- 


ficulty in firmly appraising the po- 
tential effect of the proposed de- 
velopment on the tax base.” 

Tho report goes on to list sev- 
eral specific matters “overlooked” 
in the pro-Moss calculations which 
would cut down on the tax reve- 
nue. They include fire and police 
protection, assessments for Coun- 
ty and MDC services, and water 
and sewer services. They note that 
if the development places more 
emphasis on units of three bed- 
rooms, the educational costs could 
rise substantially. 

The Planning Board also em- 
phasizes the fact that on Article 6 
“There aro presently 39 areas of 
three or more acres within the 
town (not 10 acres as indicated in 
the Star hist week) that would 
automatically be susceptible to 
(apartment) development” if Ar- 
ticle 6 is given the go-ahead. 

The report reminds of the lack 
of controls and regulations the 
Town would have in this or sim- 
ilar cases. 

Selectmen Opposed 

The Selectmen are concerned 
with the many town-wide prob- 
lems which a yes vote on the 
apartment rezoning would initiate 
and are expected to take a stand 
firmly against the Moss articles. 

The Committee on Names will 
report on its Tufts Road School 
recommendations in Article 10. 
The Park Commission asks for 
more work in the Mill Fond in 1 1 ; 
the Personnel Board has submit- 
ted 12 for an extension of Work- 
ingmen’s Compensation. 

Article 13, asks for a sidewalk 
on a section of Johnson Road; Ar- 
ticle 14 for the purchase of High- 
land Avenue land. 

Article 15, sponsored by Mrs. 
Carlene Samoiloff is to reverse an 
earlier Town decision to remove 
tin- Cutting House and includes 
asking a proposition for its use for 
children. Articles 16 and 17 are 
the Arthur Howis-sponsored ar- 
ticles asking respectively to re- 
scind the February, 1968, new 
high school building vote and to 
review the recent property tax 
appraisals and assessments. These 
three articles are citizen petition- 
ed as is also that for the Johnson 
Road sidewalk. 


Woman Burned Escaping Fire 
In Her Lorena Road Home 


Mrs. J. Waldo Bond. 82. is at 
hands and arms. She narrowly mi 
when she escaped unaided limn 
ported good anil improving. 

Fire Chief Frank Amico said 
Tuesday that he is still unable 
to estimate damage to the home 
in which fire burned a large hole, 
about six by 10 feet, through the 
center of the living room floor, 
burning through rugs, flooring 
and studs down to the exposed 
wire laths in the besenient. 

Pieces of the sofa, totally 
destroyed, had fallen through the 
floor opening into the basement 
below. Investigation as to the 
cause of the fire is continuing. 

The Bond home is on the south 
side of Lorena Road located on an 
incline below the road leve 1 . Mrs. 
Bond, asleep in one of the two 
bedrooms to the rear of the home, 
awoke to smell smoke. On rising 
she appears to have found the 
whole house filled with heavy 
smoke. To exit she chose to make 
her way up a hall through the 
living room. The drop from her 
bedroom window was about 12 
feet. 

"It is a miracle that she got 
out alive,” said one Firefighter, 
who stated that when the firemen 
entered, the center of the room 
was just one gaping bed of hot 
coals. Hand marks were found 
along the wall, and they have 
presumed that Mrs. Bond made 
her way along the floor which was 
secure for only about 20 inches 
out from the wall before the 
gaping hole to the basement open- 
ed. 

Mrs. Bond went across the 
street to the home of Board of 
Assessors’ Chairman Windsor 
Carpenter, who immediately call- 
ed the Fire Department. Box 261 
was rung from the station at 1:11

Based on the national studies, 
! for the male population of Middle- 
sex County to tret down to what is 
called desirable weight, they would 
have to take off some 969 tons. 

Today's average man is found to 
he five feet nine inches tall and to 
weigh 1(12 pounds. This i about five 
pounds more than his father weigh- 
ed at tlie same age. 

The women in the area would al- 
j so have to do some trimming down 
j to reach the recommended levels. 

The figures show that the aver- 
age American woman has grown 
two-thirds of an inch in height and 
has gained more than four pounds 
in the past 20 years. 

She now stands slightly more 
than five feet three inches tall and 
tips the beam at nearly 135 pounds. 

Compared to the weight levels 
that were prevalent 20 years ago.

Editor of the Star: 

In a recent issue of the High 
School "Red and Black," there ap- 
peared a letter to the editor written 
by a student in the junior closs. 
which in several ways cut down, 
and criticized the student Drop-In 
Center, instituted last February. 

It said among other things, 
“Lately many people have asked 
‘What happened to the Drop-In 
Center?’ These people refuse to ac- 
cept the fact that such a noble un- 
dertaking. . . has flopped . . . Drop-In 
Centers are doomed regardless of 
who starts them. The founders of 
ours should have forseen this — then 
maybe they would not have started 
one at all . . . ” 

It called the Center idea “the 
result of excited and confident plan- 
ning,” and. asking how the stu- 
dents could possibly raise about 
$7,000 a year, knocked its effort at 
canvassing and benefit barbecues, 
etc. as "begging.” 

“Another major and universal 
Drop-In Center problem is partici- 
pation." the letter said. “It be- 
comes extremely hard to find people 
to drop in... Maybe it would be 
better to gracefully disolve the 
Drop-In Center now. rather than 
letting it die a slow and painful 
death.” 

Since this negative attitude has 
had such wide circulation. I think 
I would like to answer some of the 
points made. 

I feel that by running activities 
we who are trying to make a go of 
the Center are not "begging" for 
money but we are earning it in an 
honest way. How else are we sup- 
posed to raise the monthly operat- 
ing expenses? 

I don't feel that going door-to- 
door to sell tickets is begging, as 
this person puts it. Many people do 
have the heart to say “no!” or “No.

The writer goes on to say that 
he is not about to pay $5.00 mem- 
bership dues for a period of three 
and a half months. He neglects to 
realize that the student directors 
have thought this over and compro- 
mised at a rate of $4.00 until Feb- 
ruary 14. 1009. He also neglects to 
realize that this is about 29c a 
week or 4c a day.

growing America. Each of these 
committees has unanimously re- 
commended to the Town that the 
problem can be resolved only by 
construction of a new high school 
building. None of these committees 
has recommended an addition to the 
present building.” 

For the sake of argument, let’s 
consider just what the financial and 
educational implications of adding 
to the present high school would be. 

One of the alternatives explored 
by the 1965 Permanent Building 
Committee was to remodel and en- 
large the present high school and 
i construct a new junior high school. 
The Committee’s figures indicated 
that the total cost of additions 
would approximate two thirds of 
the cost of a new building. When 
the cost of a new junior high school 
was added in. the total costs would 
[actually exceed the cost of a new 
■ high school. We believe that this 
same cost relationship would be 
| true in 1968. If, in addition, there 
I is Liken into account the approxi- 
[mately $1,100,000 spent so far on 
(the new high school, the discrepan- 
cy would be even greater. 

To this must also be added the 
increases in cost which would re- 
sult from the minimum delay of 
| two years which would be required 
| to first obtain agreement to pro- 
ceed with the project and then to 
carry out its design. Construction 
I costs would probably increase 20' i 
over that two year period. More 
. important than the comparable fi- 
nancial estimates is the fact that 
the people of Wineheser would be 
, left with a second-rate facility in 
1 their senior high school. The archi- 
tectural consultants have advised 
the Permanent Building Committee 
I that the present high school is an 
inflexible structure and cannot be 
resubdivided to any substantial ex- 
tent. “Therefore the present struc- 
ture does not lend itself to rear- 
rangement in keeping with current 
educational thinking, or subsequent 
change to keep pace with future 
educational programs.” In addition, 
there would be inadequate space 
for administration and guidance of- 
fices required to serve the needs of 
students. 

The only practical answer for 
both the taxpayer and the present 
and future students of this town is 
a new high school.

Editor of the Star: 

The Winchester Teachers' As- 
sociation is deeply concerned by the 
attempt to rescind the action of 
Town Meeting of February 1968.

The key to 
Winchester’s Public School space 
problem, from kindergarten to 
grade twelve, lies in the construc- 
tion of this school in the very, very 
near future. Without it, the jugg-

educational jam. 

It is obvious to those of us who 
attempt to educate the youth of 
Winchester that they suffer in 
varying degrees from over-populat- 
ed classes and inflexible scheduling.

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What Happens If? 

Editor of the Star: 

Tho Town Mooting which starts 
totiight will consider, once again, 
whether the Town needs additional 
hir'h school space. As i obvious 
to everyone, the problem arose be- 
cause families are larger, because 
large families have moved into big 
■ dil houses, ami because new houses 
have been built. 

The problem has been with us 
since the end of World War II. At 
least four committees have sub- 
mitted plans to solve it. The high 
school was turned into a junior 
high school, the junior high school 
into a senior high school, the new 
junior high school was built, and 
in February of this year we voted 
to build a new senior high school. 

The pros and cons, the good 
points and the bad points — of doing 
nothing, of building a new school 
between t ho cemetery and Wedge 
Pond: rtf building a school on the 
Ginn Estate: of building a school 
on. tho Wei I field; • of closing Main 
Street and putting a building in 
between; of rebuilding the Wad- 
leigh School: of building on the 
Pond Estate; on the West Side 
Playground: on Turkey Ridge — of 
building here or building there — 
of adding to this building — or that 
one — all these have been debated 
by committees charged with the 
responsibility for educational space 
planning: and by innumerable 

Town Meetings. 

In October 1967 there were 2,217 
students in Grades 7-12. in Febru- 
ary P.lfiS we finally voted to build 
a new high school. This October 
there were 2,321 students in those 
six grades: 7 more in Senior High, 
110 more in Junior High — in one 
year! 

Winchester has always been 
known for its school system. That 
is why I, like many others, came 
to Winchester. A good public school 
system helps the value of our pro- 
perty (and makes it more saleable). 
It sets the cultural tone of the 
community and insures that what- 
ever our interests we will find peo- 
ple with similar interests. It is 
democratic. 

If we do not have a good public 
school system, what happens? 
Those who can afford it send their 
children to private school, those 
who can’t, send theirs to public 
school; and the town becomes di- 


vided between the haves and have 
nets. This leads to big, exclusive 
houses for the rich, and small and 
perhaps poorly maintained tene- 
ments for the not so rich. There is 
no incentive for projerts of mutual 
interest to the whole town: hand 
concerts, art, Fit-lle League, Drop- \ 
jin Center. 

The cost of education in Win- 
chester is tremendous. The pressure ' 
on the tax rate has been almost , 
intolerable. But the facts show that 
we spend less of our tax dollar for 
education than do most suburban 
communities in Massachusetts. And 
[over HO'/; of Winchester’s school 
taxes go for salaries, 
j Business has found that people 
work better when they have enough 
I room to move around and to con- 
centrate on work and not on the 
surroundings. The present high 
school is tremendously overcrowd- 
ed, and will get worse. Unless we 
build a new one, the teachers can- 
not do the job for which we are 
paying them, this year, over half a 
million dollars. 

A quarter century ago tho great- 
est statesman of our time, in an 
appeal to the American people, 
said, “Give us the tools and we will 
[finish the job.” The children and 
I t eachers of Winchester make the 
same appeal today.

So. the Greater 
Boston Chapter Massachusetts 
Heart Association advises those 
fathers to toss the football back 
to tho youngsters and make their 
first goal a medical checkup. A 
medical evaluation is in order for 
all individuals who have been 
gambling with the risk factors in 
their personal habits. 

The Heart Association recom- 
mends adopting a program design- 
ed to reduce risk of heart attack. 
This includes: 

1. Changes in eating habits. The 
aim is to furnish adequate nutri- 
tion, keep weight at desirable levels 
and regulate the intake of choles- 
terol and saturated fats. Scientists 
assert there is now strong evidence 
this may prevent or delay heart 
disease. 

2. An end to cigarette smoking. 
The heavy smoker may be 15 years 
older than his chronological age. 
according to the Framingham 
Heart Study conducted by the U.S. 
Public Health Service. 

3. A program of moderate regu- 
lar exercise. Habitual lack of physi- 
cal activity increases the risk of 
having a fatal heart attack. 

4. Regular medical checkups.

Chief Derro 
Issues E arning 
For Motorists 

The Thanksgiving season is both 
predictable and unpredictable, ac- 
cording to Chief of Police Joseph 
J. Derro. 

“The predictable part.” he ex- 
plained. “is the upswing in traffic 
on our highways. The unpredictable 
is the weather. Our department can 
help keep traffic flowing smoothly. 
Only ear owners themselves can 
keep cars moving if a Thanksgiving 
storm hits this year.” 

Chief Derro reminded motorists 
that an early winter storm caught 
many drivers unprepared last year. 

Whether or not you’re able to 
move when roads are glazed over 
depends on tires anti traction equip- 
ment, he commented. And now’s 
the time to give them special at- 
tention. 

Any tires used in winter should 
have good treads: but Chief Derro 
also reminds motorists that the In- 
ternational Association of Chiefs 
of Police offers other recommenda- 
tions to avoid tieups, based on test 
reports released by the National 
Safety Council. 

Snow tires are better than ordi- 
nary tires, particularly in pulling 

Studded snow tires are still bet- 
through deep, loose snow, 
ter. These new tires provide con- 
siderably greater pulling ability on 
ice. 

Reinforced tire chains are “the 
old reliables” for severe snow and 
ice, the chief concluded. They pro- 
vide the best available pulling 
power through deep snow and on 
glare ice.

ments. Then the child is put on ! 
the floor to let him try to follow 
| the stimulations he has just receiv- 
ed. Once he creeps and crawls in 
the proper manner, many hours of 
practice are prescribed. This is to 
make these motions fully auto- 
matic. The intent of the booklet 
of games is to add interest and ex- | 
citement to these exercises. The I 
games in the booklet are suitable 
for children up to about 10 years [ 
of age. Most of the some 300 
patients in this area are within J 
this age, although many are teen- [ 
agers or adults.

Warns State Police 

Commissioner of Public Safety 
T.eo L. Laughlin today alerted 
motorists to be prepared for sud- 
den, early winter storms, that 
strike without warning during the 
month of November. 

Commissioner Laaghlin remind- 
ed motorists that a freak snow- 
storm all but paralyzed traffic in 
mid-November last year, because 
many motorists were not prepared 
for driving in cold, snowy weather. 

Laughlin advised all Massachu- 
setts’ drivers to prepare for the 
unexpected now, instead of wait- 
ing- until the day after a major 
traffic tie-up resulting from an 
early winter storm. 

He stated that motorists should 
ensure that their vehicles are 
equipped with snow tires, or have 
chains in the trunk. They should 
also check their batteries and cool- 
ing systems and be equipped with 
Hares or some type of illuminating 
warning devise in the event that 
the vehicle breaks down on a dimly- 
lit road. 

The Commissioner asked the co- 
operation of the motoring public 
to follow these suggestions, and en- 
sure a free-flow of traffic during 
the winter months.

Firearms To Start 


Registration for Firearm ID 
cards will start at the Police De- 
partment this Saturday to aid 
citizens to comply with the 
new State firearms law. 

Due to the large number ot" 
applicants expected. Chief of 
Police Joseph J. Derru is urging 
owners of guns to come to Police 
Headquarters if possible on Satur- 
days between 8 a.m. and noon. 

The Department will start reg- 
istering November 23. It will also 
have the extra peraonhel on hand 
properly to take care of appli- 
cants this week Monday ami 
Wednesday evenings between 6:30 
and 9:30. 

In answer to questions about 
the new law, Chief Derro is today 
releasing a list of specifics. 

••This new law in no way pre- 
vents thir law-abiding citizen 
from owning a gun or enjoying 
shooting sports,” says the Chief. 
••In many respects, it protects the 
owners of guns and it will help 
to keep guns, out of the hands of 
improper persons. 


“The purpose of this law. which 
was supported by a great many 
sporting organizations, was to 
reduce the ever increasing number 
of deaths by firearms in our 
State. Owners of guns should 
familiarize themselves with the 
following condensed points of the 
law:” 

Firearms Identification Cards 

After January 1, 1969, you must 
have a Firearms Identification 
Card to own any gun (including 
rifles, shotguns and handguns); 
to purchase a rifle or shotgun; or 
to purchase ammunition. 

You may obtain a firearms ID 
Card from your local police de- 
partment starting November 23, 
1968. It costs $2 and is good for 
live years. Any Massachusetts 
resident who is over 21 years of 
age may apply but those under 
18 but over 15 must have the 
written permission of their par- 
ents or guardians. (See handgun 
licensing requirements below.)

Two Session Meeting Spends $28,500; 

Buys Swan Land And Pigeon Control; 

Rejects Cutting House, Sidewalk 

1 lie Monday night second session of the Special Town Meeting voted 175 to 1 to turn down the Arthur Hcwis-sponsorcd, citi/cn-peti- 
tioned bid to rescind last year's vote on the new high school on which one million dollars lias already been expended. A packed house 
and many radio listeners heard a multiple hoard attack on the “irresponsible” suggestion. It gave a standing ovation to the WHS student 
council president's eloquent plea for a "no" vote. 

Before the Meeting and since Mr. Hcwis lias indicated he would bring the high school question before the Town for a petition 
vote. It is reported that lie lias taken out referendum papers so as to he able to do this. But at noon yesterday no move had been made 
and observers felt there to be some chance the town-wide vote would not be called. 

Monday's Meeting also dealt with the group-requested article asking apartment re-/otiing so as to accommodate an apartment com- 
plex at the northwestern end of Cambridge Street. It heard sharp criticism ol the tax procedures under Article 17. and a report ol Modera- 
tor Harrison Chadwick, a State Legislator, on the progress of efforts to aid older owners in getting property tax abatements. 

Ihe first Meeting session a week ago tonight officially named the temporarily called "Tufts Road Elementary School" to he the 
“Francis |. Muraco School,” after the young Marine Corporal who last year gave his life foi his country in Vietnam. It bought a pigeon 
control program and the Fletcher Street land ol die Swan family. Ii turned clown two citizen-petitioned requests— that for a Town-con- 
structed sidewalk to run along the north side ol upper Johnson Road in the vicinity ol Aristotle Drive, and that to keep the 18th century 
Cutting House known as the "gingerbread" house, where it stands beside the Library.

Special Town Meeting opened at 
8, ended at 11:30, and dealt 
smoothly with nine articles.

ting House presentations. 

The Reverend J. Allen Broyles, 
who has recently succeeded the 
Reverend H. Newton Clay as pas- 
tor of the Crawford Memorial 
Church, gave the invocation and 
was welcomed to the community 
by Moderator Harrison Chadwick. 

Selectmen's Chairman Charles 
Doucette made the first presenta- 
tion on Article 1, the motion ask- 
ing that Board be authorized to 
purchase for $16,750 the burnt- 
out Swan house and 17,080 feet of 
land at 54-56 Fletcher Street. 

Mr. Doucette said the acquisi- 
tion would provide needed access 
to the Wyman School and lands 
which would allow State building 
assistance monies if that school 
were to be enlarged. He expressed 
thanks to owner Ralph Swan for 
his patience anod cooperation in 
awaiting the decision of the Town 
Meating. 

Chairman Ormond Hessler of 
the Finance Committee stated its 
request for a favorable vote. The 
first challenge, however, came 
from that group’s former chair- 
man, Richard Dexter, who criti- 
cized the lack of an overall plan 
for the elementary schools and 
thought the purchase “out of con- 
text.” 

Planning Board Chairman Wil- 
liam Chapman agreed that the 
Town was on the horns of a di- 
lemma on this issue, but noted 
the importance of the land for 
hack access to Wyman and empha- 
sized that it is in the Wyman and 
Noonan areas that the largest 
pupil-space problems exist. 

He was backed up by Earle Lit- 
tleton, chairman of the Elemen- 
tary School Building Committee, 
who told of the potential impor- 
tance of the land for State assis- 
tance; reminded of the Town pol- 
icy to acquire available land near 
schools whenever possible; and re- 
marked the minimum cost of this 
parcel. He also told of plans to 
use the land for play areas, ac- 
cess and parking should the Town 
not need it for building additions.

Walkway and Boiler 

In quick succession the Meet- 
ing next gave its o.k. for the> ex- 
penditure of $2,500 for the pur- 
chase of a small piece of land near 
Leonard Field to be used as a 
walkway by Tufts Road School 
children and for $9,000 for the 
second Town. Hull boiler. 

Pigeon Control 

Dr. Warren J. Taylor, chair- 
man, came to the podium next to 
present the full report of the 
Board of Health on the need for 
pigeon control. 

“The Board has gone on record 
as declaring that the nesting of 
pigeons under the bridges in Wiiv 
Chester constitute a health nui- 
sance and a potential health men- 
ace,” he said. And he next review- 
ed national health records indi- 
cating that since 1954 it has been 
recognized that pigeons carry 
various viruses and fungus or- 
ganisms which can be lethal to 
man — running from asthma due 
to inhaling pigeon dandruff or 
dried excreta to “cryptococcosis, 
a disease which causes pulmonary 
disorders and also causes a form 
of meningitis which, even when 
treated with a drug called Ampho- 
tericin B, carries a 30'> fatality 
rate.” 

Noting the unsuccessful history 
here and elsewhere of shooting 
and trapping the birds, he spoke 
of sticky, mechanical and netting 
repellents of scare devices and of 
poisons. 

“The use of nylon netting has 
been estimated at $5,000. Much 
of the work could he done by Town 
personnel, and this seemed most 
practical to us (of nettings) ;” he 
said. 

On scare devices: “This in- 
volves placing imitations of nat- 
ural enemies of pigeons, such as 
owls, snakes, my wife, etc., in 
their nesting areas, the use of 
noisemakers (all of which have 
proved ineffective) ... In fact, 
the pigeons will often nest on the 
noisemakers or the ultrasound 
machines.

A large spectator crowd includ- 
ing a near-full balcony of High 
School students came out in the 
rain Monday night for the second 
session of the Town Meeting. 
They clapped impatiently before 
the session, which was called for 
7:45, but opened by prayer at 8:04 
p.m. by the Reverend Bernard M. 
Hoy of St. Mary’s Church. 

Scheduled first was Article 16, 
initiated by Arthur Hewis to “res- 
cind” the vote of the February 26 
Town Meeting which authorized 
the plans and bond issue to pay 
for a new senior high school on 
the Shore Road site. 

“I have been handed a piece of 
paper which purports to be a mo- 
tion,” said Mr. Chadwick, noting 
that the motion was not in order 
until sponsored by a Town Meet- 
ing Member. 

Mr. Hewis jumped to his feet to 
claim authorship. Herbert Lord 
rose immediately to say, “You can 
put my name on that.” 

Mr. Chadwick then read the mo- 
tion, detailing the request that the 
$10,070,000 planned school build- 
ing and playing fields be negated. 

The Moderator next called on 
Mr. Lord as first speaker for the 
motion. 

“It never ought to have been 
started in the first place,” said 
Mr. Lord, who began with the 
plea that we can’t afford it and 
that we “started off with a little 
red school house and are now back 
to one at the Mystic School.” He 
said that one thing that can be 
done about the taxes is to “stop 
that 10 million dollar high school.” 
He attacked the Meeting mem- 
bers as successes in their own 
fields hut said, “the minute you 
hit the Town Meeting floor you 
are the most stupid bunch of so 
and so’s.” 

Mr. Hewis States Case 

In his original presentation of 
his article before the Selectmen 
Mr. Hewis emphasized that his 
objective was to answer his cri- 
tics on the METCO issue by re- 
turning the four million dollar 
State building assistance money 
to be used by the underprivileged 
in Boston. He opened Monday by 
reminding that he could have 
brought a referendum in Febru- 
ary, but that he abided by the 


Town Meeting at that time. 
“Things have changed, he said 
and appeared to be starting an 
explanation of his actions tied to 
the racial question when he was 
interrupted by Henry Heitz on a 
point of order. “Let’s talk about 
a high school, not METCO,” said 
Mr. Heitz. The moderator agreed 
with Mr. Heitz.

He clarified in particular 
the three-way cheek on school 
census projections which look to 
1.170 students in 1970; 1.275 in 
1971: 1,300 in 1972 and 1,500 in 
1975. 

“If anything your projected 
school enrollments are probably 
under represented,” Mr. Dolan re- 
ported to be the opinion of a local 
regional planning expert. 

"Serious Need of Space” 

Superintendent Donald A. Kle- 
mer cited an experience in an- 
other community in which delay 
with similar serious overcrowding 
conditions caused severe results in 
the community, including a nose- 
dive in real estate values. "We 
are in serious need of space, we 
are faced with a serious decision,” 
he said. 

He pointed to the overcrowding 
in the junior high and elementary 
schools which would be relieved 
by the new senior high school. 
He substantiated the real threat 
of lack of high school accredita- 
tion. In answer to Mr. Hewis’ 
charge, he noted Belmont high 
school planning to be comparable 
to that here on a per pupil cost 
basis. 

Student is Highlight 

Student Council President 
James Mallon’s presentation was 
a clear highlight of the evening 
and brought the many sophisticat- 
ed and talk-weary members to 
their feet in a spontaneous ova- 
tion. sparked by the heavy ap- 
plause and cheers of his balcony- 
seated schoolmates. 

“Take it from 1,100 concerned 
experts,” he said of the students 
he spoke for as he noted that 
self-interest did not enter into 
their concern because he and his 
co-students would have left WHS 
before the new high school is 
built. He referred to the all-school 
meeting at which the council had 
invited Mr. Hewis and Mr. Dun- 
bar to speak. 

“One of the most alarming 
factors was that the composer of 
the petition showed real lack of 
knowledge. . .True, it is the right 
of every citizen to petition, but 
not a right to petition out of ig- 
norance. In a democracy here in 
the United States, you can’t abuse 
the privileges.” 

' Winchester is in dire need of a 
new high school the sincere young 
man told his rapt audience. “We 
live in a society where knowledge 
literally is exploding. . .some 
would have us believe that mere 
training for employment is neces- 
sary, he said, going on to em- 
phasize that understanding must 
also be acquired plus vision, im- 
agination and courage. 

Mr. Mallon was followed by Dr. 
Robert Mobbs who questioned the 
population statistics on the basis 
ot State Department of Public 
Health figures; Denis Golden who 
thanked Mr. Hewis for the dia- 
logue and Paul DelRossi, co-chair- 
man of the Citizens for a New 
High School, who reminded of the 
long wait for a school and the 
determination of his group to see 
this one completed, also of his 
concern as a businessman on the 
financial implications to the Town 
of delay. 

One Million Already 

Chairman Ormond Hesslermade 
a short, strong statement for the 
Finance Committee noting its con- 
cern about the already expended 
one million dollars. Mr. Doucette 
told the Members he felt their 
vote to be one of the most import- 
ant in their legislative careers; 
Mr. Chapman spoke the concern 
of the Planning Board and handed 
a high compliment to James Mal- 
lon. 

Cries of “question, question” 
had been heard around the room 
for the past 20 minutes but be- 
fore the vote two more speakers 
were heard — Miss Janice Collins, 
a WHS graduate and president of 
the Teachers’ Association told the 
group of the large concern of that 
group, of their discouragement in 
trying properly to teach in the 
overcrowded building designed 
for the 30’s, and that “dedicated 
teachers are not dedicated to the 
community but to the students.” 
And Robert Murphy told the 
Meeting, in answer to Mr. Hewis, 
that there is a no relation what- 


soever between a vote for the Ifl 
million high school and housing 
for the elderly. 

Mr. Chadwick reminded that a 
vote to "rescind” means, "undo, 
take away,” not reconsider.” \ 
very heavy voice vote turned 
down the motion. Mr. Nichols ask- 
ed the house he counted and the 
standing tally turned up 17a 
against, four in favor. 

Barring the fact that some 
Members left the auditorium, this 
vote indicated also that 12 mem- 
bers abstained, for 191 were sign- 
ed into the Meeting. 

Article, 17 — Taxes 

After the moderator announced 
he had recieved no motion on 
Article 17 and Mr. Doucette had 
moved indefinite postponement. 
Mr. Hewis. its originator, noted 
that he had not put in a motion 
because the tax bills are out, but 
that he would suggest a motion 
be made to file legislation in the 
interests of abatement for the 
elderly and also for disabled 
veterans. 

At this point the moderator 
spoke from the podium, noting 
his concern as a State legislator, 
to say that in preparing a bill 
“ready, but not filed.” he and 
others had aimed at removing any 
valuation limit whatsoever from 
abatement dictates relating to 
homes owned by older persons. 
He indicated the support in this 
effort of other legislators whose 
towns had also obeyed the dictates 
of the courts and valued property 
at full cash value. 

Mr. Schaefer pointed up the 
hardship on those in other cate- 
gories such as veterans. Mr. 
Chadwick replied that correction 
here needed separate legislation. 

Mr. Tansey On Valuations 

Joseph Tansey. Precinct fi 
chairman who has been a leader 
in that area’s rebellion against 
the 1908 tax procedures, rose at 
this time to explain this group's 
complaint. 

“I would like to stand here on 
record that... the Town is guilty 
of extreme poor planning. . .In 
Precinct 6 we were not protesting 
the 100',' valuation, we were not 
protesting the money allocated fur 
the equalization (job)... we were 
protesting the timing of th 13 
thing.” 

He noted 1908 tax bill increases 
of from $300 to $700 in his area, 
many of which went to retired 
older persons or those with small 
incomes. He felt the Town should 
have held off on. and not imple- 
mented. its findings for at least 
a year to soften the .blow. 

He concluded by stating em- 
phatically that the note included 
with the bills saying that late 
payments could be charged at 0' ; 
interest retroactive October 1, “is 
illegal. It cannot be collected.” 

Re-Zoning Denial 

The four articles designed to 
allow apartment re-zoning so that 
a new complex could be built on a 
95 acre tract on Cambridge Street 
had been before the Town twice 
before at long, well-attended and 
heated hearings. Monday night’s 
presentations were clear and con- 
cise albeit very different in that 
they never got into the apartment 
specifics — designs and sketches — 
which had earlier been presented 
by Jack Moss and his Carriage 
Hill Associates. 

Article 6, to amend the Town’s 
by-laws so as to establish an 
apartment or a “General Resi- 
dence District A zone under “Est- 
ablishment of Districts” was vot- 
ed down 154-10. Articles 7, 8, and 
9 were indefinitely postponed. 

Discussion was opened by Mem- 
ber Richard Murphy who made 
a large point of the fact that the 
Town has already waited three 
and one-half years for the Plan- 
ning Board to create an apart- 
ment zone. 

One of Mr. Chapman’s strong- 
est counter-arguments was to 
agree the Town had waited too 
long but to emphasize the error 
of working with amendments with 
the old “unmanagable” zoning 
law, and also to reiterate that 
the document (Article 0) would 
say that any area having three 
acres or more land could have 
apartments. 

A very telling point appeared to 
be his statement that his Board 
expected to have their new zoning 
laws in their hands “tomorrow 
night.” 

Mr. Murphy on his part had 
asked that "if you feel that the 
Town needs apartments and that 
we have demonstrated that the 
Town will benefit from this and 
the zoning by-law presented here 
... if this makes sense to you. 
then certainly you would like to 
see it passed.” 

Not The Issue 

Mr. Chapman said in return 
that the “issue is not whether the 
Town needs or wants apartments. 
The issue is if the Town is to have 
thorn, it must be (through a docu- 
ment) one can control and man- 
age.” 

At one point the Planning 
Board chairman was backed by 
the moderator in a point of order 
interruption when Mr. Murphy 
used the words “zoning contract” 
and Mr. Chapman objected that 
“contract re-zoning” is not the 
subject of Article G. 

Attorney Arthur Johns gave the 
last presentation nguinst the re- 
zoning us representative of the 
residents of the “Philosophers’ 


Village” (Mr. Murphy’s words) 

area. 

Averring thnt since being re- 
tained he had become "a parti- 
san." he attacked the Moss argu- 
ments in that: 

— "high rise was proposed, not 
"garden" types; 

— tax benefits are emphasized, 
but will those ho real, given the 
police, fire, and water and espe 
cinlly sewage problems and the 
fact that it is impossible to guar- 
antee that young families with 
children will not move in. 

He stated again the main point 
to bo that of lack of controls and 
the fact that a yes vote would 
make changes in all of Winches- 
ter. 

The vote on G and postponement 
on articles 7-9 concluded the meet- 
ing. adjourned, as is customary, 
by Member Jeremiah McCarron.

"If you decide to quit smoking 
and get through the first three 
months, you will probably have it 
made,” states Walter K. Kloss, di- 
rector of the five-day plan to stop 
smoking at New England Memorial 
Hospital, Stonehnm. 

A survey of smokers attending 
the plan indicates that the second 
and third months after breaking 
the habit are most critical l’or wo- 
men, and for men the third and 
fourth week after stopping is the 
most critical period. 

The survey shows that 82' i of 
the women who quit during a Five- 
Day Plan Clinie will go hack to 
cigarettes, while only 27.5' of the 
men will return. 

The smoking survey indicates 
that 49G of the smokers who stop 
ped during the Five-Day Plan are 
still off tobacco. It also points out 
that 81.5CI of those attending, and 
completing the five sessions, stop- 
ped smoking during the five days. 

The five-day plan to stop smok- 
ing is a community service of the 
Health Education Department of 
the Hospital.

Mr. Connelly’s early love* for the theater and Inn vs- 
perience as a playwright. He is perhaps best known 
for his plays in collaboration with George Kaufman 
and his own “hit" of 1928, Grmt I'nstnrrs, which 
won the Pulitzer Prize for drama after having re 
ceived rousing critical accolades. Later itewas made 
into both a movie and a television play, making it a 
minor classic. 

Anyone in the over-30 generation and a. theater 
or literary buff will fondly recall the personalities 
that reigned in New York during the glittering peri- 
od of the 20's. The now legendary Algonquin Round 
Table provbl -<1 the focal point for the gathering o! 
the mo m. hie creative talents of that time. Be- 
side Mi. 1. nelly, there wore Robert K. Sherwood, 
Heywoo , Broun. Franklin P. Adams, Dorothy Parker. 
Mexandc Voolleott, Robert Benehley and Ring La ni- 
ne r. The non mots that were passed around and the 
pranks p rpotrated among them have become a part 
of the h -end. Mr. Connelly has fondly recorded 
dozens of a ■ ctodes in these recollections. 

It took one play which the author saw as a small 
boy, Cyrano ile Bergerac, starring Richard Mansfield 
to realize that he was smitten with the theatrical 
world. Obviously he had the seeds in him but from 
that time on his was a dedication, writing skits at 
five and never stopping. In his words, "What I have 
learned has substantiated my early feeling, that go- 
ing to the theater is like going to an unusual church, 
where the spirit is nourished in mysterious ways, and 
pure magic may occur at any moment.” 

The most fascinating segment of Mr. Connelly's 
memoirs concerns the birth of the idea and develop- 
ment of his most renowned play, “Green Pastures. In 
early 1928 on the suggestion of a friend, be road a 
book called 01 Man Adam an Ills Chiton by Roark 
Bradford. It was primarily a series of tales showing 


A suppertime fire Tuesday 
night at til Church Street drew 
hundreds of local spectators ant* 
brought firefighters from Stone 
ham, Woburn, Medford and Arl- 
ington on a second alarm. It is 
under investigation by State Fire 
Marshal Leo Walsh. 

The first alarm was sounded at 
5:5*5 p.m. when David Bull, a resi- 
dent of *12 Church Street, part of 
the same building, arrived home 
from work and discovered a rear 
room on the first floor of the 
building on fire.

A Stone- 
ham engine and the Medford lad- 
der truck came to the station to 
cover.

Firefighters searched the house 
for a third floor occupant who | 
was reportedly in the building, 1 
but was later discovered to be 
away for the day.

Capt. Michael Connolly was the 
officer in charge. Because of the 
time the alarm was rung in. both 
the night and day crews of fire- 
fighters responded.

Mr. Harrison got 
the part and went on to act it on Broadway for four 
years. 

The wonder and delight of the theater that Mr. 
Connelly has captured in his book he passes on to 
the reader. Robert Berkvist in his New York Times 
review of Voices Offstage very aptly said "He has 
opened the lid of his trunk and spread the contents 
on the attic floor for all to rummage through and it 
is an engaging rummage if you’re the type for whom 
a faded theatrical poster is a magic carpet.”

The Police must issue you a 
Firearms ID Card unless: you 
have been convicted of a felony or 
released from a state or federal 
prison for a felony conviction 
within the past five years; you 
have been confined to a hospital 
or institution for mental illness 
(except where you have a certi- 
ficate of competence); you have 
been convicted of a narcotic 
violation or are a drug addict or 
alcholic (except where you pro- 
duce a certificate of competence 
five years after you have been 
discharged from treatment). 

Y'our card will be automatically 
renewed upon sworn application 
and payment of the fee unless 
you are disqualified for any of 
the reasons listed above. 

If you already have a valid 
license to carry a pistol or revol- 
ver, you need not obtain a fire- 
arms ID card. However, if you 
also own shotguns or rifles, and 
you do not have a license to carry 
firearms, then you must apply for 
an ID card for these firearms.

Violation of this section of the 
law may bring a jail sentence of 
up to two years. 

Denial, Revocation And Appeal 

If you are denied a Firearms ID 
Card or license to carry a firearm, 
or if your ID Card or license to 
carry a firearm is revoked, you 
may appeal to the District Court. 
The Court has the authority to 
determine whether or not the de- 
nial or revocation was for just 
cause. 

If your Firearms ID Card or 
License to carry a firearm is re- 
voked your guns will not be con- 
fiscated. They will be held by the 
police, who will allow you to dis- 
pose of them by sale or transfer 
to anyone holding a valid Fire- 
arms ID Card or license to carry 
a firearm, depending upon the 
type of gun to be transferred. 

A Note To Collectors 

No Firearms ID Card or Li- 
cense to Carry a Firearm is re- 
quired to possess or purchase any 
matchlock, flintlock, percussion 
cap, made prior to 1897, or replica 
thereof, or any other gun made 
before 1898, which uses fixed am- 
munition for which is no longer 
made or available in the United 
States. 

Remember, you must have a 
license to carry a firearm. 

It is not necessary for a gun 
owner to register every firearm 
in his possession, but he may do 
so voluntarily, with the Depart- 
ment of Public Safety on forms 
available from that office.

Transfer Of Guns 

If you sell, trade or give away 
a gun (rifle, shotgun, pistol or 
revolver) you must immediately 
(1) inform the Department of 
Public Safety, (2) your local 
Chief of Police, and (3) the Chief 
of Police of the community in 
which the buyer resides of the 
make, model and serial number of 
the gun (After April 1, 1969, all 
new guns sold in Massachusetts 
will be required to have a serial 
number); the name, address and 

Firearms ID Card number of 

your customer (or the recipient of 
the rifle or shotgun) and your 
own firearms ID card number. 

You must also furnish the 

above information to the Depart- 
ment of Public Safety within 
seven days if you purchase any 
gun from any person not a li- 
censed Massachusetts gun dealer. 

Forms for reporting firearms 

transfers may be obtained front 
the Department of Public Safety. 

Remember, you may not trans- 
fer any rifle or shotgun to any- 
one who does not have either a 
valid Firearms ID Card or a valid 
license to carry a firearm ( hand- 
gun). And remember too, the law 
allows you to transfer, sell, trade, 
or give away, no more than four 
guns a year without a dealer's 
license. 

Violation of this or any other 
part of this law will bring a line 
of up to $500 or a year in jail 
for th,e first offense and $1,000 or 
two years in jail for the second. 
If A Gun Is Lost Or Stolen 
You must by law, notify your 
local police and the Department of 
Public Safety within 14 days if 
your gun is lost or stolen. They 
will help you recover your guns 
if you help them keep track of 
them.

She was followed by the careful 
and informed report of Dr. Leo 
Beranek who stressed it as a 
“rare and valuable example of 
18th century architecture” and de- 
fined it as just the right size pro- 
perly to answer the very great lo- 
cal need for an art drama and 
music center in town. 

Marshall Symmes began to 
catch audience feeling with his re- 
collections of his own family’s 
part in the history of the land.

The chairman recommended to

“The chemical is injurious to 
other birds, hut their habits are 
such that, they do not usually uest 
in proximity to pigeons,” Dr. 
Taylor said. It is not. injurious to 
humans. . 

The cost of perch installation 
on ill five bridges would lie about 
$2,500, It would lost about .$700 
every six months for baiting the. 
perches. 

Either method could be applied 
experimentally on one or two 
bridges, the chairman concluded. 

The meeting voted to approri- 
ate $2,(100 for this motion with- 
out opposition or dissent.

Mrs. Bickley Simpson, a research 
a "-■■opiate at Lesley College and 
former faculty member, spoke at 
the monthly meeting of the Visit- 
ing Nursing Association November 
8 at the Unitarian Church. 

Mrs. John F. Hutzenlaub, vice 
president, presided and Miss M. 
Gloria Pearson, executive director, 
presented her monthly report. 

Mrs. Simpson’s subject was, “The 
Learning Handicapped Child.” 
Most often this child is a hoy with 
average to above average intel- 
ligence who has no severe emotional 
problems and who is having dif- 
ficulty with reading, spelling, and 
possibly math. 

She stressed the importance of 
hearing and vision testing early in 
eaeh school year so this child may 
he identified as soon as possible 
Further testing of motor, language, 
and logic skills is then necessary. 

Mrs. Simpson said Winchester 
is fortunate to be pioneering in 
learning for the handicapped child 
by employing learning disability 
specialists and supporting the 
Music Department which works 
through rhythm and music to help 
children with these problems.

Champion Sachems Should Finish 
Season As Winners - - BUT

Coach Manny Marshall’s 19(18 
eleven will enter the Turkey Day 
game as champions of the Mid- 
dlesex League and hopes to add 
traditional rivals, the Woburn 
Tanners, to its impressive vic- 
tory skein. Unless all signs fail, 
they should be winners in this 
annual classic; but in making 
such predictions it is wise to be 
wary of the all-too-frequent up- 
set. 

In these rivalries which extend 
back beyond the turn of the 
century the underdog team seems 
to take special delight in beating 
the favorite, particularly if the 
latter team wears the champion- 
ship crown. A good example of 
this was the great Medford team 
of 19615, which was figured to 
chase Maldon out of the park, 
only to find itself three touch- 
downs behind with the first 
period only half over. The same

two teams had a similar game 
years earlier with the situation 
exactly reversed. When Boston 
College met Holy Cross in 1942 
the bowl veterans were picked 
to swamp the Purple — it ended 
Holy Cross 55 - Boston College 
12. You never can tell, the in- 
tense spirit of competition all 
too often makes chumps out of 
champs and veritable tigers out 
of doormats. 

Rut on that long ago day in 
September when I first set my 
eyes on this Winchester squad 
I ventured the opinion to the 
coaches that few teams would 
ever beat this eleven unless it 
helped to beat itself. This it has 
not done to date, although it 
showed signs in an early scrim- 
mage with Lynnfield and a coup- 
le of weeks ago, when it was held 
to 16-14 by an underdog Reading 
team. 

Woburn on the other hand has 
had an up-and-down season un- 
der Lennie Hill, who came to 


Woburn after several years with 
Class A Waltham. It has taken 
time and work to install the new 
system, and the one thing notable 
in its season's record has been 
that the offense and defense have 
just about been equal. Woburn 
will not be easy to score against, 
but on its part the offense does 
not compare with powerhouses 
like Melrose and Swampscott. 

When you look at the Win- 
chester performance, it is also 
one in which the offense and de- 
fense figures are fairly close, 
but the attack has always man- 
aged to muster more points than 
the opposition. It has been quite 
consistent, with no game show- 
ing less than two Sachem touch- 
downs. A continuation of Win- 
chester's regular style of play 
shold show it in front by about 
three touchdowns to one, but 
don't mortgage the old home- 
stead to bet on it. I’ve seen too 
many cold, raw, rainy, snowy 
days! too many tricky bouncing 
kicks and fumbles; too many al- 


most complete passes; and too 
many weird occurrences to make 
an ironclad prediction. It’s 
much safer to be a weather fore- 
caster, and that in New England 
is ranked as a hazardous occupa- 
tion !

Through the mists of long 
years I can see Johnny Messina 
of Medford running through 
driving rain and mud at Pearl 
Street Stadium in Malden, start- 
ing deep in his own territory and 
reversing his field three times 
before breaking into the clear 
with the goal line only ten yards 
away. At this point he had run 
over 150 yards, but the Medford 
cheers turned to dismay as he 
slipped in the middle of a mini- 
ature lake; and with it went the 
moment of glory. Incidentally, 
Johnny, a great all-scholastic 
back, who was a paratrooper in 
World War II, was shot down 


over Messina, Italy, his ancestral 
home. 

Woburn is determined to make 
the 1968 game a real battle, 
since it wants to establish itself 
as a worth-while member of the 
Middlesex League, which it will 
be joining with Watertown after 
one year more of non-league 
play. It will make a fine addition 
to the already classy organiza- 
tion, and nobody will be happier 
than the Sachems. However, nil 
such friendly and sociable 
thoughts will be forgotten on 
Thanksgiving morning as the 
teams line up for the whistle. 
Don't forget, boys, we want to 
bring that game ball back home; 
and who knows, if things break 
right, we might also bring home 
the Class B title? Sure, it would 
take a miracle to have Swamps- 
scott, Catholic Memorial and 
Wellesley upset, but — stranger 
things have happened, and in- 
deed may have happened even 
before the arrival of Thanks- 
giving Day.

Should Take Sachems 


By 20-8 On Thanksgiving Day

WOBURN — There was a time 
in the ancient Wobum-Winches- 
ter rivalry when the opposing 
coaches were as traditional as 
the game itself. 

Henry h'nowlton called the 
shots from the Winchester side 
for a quarter century, anti for 
20 years Walter White was 
across the field, first as an as- 
sistant to Paul Dorrington and 
later .as head coach. 

In the G3rd renewal of this 
traditional rivalry on Thanks- 
giving Day at the Janies J. Con- 
nolly Memorial Stadium the op- 
posing coaches are relative new- 
comers to the coaching frater- 
nity. Both look young enough to 
be one of their own players. 

Coach Manny Marshall, in less 


than two years, has molded the 
Sachems into a championship 
caliber team. He had a 7-1-1 rec- 
ord last year as a rookie coach 
and takes an undefeated team 
into the Woburn game. 

The Tanner’s new coach, 
Len Hill, is in the process of 
building what he feels can be a 
football dynasty at Woburn. Un- 
fortunately he hud to face the 
problem of fielding his first club 
against the best two Class B 
teams in the state in Newbury- 
port and Swampscott. He didn’t 
have much of a chance to lay the 
foundation for his dynasty. 

However, after surviving the 
first two games, the Tanners 
turned around and won four of 
their next five games to live up 
to Coach Hill’s expectations. 

Now we come to the outlook on 
the fi.lrd clash between the Tan- 
ners and Sachems. 


Off their record the. Sachems 
have earned the nod as favorites. 
The Sachems have shaken off in- 
juries to key players such as 
Co-Captains Brian Bowen and 
Joe Bonasera and continued on 
their winning ways. This is the 
hallmark of a good team. 

However, like the Tanners, the 
Sachems aren’t an explosive of- 
fensive club. In most games they 
just managed to win mainly be- 
cause of a fine defensive unit. 
In their first six games only 
one (Cambridge Latin, 26-fi) 
was won by a margin of more 
than six points. They defeated 
Lexington, Melrose and Reading, 
in that order, and their total 
winning margin of points was 
eight. 

Based on this factor it appears 
that the Tanners, despite a 4-4 
record, stand an excellent chance 


of knocking off the Sachems, 
mostly because with Woburn 
the name of the game has been 
defense. Any team that can’t 
score big, such as Newbury port 
and Swampscott, Woburn can 
stay with; and. apparently, Win- 
chester isn’t a big scoring team. 

The Hillmen haven’t startled 
any opponents either with their 
ball control type of offense. They 
managed to score only three 
touchdowns in three different 
games, namely Swampscott and 
lowly Amesbury and Gloucester. 

However, this is one game in 
which this writer feels Coach 
Hill will toss precaution to 
the winds and take the wraps 
off a more open brand of ball 
that Tanner fans have had only 
fleeting glimpses of this season. 
He has the speed in his back fit hi 
in Steve Hogan, John Gatlin, 
Bobby Eaton and Billy Najjar 
to get the job done and a quar- 


terback in Doug Lentz to handle 
the assignment. 

This game means a lot to 
Couch Hill. When he came to 
Woburn one of his first state- 
ments to this writer was, “I’m 
not saying we’ll have an unde- 
feated team, but I’ll say th i> — 
We’ll have a winning season.’’ 

All that stands between him 
and that statement now is Win- 
chester, because a win over Win- 
chester means a 5-1 season. 

In conclusion, this game should 
be a low-scoring defensive battle 
that could be decided by the all- 
important conversion point. 

However, we aren't going to 
he that conservative and will 
predict that the Tanners, who 
have been coming all along, will 
finally explode; and when the 
smoke clears it will he Woburn 
20 - Winchester 8.

Medical Center, Health Club Likely 


More Changes Due 
In Business Center 




— R. I). W’hittemore, Real Estnte 
brokers at 38 Church Street have 
just announced the sale of the 
New England Laundries property 
en Mt. Vernon Street and Con- 
verse Place to owners who plan 
a medical center and health club; 
— Some members of the Business 
and Professional Association met 
on Friday morning with represen- 
tatives of SCORE, the Service 
Corps of Retired Executives, to 
explore avenues of group action 
to assist the growth of the busi- 
ness center; and 

— At Monday night’s Selectmen’s 
meeting the administrators of the 
Locatelli Realty Trust, owners of 
the so-called Filene's business 
block, appeared at the meeting 
to share information and ideas on 
plans for this building. 

The New England Laundries 
has been shut down this summer 
after 18 years of serving the com- 
munity. In the area it was one of 
the oldest businesses going. It has 
been purchased by Ben Schulman, 
president of the Liberty Bank of 
Boston, and lly Brettman, asso- 
ciated with Medical Data of 
Brookline. 

The laundry properties in Wa- 
tertown were included in the sale, 
which totalled $425,000. Medical 
centers are planned for both here 
and Watertown. The Winchester 
plans include those for a multi- 
purpose health club, including a 
swimming pool. 

Nothing To Replace Filenes 

No definite plans for the sale 
of the so-called Filene’s building 
was reported Monday when trus- 
tee administrators Janies and 
Joan Foley of Belmont, and legal 
counsel, Richard Mintz, appeared 
before the Board of Selectmen. 

The meeting had been set up 
by the Board in answer to the Oc- 
tober request of Lewis Snow of 
the Business and Professional As- 
sociation here. Mr. Snow, howev- 
er. was unahle to attend. No oth- 
er representative of the local mer- 
chants was on hand. 

Mr. Mintz reported the inability 
of the Trust so far to lease the 
property to a store with quality 
and volume business comparable 
to Filene’s, and the probability, 
but not certainty, that the area 
would be subdivided. 

He reported the most serious 
problem for a large store consid- 
ering Winchester to be that of 
parking. He also reported, how- 
ever. that volume of business had 
nothing to do with Filene's leav- 
ing the town — that rather its 
sales volume was substantial and 
grew steadily while it was here. 

Selectman Edmund Williams 
questioned the possibility of hous- 
ing in the building, a cooperative 
venture with a sum of small busi- 
nesses leasing to run individual 
departments under one name. He 
mentioned the success of a similar 
venture in Maynard. 

Selectman Ralph Swanson rais- 
ed tho question of a possible sales 
center focusing on teen-age cloth- 
ing and merchandise. 

M r. Foley noted that his Trust 
would lie pushing harder for rent- 
al of the urea subsequent to the 
termination of Filene’s lease in 
January. 


“With things as they are (park- 
ing, railroad division of the 
town),” our consultants believe it 
will probably be divided into 
smaller stores," he said. 

He noted the effort of Belmont 
to increase municipal parking and 
the success of the Filene’s store 
there. He suggested the possibil- 
ity of Winchester appointing a 
group and appropriating for it 
to work on the problems. 

He and others cited the lack of 
a large Center eating place as an- 
other drawback. He reported the 
owners of the now-closed Terrace 
Restaurant to be looking for a 
buyer. 

Business And Professional 

A small group of local business 
planners at its meeting Friday 
heard the SCORE representatives 
Frank Caci of 176 Forest Street, 
a former furniture manufacturer 
and distributor, and Harold Bern- 
kopf of Brookline, former Filene’s 
manager. SCORE is an arm of 
the Small Business Administra- 
tion. Its members have given 
counselling to area small business- 
es for the past four years. 

Emphasized in the discussion 
were potentials for making more 
parking available in the Center. 
The possibility of moving the fire 
and police stations up to the Bon- 
nell Ford property when that 
pulls out to Route 3 was discussed. 
The need to bring owners of large 
local business properties, bankers 
and Selectmen together was stat- 
ed. 

The business group also talked 
about the Christmas plans being 
sponsored by its membership.

necessary to petition. Much of the 
town expected a repeat of his 
anti-METCO effort which succeed- 
ed in lute August. 

When the Town's offices closed 
at 4:30, pro-high school partisans 
took half a breath. When the Se- 
lectmen’s meeting adjourned at 
night, they took the second half. 
Interested citizens had come to 
the administrative Board’s meet- 
ing expecting a presentation by 
Mr. Hewis with explanations of 
his actions. 

The clock ticked on, and with it 
a relatively dull agenda. Suspense 
began to build. Footsteps up the 
stairs. Footsteps plus a cough. 
Was it Mr. Hewis? No. 

The telephone rang. Apprehen- 
sive looks were exchanged. “Not 
yet,” answered the Board’s ex- 
ecutive clerk, pointing up the 
question on many minds. 

Shortly after nine o’clock the 
Selectmen came to the last sched- 
uled agenda item — ironically one 
which Mr. Dunbar was there to 
present — a routine report of a 
problem with debris collecting at 
the north end of the playfield 
river-duct pipes and request for 
department aid. 

Mr. Dunbar was careful and 
unhurried. Spectators looked at 
one another wondering if at that 
moment persons collecting names 
on petitions were on their way to 
the meeting. No one showed. He 
finished. The meeting was ad- 
journed. 


“We’re elated," said Selectmen’s 
chairman, Charles Doucette. 
“That’s the only way to say how 
we feel that no one filed for ref- 
erendum.” 

Arthur Dunbar, Secondary 
School Building Committee chair- 
man said “I’m very pleased at the 
strength of the Town Meeting 
vote on the issue and also that 


no referendum came about. To 
us on the Committee both indicat- 
ed a real strong vote of confi- 
dence." 

Speaking for the School Com- 
mittee .John Dolan, vice chairman, 
also spoke his pleasure that the 
work could go ahead. “Without 
speaking of any specific person,” 
he added, “ I’m also pleased about 
anyone who might have sought a 
referendum in all seriousness and 
later realized it would not serve 
much purpose.” 

Arthur Hewis was out of direct 
touch with the public with an 
illness which in itself appears to 
have been a factor in the change 
from his pre-stated intent to can- 
vass the town for signatures. He 
is postponing any statement on 
the situation until next week. 

At present the high school 
building plans are proceeding. The 
Aberjona has been buried; the 
base grading completed for the 
playing field area. This work is 
presently being surveyed in a 
check against specifications. 

Building plans are complete ex- 
cept for specifics on interior 
finishing materials. Bids are anti- 
cipated out in early March. Work 
could start at the end of that 
month or in early April. 

Mr. Dunbar reminds that meet- 
ings of the combined Permanent 
Building and Secondary School 
Building Committee are open to 
the public. They are scheduled for 
every other Thursday night in 
the Town Hall. The next is ex- 
pected on December 5. Any con- 
firmation or change will be posted 
on the Town Hall bulletin board at 
least 21 hours ahead of the meet- 
ing.

Hendler was director of the "Jobs 
in Transportation” program of 
the MCAD which placed more 
than 300 black persons in jobs 
with transportation companies in 
Massachusetts. She will continue 
as director of this program, with 
a greatly expanded staff to carry 
on both programs. 

Mrs. Hendler moved to Win- 
chester in 1963 with her husband 
Alvin and two children Scott and 
Stacey. She became active in the 
Winchester League of Women 
Voters and shortly joined the 
board of directors of the Equal 
Opportunity study. She was sub- 
sequently appointed to the State 
hoard of the LWV and directed 
the action of 100 leagues through- 
out the state in promoting equal 
opportunity in education and em- 
ployment. 

Mrs. Hendler coordinated the 
highly successful Winchester 
Roxbury Summer Program for 
mothers and children in the sum- 
mer of 1965. Serving as director 
of Fair Housing Winchester, she 
later organized the first Winches- 
ter Roxbury teen exchange pro- 
gram.

The Kodaly method is a new 
rhythmic approach to music edu- 
cation.

Tlu* School Department hopes to 
ndil supervised field trips to its 
.science curriculum in Winches- 
ter's elementary and secondary 
schools if the lands are available 
and if the data collected are suf- 
ficient to complete comprehensive 
pamphlets ami trails. 

The pamphlets will also be 
available to scouts and church 
groups, and to families in Win- 
chester who are interested in 
learning more about their town. 
They will lie written at a student 
level so both parents and their 
children can read them with inter- 
est. More complete information 
will he kept on file by topics at the 
Public Library for use by teach- 
ers. students, and parents who 
seek a more comprehensive ap- 
proach than the pamphlets pro- 
vide. 

Winchester Trails hopes that 
these pamphlets will come directly 
front the townspeople. Persons 
with special knowledge, interest 
or writing ability in any of the 
several topics are needed to form 
study groups to collect the data 
and design the pamphlets. 

In keeping with the present 
science program in the Winchester 
schools, the committee has divided 
the areas of study into local flora 
and fauna, more specifically, 
aquatic, forest, field and wetland 
environments; conservation in- 
cluding town-related projects in 
this field; geology, mainly rock 
formations and soil studies in 
Winchester; meteorology and mi- 
cro-climates; and Winchester his- 
tory with its Indian lore and its 
political and economic influences.

Editorials 


Allelulia! 


The town’s competent. careful and very hard work- 
ing Secondary School Building Committee and the par- 
ent Permanent Building Committee deserves its grati- 
tude that there is to he no referendum on the build- 
ing of the high school. The Committees' thorough, 
impressive plans won them a 155-2-1 acceptance vote 
hack in February. Flic recent challenge from the op- 
position boosted this to 175-1. 

One would like to think that the straight facts 
are what paid oil and this is why we have no 
referendum. Are they? Xrcn't they? Whatsoever, the 
sigh of relief could he felt all over the Town. In- 
stead of politicking, the men can get back to husi 
ness and the women to the nitty gritty of Christmas 
prepa rations. 

The thrust of the issue out to the total electorate 
made many close in on the subject who had not 
done it before. From the Star point of view we 
anticipated a tough job of going over all the historv. 
plans and thinking which led up to the high school 
project on Shore Road, the whys of the si/e of the 
playing fields, the number of rooms, the pros and 
cons of a swimming pool. etc. The impact ol the 
responsibility has lessened. Alleluia! It does seem 
here, however, that there may be more which should 
be said in this information area and that it should 
be said soon while people are still looking that way. 
The Star hopes to consider this and perhaps get 
to the Building Committees again. Meanwhile Mr. 
Dunbar's reminder that all meetings are open to 
the public and that no one needs a personal invita- 


tion to be able to go. is timely. One would hope, 
however, that citizens don't pour down to the Town 
Mall meeting room to say they think "the I own 
should have put the school out of Town somewhere— 
tnavbc up on the West side hill.” as we have recently 
had scriouslv suggested by a very well intentioned 
but quite recent resident. 

One responsibility of the jointly directing com- 
mittees which is hard for the average non-patent 
to understand is that of building a structure adequate 
for now and the future. This necessitates construction 
planning to accommodate curriculum planning in the 
language of the present day and looking ahead. It is 
particularly difficult for the older, hard pressed tax- 
payer to understand that to do this is to be practical— 
to be prudent. 

Perhaps the best antidote to the "little red school 
house" approach is for its adherents to t r \ sitting 
down with some of the high school young people 
of today and keep up in conversation, knowledge is 
"literally exploding." as the student council president 
said last week. They have to keep up with it even 
if we don’t. 

Sitting here we like to think that it could happen, 
that 10 years from now the son or daughter of a 
strong high school building opponent could lie grad- 
uated from the new high school with comprehension 
of the world, with a big scholarship for future studv 
or with far broader, better outlook on life ahead than 
could he or she have had il we do not spend this 
money. I bis is what we are emptying our pockets 
for. It is worth it. 


Francis John I luraco School 


In the naming of the Tufts Road .School now of- 
ficially to be the Francis John Mttraco School, the 
Town's Names Committee necessarily focused the 
community eye upon the young 21-year-old Marine 
Corporal who was struck down by a Viet Cong ex- 
plosive while on patrol near Quaug Tri. Republic of 
Viet Nam. on Thanksgiving Day, I9(i7. 

As typical of young, loyal, serious but cniliusias'x 
involvement, Corporal Muraco's service to his coun- 
try is a source of pride to his community. Tha’ his 
feats in war were gallant and commendatory makes 
them more of a common denominator for many line 
young men— more meaningful because more can iden- 
tify with them. To his immediate family, his neighbor- 
hood and his town, he will be appropriately person- 


ally commemorated: and in a larger sense the act will 
bring the mind to other young men who have fallen 
or may still fall before this war is over. 

Town Meeting Member George Barbara's formal 
presentation of the motion for the Mttraco name add- 
ed another dimension, equally special to the Town. 
I'elling the story of the full and quick response ol 
Winchester's Italian-born men to the call for World 
War I— a call from which most were exempt for lack 
of residence time— Mr. Barbara, (a member of Win- 
chester's Safety Committee at that time) [Knitted in 
the broader, continuing civic contributions of the 
Town's many Italian families— especially those in sec- 
ond or third generation residence. This was an equal- 
ly appropriate interjection, and the unanimous Town 
Meeting vote evidenced its linn acceptance too. 


Voice Of The Larger Community 


Father Scavcy Joyce, the Jesuit leader who has just 
been inaugurated as president of Boston College, will 
speak here Thursday evening, December 5 at 8:15 at 
St. Mary's Parish Hall, sponsored by the St. Mary's 
Mr. and Mrs. Club. 

The Community is invited to hear Father Jovce, 
one <>l the most highly regarded community leaders 
in Boston. Like superintendents, university presidents 
are usually picked after a country-wide search, and 
more often than not come to their difficult jobs 
strangers to both the warmth of acceptance and the 
contempt ol familiarity. By contrast it was the respect 
of Boston College leaders, faculty, students and the 
whole community which sent Father Joyce to the top. 

In the early l!)50's about 300 business civic, political 
and college leaders joined together to study the area 
in seminars which became known as the Boston Col- 
lege seminars, named for the host institution. Be- 
cause ol bis natural leadership the priest from the 
Hill was chosen president of the Metropolitan Plan- 
ning Council on which Harrison Chadwick and the 
late Mrs. Fli/abeth McDonald represented the I own. 
Credited with being the individual most responsible 


for the development of a Boston area metropolitan 
consciousness. Father Joyce is sometimes referred to as 
the "Metropolitan Missionary.” 

Within the last few weeks lie has also become a 
campus hero at B.C. after he cast the tie-breaking 
vote to allow 11 rather than two students to be 
members of the admimstruliou-faculty-sludent Senate 
which governs the College. 

Universities set up in great metropolitan centers 
have a built-in potential lor greatness above that of 
their separated country counterparts. I he opportunity 
is a two-way street, with municipal action and leader- 
ship boosting the educational centers and the words 
and deeds ol the university accruing to the growth of 
the city. Despite its long history ol liberalism and 
social action leadership. Harvard University has re- 
cently given the impression of sitting out the '(ill's, 
its social conscience inactivated by lack ol articulate 
leadership. Boston is waiting with interest to know 
what will be the community contributions of Morris 
B. Abram, the very new president of Brandcis. Father 
Seavey Joyce is already 100% committed and proven 
in quality. It is a privilege to welcome him to Win- 
chester.

BOOK REVIEW

GREEN CORN MOON

The scene opens with Henry and Alice, an engaged 
couple, pleasantly absorbed in the agreeable domestic 
chore of getting their recently purchased house ready 
for occupancy. Alice was sewing draperies for the 
living room windows, occasionally pricking her fin- 
gers in her inexperienced handling of the needle. 
Henry had a sneaking feeling that if one must make 
one's own draperies a sewing machine would be much 
more efficient, but this seems not to have occurred 
to Alice. With five long windows in the living room 
and sixty-five altogether in the house, sixty-eight if 
you counted the French doors, he foresaw a long 
period of uncurtained windows at the beginning of 
his married life. However, this was a minor mis- 
giving nmmg many such uncertainties. 

Although they were as much in love as anybody, 
they had both reached their middle twenties and each 
had been single long enough to face the prospect of 
wedded I iss with certain small apprehensions. Alice 
hated to give up her job. She was publicity officer 
for the Episcopal diocese and was devoted to the 
bishop. She had, in fact, at first turned down Hen- 
ry’s proposa" \.r this reason. However, the bishop’s 
wife confided grandly, “We both want her to have 
the experience.” Henry, for his part, had just be- 
come involved in a new venture to finance his coming 
marital status and his acquisition of a large and 
rather old house which promised to lie constantly in 
need of repair. He had become one-half of a lady 
novelist. 

Artio Martin, who had recently died at an ad- 
vanced age, had written hundreds of incredibly bad, 
excessively moral but very popular novels. Her col- 
laborator, Ella Douthard, hail decided to go on with 
them and had picked Henry to replace Artie. The 
fact that Ella, a retired school teacher, had a million 
dollars gave her a more lighthearted approach to her 
literary labors than Henry had. Up until then he 
had been writing such things as Incarnation and 
George Meredith: A Problem in Dialectics, and could 
not see himself as Artie Martin, though he had been 
able to read some of her books word for word and 
supposed that might help. When he expressed his 
doubts to Ella, her answer was, “We must try 
liquor.” She kept a bottle of "Old Turkey” under her 
sink to use in moments of stress and strain. 

The plot in this book has something to do with the 
dedication of a new parish, financed by the estate of 
Artie Martin and the rival factions among the church 
membership. It is minor and to my mind appropri- 
ately so. George Lanning’s humor is in the handling 
of his characters. Besides our hero and heroine, we 
have Mrs. Prinn, who is Henry’s landlady. She con- 
siders herself a reduced gentlewoman and is very 
proper — no drinking or s-e in her house! Every time 
she refers to Alice as “such a sweet girl,” Henry 
feels he must rise to Alice's defense, and when she 
comments coyly on Henry’s own propriety, he has an 
urge to go out and rob and rape a B girl. 

Besides there is Bill West, the young rector of St. 
Mary’s, who takes his pastoral duties lightly. He 
owns a large, clumsy dog with the unlikely name of 
Thurman, who loves everybody and is a kleptomaniac. 
When Thurman steals a tan of beer and becomes 
intoxicated, Bill is aghast "I guess it’s like having 
a son come home drunk for the first time. You just 
can’t believe ... I mean you think of everything 
else first, polio or concussion.” 

Green Corn Moon, is fun. It has no sex, no violence, 
no social significance — nothing that makes a best 
seller, I like it.

The Massachusetts Association 
for Retarded Children arid its 30 
local units urge parents to take 
measles seriously and ha\-e their 
children vaccinated now. 

Measles, the number one child- 
hood disease, is not as harmless as 
many people think, it can cause 
mental retardation, kill, or leave 
lifelong after effects. 

A vaccine which completely 
eradicates this disease is aviliable 
free in schools, public health offices 
and from physicians. 

Parents of young children are 
urged to act immediately — nine out 
of ten children get measles be- 
fore their 12th birthday, four out 
of ten contract it before the age 
of five. 

Measles, know medically as ru- 
Ibeola, is a virus infection. It lasts 
| from seven to fourteen clays. Symp- 
toms include high fever, running 
nose, a skin rash of red blotches, 
cough, sore throat, and whitish 
spots in the inside of the cheeks.

to safety; if on your back, with 
hip boots, pull the knees to the 
chest, keeping the boot openings 
underwater, the air-filled boots act 
as a float and you can use your 
arms to paddle backwards to 
safety; however, if knee boots are 
worn, you should turn on your 
stomach, keeping the boot openings 
underwater and the heels raised to 
the surface. 

In a fall into the water on the 
stomach, tho hunting jacket will in- 
flate and become a float. A plastic 
decoy slid inside the jacket gives 
extra flotation, and boat oars placed 
under the knees will support the 
lower part of the body. 

Air in the clothing will eventually 
be displaced by water, but there 
are ways to replace some of the 
air, said Mr. Goetz. He suggests 
that a victim lie face down in the 
water, partially unzip the jacket, 
and slap quantities of water and air 
into it.

The grievance-suggestion commit- 
tee is presently exploring the pos- 
sibility of students being allowed to j 
leave the school grounds during 
their lunch period. A second com- 
mittee is reviewing the school dress 
code in relation to whether or not 
it should be more specific in some 
areas. 

A drug committee is organizing 
a system whereby there will be stu- 
dent-led discussions on drugs in the 
sophomore classes. These discussion 
leaders will first be indoctrinated 
by noted drug experts on this sub- 
ject. If this particular system is 
successful, it is possible that these 
students can introduce and lead dis- 
cussions of the same type in the 
junior high schools. However, this 
process still requires extensive 
planning. 

The New School Committee help- 
ed to sponsor a type of panel dis- 
cussion on October 30, at which 
Arthur Hewis and Arthur Dunbar, 
chairman of the Secondary School 
Building Committee, spoke to the 
students about the issue of con- 
structing a new high school and an- 
swered questions. 

There was a large student com- 
mittee attendance at this meeting. 
And James Mallon, president of the 
Student Council, was later asked to 
speak at the Town . Meeting on this 
issue, lie is the second person un- 
der 21 in the history of Winchester 
to be asked to speak at a Town 


Meeting. By doing so. he represent- 
ed the views of almost the entire 
student body. There is also a com- 
mittee investigating further possi- 
bilities of community involvement. 

Exchanges — Road to Rome? 

The Council hopes to organize an 
exchange program so that several 
students from the high school can 
visit a neighboring high school. 
Likewise, it is hoped to receive stu- 
dents from these neighboring high 
schools. Dr. Donald Klemer, su- 
perintendent, has recently intro- 
duced a much broader exchange 
program to the Council. The Rome 
School, which is an American school 
in Rome, Italy, is interested in an 
exchange with Winchester High 
School. Next year one student from 
the high school could go to the 
Rome School for the entire school 
year, in return several teachers 
from the Rome School would come 
to teach in Winchester. This ex- 
change also provides the opportu- 
nity for 20 to 30 students to go to 
Rome on a summer school basis. 
The program will last about a 
month, during which time the stu- 
dents will be staying with Amer- 
ican host families. 


The Student Council is going to 
run another job survey. This in- 
volves locating available jobs for 
students and the requirements 
needed for that type of work. This 
information is then made available 
to anyone who is interested. 

For a money-raising project, the 
Council representatives have been 
selling school decals for cars, books, 
etc. This is a new idea that has 
proved profitable. 

On November 23 the Council of- 
ficers and the advisor. Evander 
French, attended a convention of 
Eastern Massachusetts student 
councils. By taking part in discus- 
sion groups the local representa- 
tives felt that Winchester, in com- 
parison with most other schools, has 
a progressive and effective Student 
Council. 

This year, unlike other years, the 
Council is going to hold open meet- 
ings at night in the school audito- 
rium. Any student is free to attend. 
Previous to this, t'e meetings were 
held during the sch . day and only 
the representatives could attend, 
it is hopeful that the open meet- 
ings will create broader student in- 
terest and involvement. Also, it is 
planned to publish a newsletter af- 
ter every meeting to inform the 
student body of the agenda covered 
in each meeting. 

This year’s WHS Council Officers 
in addition to James Mallon are 
Thomas Fahey, vice president, Lisa 
Spang, secretary, and Barbara Dal- 
ton, treasurer.

Fifteen years ago when a doctor 
put a stethoscope to his ears and 
a patient’s ehest, he would hear a I 
series of “lubs, dubs, clicks and 
swishes” emanating from the heart. 

Today, when he puts the same 
instrument into the same position, 
he still hears "ltths, dubs, olirks and 
swishes" — but he’s hearing, and 
“seeing," a lot more than he did a 
decade and a half ago. 

The stethoscope has not under- 
gone that much change. It has re- 
mained basically the same since its 
invention by Rene Theophile Hy- 
aeinthe I.aenneo in 1819. Major al- 
terations to the instrument have 
been in construction. 

What has changed, is the number 
of sophisticated heart-testing and 
recording devices. 

These aids enable the doctor to 
mentally see what’s taking place in 
your heart as he listens to it 
through the stethoscope. 

When he hears a certain sound, 
he can relate it to a tracing by a 
phonocardiogram. 

To the well-tuned ear, certain 
sounds have specific significance: 
— in the presence of high blood 
pressure in the pulmonary artery, 
the sound will he accentuated, and 
— in the presence of narrowing of 
the mitral vale, the closeness of one 
sound to another gives an important 
clue as to the severity of the nar- 
rowing of the valve. 

Fifteen years ago when the doc- 
tor heard sounds through the 
stethoscope, he interpreted sounds 
by what he had been taught in 
medical school. 

Now he can interpret the sounds 
on a scientific basis. 

Such equipment and training in 
its use produces better doctors who 
can diagnose and treat patients 
more effectively.

(Park Row News) How much 
cigarette smoking are residents of 
Middlesex County doing these 
days? 

To what extent, if any, have they 
been swayed by the health warn- 
ings issued during the last few 
years by the Public Health Service 
and others? 

According to the latest figures, 
most of them are smoking as much 
ns they ever did. The average rate 
of consumption in the local area, 
for those 18 years of age and older, 
is 208 packs a year. 

By way of comparison, the aver- 
age rate in the rest of the United 
States is 215 packs and, in the New 
England States, 202. 

Despite the many reports to the 
effect that there is a direct rela- 
tionship between cigarette smok- 
ing and lung cancer, cigarette sales 
are on the rise. 

Nationally, according to a De- 
partment of Agriculture report, 
moro than 550 billion cigarettes 
were smoked in the past year, or 
about 11 billion more than in 1966. 

On a per capita basis, this was 
equivalent to 4,295 for every per- 
son over the age of 18. It was sec- 
ond only to 1963, when the average, 
was 4,345 per person. 

In Middlesex County, an estimat- 
ed 171,695,000 packs of cigarettes 
were smoked in 1967, on the basis 
of regional statistics released by 
the Tobacco Tax Council. 

The question of smoking has been 
brought to the fore at this time by 
a new warning that goes far be- 
yond anything said previously. 

The Public Health Service now 
claims that there is a direct cause- 
and-effect link between cigarette 
smoking and heart disease. It de- 
clares that there is strong evidence 
that heavy smoking contributes to 
or accelerates the development of 
coronary heart disease, the leading 
cause of death in the United States. 

It warns that people in the 25 to 
35 age group who smoke more than 
two packs a day face a shortening 
of life of about eight years. Even 
the light smoker can expect an ap- 
preciable diminution of his normal; 
life span, it states. 

As to the cost of this pleasant 
pastime, it adds up to a sizeable 
amount on an annual basis. 

Residents of Middlesex County 
spent $60,265,000 during the (last 
year for cigarettes, or about $731 
per smoker, it is estimated. 


Proper diet is one of the things 
that can be maintained to help pre- 
' vent or delay heart disease. 

One of the major dietary recom- 
mendations is to decrease the in- 
, take of saturated fats, replacing 
them as much as possible with 
polyunsaturated fats. 

Remember that saturated fats 
are generally the solid animal fats. 
Polyunsaturated fats, usually are 
soft and include most vegetable 
oiks. But as usual, there are a few 
exceptions — coconuts oil is a vege- 
table oil, but it is saturated! When 
it comes to fats, generally take 
VEGETABLE, reject ANIMAL. 

To reduce saturated fat in your 
diet, use fish and poultry in place 
of red meats, when you do buy 
meat, choose lean cuts and trim all 
fat — veal is particularly low in 
fat: use polyunsaturated vegetable 
oils and spreads, rather than but- 
ter.

Riots - A Look In Both Directions 


The "prompt and severe action" asked b\ investi- 
gating chairman. Daniel Walker, against the 'hand 
Ini of policemen' whose violent actions caused nation- 
wide concern in Jills opens many ipiestions. I he re- 
port ol Walker's National Commission on the Causes 
and Prevention of Violence said, "To read dispas- 
sionately the hundreds of statements describing at 
lust-hand the events ol Sunday and Mondav nights 
is to become convinced ol the presence of what can 
only be called a police riot." 

"Wanton, profligate, tumultuous." is the way Web- 
stet's defines riot. I'lic Commission does well to 
choose the words, for it focuses on the individual 
emotions behind the sum of individual actions which 
were so accurately read as terrifying on television 
screens across the country. \ntl which were, accord- 
ing to the report, valiantly fought against hv mans 
responsible police officials and patrolmen. 

f lie word "riot " is particularly valuable. We have 
been looking for the past two years at rioting ghet- 
tos in which the same emotional cptalitv was behind 
the wanton, profligate and tumultuous acts ol arson 
and looting. We have grown accustomed to looking 


behind the acts to try and understand the frustra- 
tions which bring them about. 

More is c spe c le d of the police because they make 
up one ol the most important institutions in our 
cis ili/aiion. Hut should it be? Without top level, 
high cptalitv leadership— which Chicago most obvious- 
ly did not have and which many other big city de- 
partments do not have— is it not understandable that 
police frustrations too should build to riot propor- 
tions? Given their training and' equipment and the 
exercise ol aggressiveness neccssarv to the effective 
earning out ol mans ol their jobs, is it so surprising? 

1 his is in no wav intended to ntinimi/e the horror 
of Chicago. It is rather to point out that the police, 
too. are human. \nd it is to suggest that after pun- 
ishment is meted out. the same analytical eves and 
constructive planning should he given to the im- 
provement of police dignity, police salaries and po- 
lice training as is now being given to the preventive 
measures in the ghettos. Io repress the intolerable, 
violent acting out ol city police frustrations without 
doing something about their causes, is to invite more 
Chicago's. 


Who’s George? 


Last week the administering trustees and trustee- 
counsel for the Locatelli Realty Companv. which 
owns the Filene’s block, appeared before the Board 
of Selectmen. Filene’s lease had been paid until 
January I: the Company is about to put on some 
steam to find a tenant or tenants. In talking to the 
Board about the problems involved, the attorney re- 
marked that he sensed that the Winchester public 
and private interest tended to take the future of its 
business center for granted when the health of the 
center is good. And now that things are unsettled, he 
said, he sensed not a little of the "let George do it" 
philosophy. 

The trustees had been invited here to share 
thoughts with the Board and business representatives, 
and one cpicstiou raised by the Locatelli attorney 
was that of the merits ol a business planning council 
spearheaded by Town officials. The Star seconds this 
idea as one with large value.

l iie use of the I'crriioria! \rmy, Britain’s equivalent 
of tile National Guard, is just unthinkable."

Jamming up the sidewalk in the 
center sidewalks with bicycles is 
only one of the things which con- 
cerns those charged with protec- 
tion of the citizenry — the police.

"Astrology," writes Michel Gnuquelin, "the ancient 
universal religion, the primitive majestic effort to- 
ward a cosmic synthesis, has fallen completely into 
the hands of charlatans. A new science has been born 
in its place." 

Is there going to he a new astrology? Perhaps it 
is too scon to say yes, hut in this fantastically inter- 
esting hook, the subject of which is the effect the cos- 
mos has on human life, there are certain clues that 
point in that direction. 

The intuition, held for thousands of years, that 
there must he. some cosmic forces which influence 
human life, is. according to the author, essentially 
correct. He says, “Modern scientists have finally 
been able to ask the old question in a more meaning- 
ful way: How are tho cosmic clocks related to the 
biological ri>, linis of living organisms?” 

Cosmi. iac >rs not only affect biological life but 
also the weather conditions. It has been found out 
through the records in U. S. weather stations that 
widespre: I rains occurred more frequently on days 
after tho :ew and full moons between the years 1900 
and 1950. This same effect was observed in New 
Zealand by those doing research for the period of 
.901-1925. 

How does this effect by the moon come about? “The 
due was found when the IMP-1 satellite reported 
that the “solar wind,” previously thought to be im- 
possible to deflect, was stopped and deflected when 
the moon was in a certain position with respect to 
the sun. The energy-charged particles issuing from 
the sun then hit the earth at a different angle and in 
a different fashion from what previously accepted 
theories had predicted. Thus the lunar phases reg- 
ulate the amount of meteoric dust that falls contin- 
uously into our atmosphere. It has been demon- 
strated that meteoric dust has the effect of condens- 
ing the water contained in clouds in the form of 
vapor and is thus able to cause rains. This would 
account for the moon’s effect on abundant rainfall.” 
What effect do extraterrestrial forces have on ani- 
mal and plant life? Frank Brown, professor of biol- 
ogy at Northwestern University, conducted an ex- 
periment whereby living oysters were sent fom Long 
Island Sound to his laboratory in Evanston, Illinois. 
He watched them and measured their activity by the 
opening of their valves. 

“At first the oysters kept to their natural rhy- 
thm. opening and closing themselves to the rhythm 
of the titles washing Long Island Sound. But after 
fifteen days Brown noticed that a slippage in the 
daily rhythm had occurred. The oysters now opened 
up at the tilin' the tide would hare flooded Evanston , 
hod the town been on tlio seashore — that is. when the 
moon passed over the local meridian. The oysters 
had abandoned their rhythm tied to actual tides, and 
responded to an exclusively lunar rhythm.” 

It would seem that the influences of space pene- 
trate everywhere, for all living things, whether ani- 
mal or vegetable, when deprived of certain light, 
temperature and pressure patterns, seem to become 
extremely sensitive to the “subtle rhythms” of cos- 
mic origin, discovered in recent experiments. 

Man may he no exception. One of the interesting 
items in this hook is the story of experiments by a 
Japanese physician, Takata. who developed a test 
for the floculation of the blood (its tendency to de- 
velop into small lumps) and thereby later discovered 
a relationship between human blood an the sun. He 
performed experiments for over 20 years in which 
it was noted that the floculation index rose in relation 
to the sun’s radiation. The results of experiments 
performed when there was a total solar eclipse con- 
firmed his hypothesis. The floculation index at that 
time declined. 

In collecting research material for his critique of 
astrology, the author came across an unusual phe- 
nomenon. The frequency of the position of certain 
planets on the birth dates of 576 members of the 
French Academy of Medicine indicated that a large 
number of future great physicans were horn when 
Mars and Saturn hud just disen or culminated in 
the sky. 

After further investigations, it was concluded that 
birth might possibly occur at the moment Mars ap- 
peared because of an individual sensitivity. "In oth- 
er words, the position of a planet at a child’s birth 
might be linked to his heredity . . . The child in- 
herits from his parents a tendency to be born when 
Mars rises, in the same way he inherits the color of 
his hair.” 

In order to prove this hypothesis (if it can he 
proven), tho research had to show that the child’s 
parents also showed this tendency, that they were 
horn when Mars appeared. After five years of work, 
the scientists felt they could say planetary heredity 
was real in the case of the moon, Venus, Mars, Jupi- 
ter, and Saturn. 

On of Frank Brown's fundamental discoveries 
was that living things cannot live without timegiv- 
ers. If they are placed in an environment where the 
obvious timegivers are absent, they will instinctively 
find other patterns by which to regulate their bio- 
logical rhythms as was seen in the oyster. The child 
is in a similar situation before birth. Is it a cosmic 
stimulus that sets oil' labor, tho cosmic energy pro- 
ducing minute hormonal secretion?

Doctors point out, too, that oc- 
casionally a person will have a 
heart attack which knocks out an 
area that had been giving him pain 
before, actually making hint better 
after the attack than before, in 
terms of what he can do physically.

quite normally while parts of town 
were being blasted to oblivion. 
Even so, it is difficult for those of 
us who only spend a year or two 
here to comprehend that life in 
Viet Nam has been more or less 
like this for 20 years! Only the 
cast of players changes. 

“Given all these abnormal forces 
which have had a tremendous im- 
pact on Viet Nam, plus the de- 
liberate efforts by the enemy to 
disrupt, dislocate and destroy the 
Vietnamese government (thou- 
sands of local leaders purely and 
simply murdered because they of- 
fered an alternative to Communist 
control), it then hardly seems fair 
to say we have “lost the war" 
because there has been “corrup- 
tion.” We cannot judge this by 
western standards of efficiency 
alone. I am not in the least con- 
doning corruption, I am only say- 
ing that one must keep his per- 
spective when assessing the build- 
ing of a nation under these condi- 
tions. Most newly independent, less 
developed, countries have had simi- 
lar problems but without a major 
war to contend with... 

"I think a very important de- 
velopment which frequently es- 
capes -public attention is that this 1 
part of the world is rapidly be- ! 
coming more self-sustanining. 
Nations friendly to our mutual 
cause of peace-keeping and nation- 
building, are more aware of them- 
selves as independent entities and 
moreover are willing to do some- 
thing about it. This is certainly 
a great improvement over the 
situation that existed 15-18 years

Although statutes providing for 
the licensing of dogs have been on 
the Bay State’s law books for near- 
ly two hundred years, Attorney 
General Elliot Richardson’s office 
has received an increasing number 
of calls and letters from concerned 
dog owners about the requirements 
for licensing their canine pets. 

The most frequently asked ques- 
tions, according to a member of 
Richardson’s staff, are how old 
must a dog be before it must be 
licensed, when does a dog’s license 
expire, and what penalties are im- 
posed upon the dog owner if he 
fails to license his pet? 

Under Massachusetts General 
Laws, all dogs over three months 
must be licensed each year before' 
April 1. The town clerk is usually 
responsible for issuing the license 
which is good for one year and 
expires on March 31 of the follow- 
ing year, according to the Attorney 
General’s office. 

If a person moves into Massa- 
chusetts or moves from one town to 
another within the state, 30 days 
are allowed for the owner to reg- 
ister the dog within the town he 
has moved to. A twenty-five cent 
fee is charged when a transfer of 
license takes place. 

Dogs must wear collars with 
metal tags attached to show that 
they are licensed. If a dog owner 
fails to license his pet, the owner! 
may be fined from $5 to $15. 

In addition, a dog officer appoint- 
ed from the town or city police force 
for one year by a mayor or select- 
men, is in charge of pursuing all 
unlicensed dogs. The officer is 
authorized to pick up unlicensed 
dogs and confine them for 10 days, 
during which time owners may re- 
claim their pets. 

If the dog is not claimed within 
10 days, the dog officer, using his 
discretion, may dispose of the 
animal. 

If someone other than the owner 
wants the dog for a pet, the person 
must be willing to pay $5 plus .$1.50 
for each day the dog was confined 
by the dog officer. 

The Attorney General’s office may 
clarify the law, but enforcement 
of the statutes is basically a local 
matter. Questions should be directed 
to local town officials such as the 
selectmen, dog officer, or police 
chief.

The progress has been general 
and at all income levels. Many of 
the families that were earning §5.- 
! 000 to §8.000 a few years ago 
have stepped into the next higher

i been taken, in turn, by those whose 
1 incomes have been under §5,000. 

As a result, there are now few- 
er local families in the low brac- 
! kets and more in the upper ones 
[than ever before. 

Does it mean that people are 
[better off. financially, to the ex- 
tent indicated by their increased 
earnings? Not entirely. 

The Department of Commerce, 
discussing the matter, points out 
that the median income of families 
in the L’nited States rose six and 
one haif per cent in 4»i57 but. be- 
cause of price increases, the net 
gain in purchasing power was only 
four percent. 

Middlesex County’s income dis- 
tribution figures are contained in 
a survey made by the Standard 
Rate and Data Service. The report 
details, for every section of the 
[country, the portion of the popula- 
tion in each income bracket. 

Locally, it shows, some 83.(5 per- 
cent of the households had spend- 
able incomes of §5,000 or more in 
the past year after payment of 
Federal, state and local taxes.

Young workers who pay Social 
Security taxes .seldom think about 
what they are paying for until 
they prepare for retirement, John 
Loncrgan Jr. Social Security ad- 
ministration manager in Cam- 
bridge said today. One thing — 
tubal disability — can change the 
best laid plans, he explained. 

! The 1!>C7 amendments to the 
| Social Security law give more pro- 
tection to the young disabled work- 
er, requiring that he does not have 
to work as long to he protected in 
the case of disability. Formerly, 
j a person had to work at least five 
years under Social Security in the 
ten-year period before he became 
'disabled. Starting with February, 
10(58. a worker disabled after age 
24 and before age 31 needs Social 
Security credit for half the time 
after he reaches 21 and before he 
becomes disabled. A young worker 
who becomes disabled before reach- 
ing 24 needs Social Security credit 
for one and a half years work in 
the three years just before he be- 
came disabled. 

The definition of “total disabil- 
ity” still reads the same. The 
worker has to be unable to work 
because of a physical or mental 
condition which can be expected 
to last for at least 12 months or be 
expected to result in death. 

Mr. Lonergan gave the following 
illustration: for the young worker 
just starting out making $2 an 
hour wno becomes disabled before 
age 24 with at least two years 
work, this would mean a monthly 
income of about $280 while he, his 
spouse, and children are entitled. 

“You can see that your Social 
Security tax payments provide you 
a lot of protection for the money. 
Like other insurance you buy, you 
I pay for protection you hope you 
will not have to uise,” Mr. Loner- 
gan concluded.

From the standpoint of gross 
income, Middlesex County farms 
yielded more in the past year than 
did farms in many parts of the 
country. 

Related to the size of the local 
farm population, the results were 
better than average, according to 
i nationwide survey of farm and 
ranch operations. 

Credit for it is attributed to in- 
creased output, made possible by 
generally favorable weather con- 
ditions, by greater mechanization 
and by more intensive use of fer- 
tilizers and insecticides. They more 
than compensate for the reduced 
acreage under the Government’s di- 
version programs. 

The facts and figures, showing 
how the local farm community far- 
ed in comparison with others, are 
contained in a comprehensive sur- 
vey of farm incomes, released by 
the Standard Bate and Data Ser- 
vice. 

It reports total receipts in Mid- 
dlesex County from the year’s farm 
marketings at $29,4(17,000. This 
was the gross amount, before de- 
ductions for operating costs. 

It consisted of ithe cash returns 
from the sale of crops and live- 
stock, together with Government 
payments and the value of home- 
grown products consumed on the 
farm. 

Expressed in terms of the local 
farm population, the gross income 
per capita was equivalent to $9,505, 
an increase over the previous year’s 
$8,946.

To qualify for disability benefits, 
a worker must he less than 65 
years old: have a severe physical 
or mental condition which prevents 
him from working and which has 
lasted or is expected to last at 
least 12 months and must have 
social security credits for a certain 
number of years, generally, at 
least 5 years in the 10-year period 
ending when he bacame disabled 

It is now possible for people who 
are disabled widows and widowers 
of workers who worked under so- 
cial security to receive benefits.

How much does the average 
family in Middlesex County own in 
the form of installment debt? 

To what extent do local people 
use the buy now, pay later plan 
in their purchases of automobiles, 
dishwashers, furniture and other 
durable goods? 

In recent years there has been 
a steady growth in installment debt. 

In the first six months of this 
year, the overall increase has been 
nearly seven percent, according 
to Federal Reserve Board and Com- 
merce Department figures. It in- 
dicates a pronounced rise in con- 
sumer spending. The two go hand- 
in-hand. When spending picks up. 
so does the use of credit. 

As of the middle of this year, the 
reports show, installment credit 
in the nation reached $80 billion 
as compared with $75 billion on 
January 1st. 

It was equivalent, on the average, 
to nearly 15 cents out of every 
dollar of family income, after 
taxes. 

In Middlesex County, installment 
debt at midyear came to an esti- 
mated $1,700 per family. 

That was the average amount. 
However, some families have no 
debt at all so that, among those 
that do, the per family figure is 
somewhat higher. 

For the local population as a 
whole, installment debt totaled ap- 
proximately $040,781,000 on July j 
1st. 

This includes automobile loans, 
credit on purchases of other con- 
sumer goods, personal loans and 
loans for home repair and modern-

ization. Excluded are mortgage 
debt, charge accounts and single 
payment loans. 

The amount of debt varies from 
family to family but bears a direct 
relationship to income. 

In general, over $1 out of every 
$7 of net income is going into 
repayment of installment debts. 

In Middlesex County, it comes to 
an average of approximately $110 
per month per family. (Park Row- 
News Service)

Service W idows 
Wives of Disabled 
Slated To Get 
Educational Help 

An estimated 4.816 Massachu- 
setts widows of veterans who died 
as the result of military service 
will be eligible for up to 36 months 
of educational assistance from the 
Veterans Administration. 

Starting December 1. the wives 
of Massachusetts’ -1.781 totally and 
permanently disabled veterans will 
also be entitled to YA educational 
assistance payments of 8130 a 
month — up to a maximum of 36 
months — for full-time institutional 
training. 

The allowance for three-quarters 
time training is §95 a month, with 
$60 being paid for half-time train- 
ing under the new law granting 
these widows and wives VA educa- 
tional help for the first time in the 
history of veterans’ benefits in the ! 
United States. 

Widows and wives now eligible 
for this benefit will have until 
December 1, 1976, to complete their 
training under this new program. 

Eligibility of widows and wives 
does not depend on when their hus- 
bands served in the Armed Forces. 
However, if a widow remarries or 
a wife divorces her disabled hus- 
band she loses her entitlement. 

It will not be necessary for eli- 
gible widows and wives to contact 
the VA for detailed information on 
this new program. In the near 
future the Veterans 'Administration 
i will mail explanatory material with 
widow's dependency checks for j 
totally and permanently disabled 
| veterans.

Insurance on the driver instead 
of the automobile is proposed in 
legislation filed November 29 joint- 
ly by Rep. Lincoln P. Cole Jr. of 
Lexington and the Massachusetts 
Division of the American Auto- 
mobile Association. 

"Our insure-the-driver proposal 
is a logical, common sense solution 
to the problem of how to estab- 
lish a true merit rating system and 
to lower insurance costs for good 
drivers,” Rep. Cole said. 

Richard W. Hoover, legislative 
counsel for AAA’s Massachusetts 
Division, pointed out that the auto 
insurance system is old fashioned 
and places an excessive burden on 
thu owner-driver. "Vehicles were 
originally insured as property, ac- 
tually as extensions of the insur- 
ance on dwellings,” ho said. 

“But what started out as a con- 
venience foi the insurance com- 
panies has proven to lie unfair and 
costly for car owners,” A tty. 
Hoover said. “The system must be 
modernized. It is absurd that auto 
insurance premiums have no rela- 
tion to a person’s driving record or 
accident claims.” 

Rep. Cole summarized the legis- 
lation thus: "Insurance on each 
driver, instead of each vehicle, 
would lower the cost and end once 
and foi- all the unfairness in the 
present system which forces ac- 
cident-free drivers to pay the same 
insurance rates as drivers with ac- 
cident records and court convic- 
tions.”

1. Up-date your Christmas mail- 
ing lists Your Christmas mail- 
ing list should be up-dated at once. 
Make sure you have the correct 
V . IP Code listed. 

2. Buy your stamps now — Buy 
your stamps now and avoid the 
long lines that will be forming 
later in December. 

3. Mail early — Mailing early 
in the day is important. Airmail to 
Armed Forces overseas by Decem- 
ber UHh, parcels to distant states 
by December 2nd. parcels to near- 
by states and New I'ln gland by De- 
comber l"th. Greeting cards to 
distant states by December 11th. 
and to nearby states and New Eng- 
land by December 15th. On Inter- 
national Parcel Post by Airmail, to 
Canada and Mexico by December 
15th. South and Central America 
and F.umpe by airmail by Decem- 
ber 13th. To Africa. Near East and 
Far Fast by airmail by December 
111th. 

■I. Proper Addressing — Thou- 
sand of cards and gifts are dis- 
carded each year by the post office 
because they were poorly addressed 
either with an incorrect address 
or with illegible writing. A proper 
address contains the name, street 
address (including house number) 
or box number, and city and state 


name followed by the ZIP Code 
number. 

5. Proper postage — Postage on 
all Christmas cards is (1 cents this 
year. This will permit the post 
office to forward these cards to 
patrons who have moved to a now 
address, and will also make the 
cards returnable, to sender if they 
cannot be delivered as addressed 
and are not forwardable. 

<’>. Bundling — Christmas kits 
containing mailing wrappers and 
holiday mail instructions are being 
distributed this week to all resi- 
dents of Winchester. The labels are 
colored strips with the following 
identifications: Local, Massachu- 

setts and Out-Of-State. 

The "Local” label is used by 
Winchester residents for mailing 
of Christmas cards to Winchester 
addresses only. 

The "Massachusetts” label is 
used for all Christmas cards hear- 
ing a Massachusetts address. 

The "Out-Of-State” label is used 
on all mail going outside of Massa- 
chusetts. Patrons requiring addi- 
tional mailing wrappers may get 
them at the post office. Full com- 
pliance with this suggestion will 
save one sorting by clerks and will 
advance the dispatch and delivery 
of your mail. 

Postmaster Hill said “We owe 
our success in moving the large 
volume of Christmas mail in past 
years to the splendid cooperation 
of our patrons in “mailing early” 
and using ZIP codes. Now we are. 
asking that these special wrappers 
be used to make this year's move- 
ment of mails successful.

The bidding went: East Pass. 
South Pass, West 1 Club, North 
2 diamonds (weak). 

East 2 hearts. South Pass, West 
4 hearts, North 

What does North bid next? 
North’s hand is a little weak in 
high cards, but it has very fine 
distribution. Ideally, one would like 
to bid both suits, so that the 
partnership can compete in the 
proper suit to the highest pos- 
sible level. North-South might have 
a profitable sacrifice, or even a 
makeable game. In the above bid- 
dig sequence, however, North has 
somewhat of a problem. A four 
spade bid would give a very ac- 
curate picture of his hand, a weak 
spade-diamond two suiter with 
better diamonds. On the other hand 
there is the significant danger that 
four spades will be doubled and set 
more than the value of the East- 
West game, as is indeed the case 
on this hand. 

A solution to this problem that 
I have employed is to use artifi- 
cial bids ( the convention is called 
Michaels) to show weak two suit- 
ers. Assuming that the club bid 
is not artificial, one club, two clubs 
shows both majors; one club two no 
trump shows red suits; and one 
club, three clubs shows spades and 
diamonds. This treatment allows

Plan Mystic School Action First 

A well aiiendetl meeting of (lie Elementary Sc linnl Building Committee heard Chairman Earle Little- 
ton present ,i progress report pointing to 1 969 Tow n Meeting action. 

I lie meeting, held I tiesilay night at the McCall School, raised more questions than it answered 
in that representatives from the School Committee and administration. Planning Board and Finance 
Committee heard discussion of the consideration of a change to a "middle School” school housing con- 
cept. as well as the introduction of possible future Planning Board recommendations that the McCall 
School be used as a multi-municipal center. 


They also heard Assistant Su- 
perintendent William F. Clark 
present an enrollment projection 
study introducing what ho feels to 
be a factor of growing impor- 
tance in school population studies, 
an “in-migration” of parents of 
school-age clildren and how it ap- 
pears to he counteracting national 
birth decline reports. 

Mystic First, Lincoln Out 

Among the few hard facts re- 
ported at the meeting were three 
clear recommendations of the 
ESBO that: 

— Their anticipated article for 
the March 1969 Town Meeting 
would definitely ask for a money 
appropriation to got started on 
elementary school additions; 

— First priority would go to the 
Mystic School (which now is us- 
ing portable classrooms) and for 
the expansion of which land ac- 
quirements were authorized last 
March; 

— Lincoln School would be re- 
tired. Or, as stated by the report, 
“Until the elementary school 
building situation in Winchester 
is put in good order, this building 
should be maintained at least pos- 


sible expense, then disposed of.” 

Attending the meeting were 
Chairman Barbara Walsh and 
Lawrence Berkley of the School 
Committee, William Hopkins of 
the HSBC, Chairman William 
Chapman of the Planning Board, 
Chairman Philip Tesorero and 
Frederick Latorella and Thomas 
Coronis of the Permanent Build- 
ing Committee, Ralph Swanson of 
the Selectmen, Chairman Ormond 
Hessler of the Finance Committee. 
About 14 citizens were present al- 
so. 

Mr. Clark’s report was made 
first- Reporting the limitation of 
all methods of school enrollment 
projections, ho said Winchester, 
like other suburban communities, 
is becoming increasingly affected 
by the growth and changes in the 
total Metropolitan Boston area 
and that despite its birthrate de- 
cline, its school census has in- 
creased each year for many years. 

His slides depicted a jump in 
school-age child per residence 
from .419 to .582 since 1950, with

secondary school percentages go- 
ing from .312 to .455. 

He noted this holds despite a 
decline in pre-school child per 
house over the same years. Fac- 
tors involved appear to be the 
existence of a supply of quality 
homes in a community of good 
schools anil good town service plus 
a convenience for commuting to 
work. 

These things are bringing per- 
sons of school-age children to town 
for the education years only. 

Chairman Littleton added to 
this the question of whether the 
new revaluation would tend to 
send persons without children 
and/or with fixed incomes out of 
town, and therefore reenforce it- 
self as a trend. 


The ESBC written report sug- 
gests two plans relative to the 
present eight elementary schools.

Charles It. Hill, Winchester post- 
master, urged every postal patron 
ta mail Christmas greeting cards 
tltis week. 

“The Winchester Post Oflici 
now serves 23,000 people. If every 
person sends 35 Christmas cards, 
we'll have 800,000 cards to deliver. 
This doesn’t include cards received 
from out of town, nor business 
Christmas mailing. Clearly, the 
postal employees have an immense 
job to do, and we can’t do it alone." 
Postmaster Hill said. 

He asked the public to cooperate 
by shopping early, mailing early, 
and using ZIP Codes. 

“If people mail now during 
Christmas Card Week, December 
!) to 14, we can prevent a last 
minute jam up in the mails,” he 
said. 

The Postmaster also reminded 
patrons of two postal changes that 
will affect this year's Christmas 
mailings. 

First, mailers can now send 30 
pound parcels between first-class 
post offices which are 150 miles or 
more apart. The previous weight 
limit was 2f> pounds. 

Second, there is no longer any 
price difference between first-class 
and third-class mail, except with re- 
gard to weight. The penny differ- 
ence has been eliminated. 

First-class mail is 0 cents per . 
ounce, while third-class mail is fi 
combs for the first two ounces. 

"Since most Christmas cards 1 
weigh under an ounce, it will 
usually cosrt. (5 cents whether you 
send a Christmas card first-class or 
Postmaster

December !> was also the final 
day for filing abatement claims. 
Any claims after that date, with 
the exception of those from elder- 
ly citizens over 70 years of age 
and disabled veterans, will not be 
considered by the Assessors. 

The elderly and the disabled 
veterans have until December 15 

His voice faltered slightly as to make their claims, 
he said: “I’ve learned to love 
these people. They are simple, pa- 
tient. persevering and hard- 
working with no promise of any 
reward — not even of winning the 
war; but they try so hard it is 
impossible not to have the high- 
est respect for them. 

“1 have absolutely no fear for 
my own safety when I go out in 
the field alone with their trnups. 

They genuinely like Americans 
and try so hard to please. Rather 
than advising them I’ve often 
found they are teaching me a lot 
about human goodness.” 

In his nine months as a mem- 
ber of Advisory Team I. based at 
So. Vietnamese headquarters in 
Danang. the sergeant has travel- 
ed throughout the provinces 
working closely with the people. 

He has been concerned with 
rebuilding of bombed out com- 
munities and he has personally 
been soliciting from home toys, 
clothing and educational materi- 
als for children. He says the peo- 
ple made such an impression on 
him but he found that their ef- 
forts are so underestimated anil 
unpublicized that he assumed an 
extra responsibility — 'that of 
free-lance writing about the peo- 
ple theselves. 

He has attended special classes 
to learn the language and sent 
for books to study the back- 
ground and culture of the people 
in order to communicate more ef- 
fectively with them. He found 
that so little of this information 
is available to writers, reporters 
and visiting emissaries, that his 
spare time is spent in compiling 
this type of material for a refer- 
ence book which he is writing. 

His articles have appeared in the 
armed forces newspapers and 
been carried on international 
news wires. His most recent re- 
port has been on “operation Mead 
River” which he described as “the 
perimeter of promise.” 

Sergeant Sundberg, a gradu- 
ate of Winchester High School, 
the University of Massachusetts 
and the Armed Forces Communi- 
cation Center at Indianapolis. In- 
diana, will conclude his tour of 
duty in Vietnam in March but 
like many other servicemen he 
would like to go back. 

“Thore is so much good that 
we can do here if we only go be- 
yond the fighting. We just need 
people who care enough and want 
to help.” 

At the conclusion of the tele- 
vised interview, reporter Hynes 
asked if the sergeant wanted to 
send a message home.

4 inson-Owcn Second 

Vinson-Owen is expected to have 
second priority for additions to 
put it up to 550 capacity. “We 
would also take care of the terri- 
ble heating system that exists over 
there." said Mr. Littleton. 

“We have given much thought 
on how we could retire the Wy- 
man -School and can't see how we 
can do it,” he said. At Wyman 
ESBC would like to build one new 
two-story wing and make the one- 
floor wing into two floors. 

Possibilities of adding land to 
the Noonan site were discussed. 
1 hey included a review of abut- 
ting land (about an acre) to the 
west, authorized for purchase by 
a Town Meeting about five years 
ago but never purchased, and the 
question of reopening negotiations 
on acquiring the Eastern Felt 
land across Canal Street from the 
school. 

Difficulties in site expansion at 
Parkhurst were discussed. The re- 
port recommends that the capacity 
of the building be increased to 550. 

Previously acquired and author- 
ized land acquisitions in the 
Washington School area were de- 
tailed in the report. Planners look 
to bring it up to 14 acres by ac- 
quiring six more pieces of prop- 
erty. 

M •. Chapman theorized that 
quite possibly the new revalua- 
tions would push owners hereto- 
fore hesitant to sell into the mar- 
ket. He deduced from this a need 
for action to acquire land before 
new homes have been built there- 
on. 

In this context he also stated 
his feeling that since the Town 
dictates fair market value nego- 
tiations, the Town may also have 
to take a more realistic future 
look at eminent domain proced- 
ures. 

“Some time we will have to face 
this issue at a Town Meeting,” he 
averred. 

Planning Responsibilities 

At one point in the meeting Mr. 
Chapman appeared to surprise 
both Building and School Commit- 
tee members when hr announced 
that his Board was committed to 
look at potentially retired school 
buildings (McCall, Lincoln) for 
other municipal purposes. 

He pointed to Police, Fire and 
Highway needs. 

"We're looking at them all,” he 
said in an answer to Mr. Little- 
ton. 

He also noted the potential fac- 
tor of new density regulations 
within the about-to-be-presented 
zoning j lan for the Town and how 
they might atfect school popula- 
tion projections. 

He it , dewed for the group that 
his Board is required by State 
statute t do broad, overall plan- 
ning and to see that school build- 
ing plans are implemented with 
those of other municipal build- 
ings. 

Mr. Hesslur made a strong plea 
for a clearer definition of appro- 
priation needs relative to finance 
prioii.. s and the debt limit. 

Pr ...pted by the talk of possi- 
ble m. lie school (or schools for 
grades five through seven or 
eight) p - tiling, he asked whether 
the neigh rhood school concept 
was under ebute. lie was an- 
swered i y sirs.

She att ided the Agricultural College at Reading — 
a most dc; ss’ng place. However, since all the stu- 
dents were i. . . cutely poor and the available diver- 
sions meager, whatever small frolic came their way 
was ejoyed all out of proportion to its worth. 

Elspeth rode to the hounds at Nathan’s Orchard, 
where her relatives lived, and froze every time. Her 
Cousin Kate, just expelled from a convent school for 
making book on the horse races and pocketing the 
winnings, didn't like the hunts either. But beautiful 
Gertrude, bound for a good match, suffered them 
gamely in an immaculate habit. At college there were 
sports to attend — always in the mud and wet — the 
cinema to walk to and a chilly tea afterwards. No one 
had any means of transportation besides a bicycle 
and his own two feet. 

"A curious attitude prevailed toward study, which 
I suppose also derived from Oxford tradition. It was 
regarded almost as a secret, rather shameful prac- 
tice — no doubt people indulged in it from time to 
time, but they kept quiet about it and pretended that 
nothing was further from their thoughts.” It all 
sounds pretty grim. 

How dilferent was America, where Elspeth spent 
a year of graduate study at Cornell. "It was very 
much harder work at Cornell. You had to concen- 
trate, you had to study, you could not fritter away 
your time in punts, or in Butteries and cinemas, or 
in just doing nothing.” The tremendous activity and 
number of different activities engaged in by the 
American student amazed her, as did his genuine 
friendliness. And the weather and scenery were won- 
derful. It was the day of the speakeasy and bootleg 
gin. Some of the incidents she witnessed or was 
party to are reminiscent of Mary McCarthy's Tin 
Group, but told so differently that no would turn a 
hair. 

Kate leaves a pseudo-artistic career in London to 
come to America with a temporary “friend." She is 
anxious to see and do all and sees and does so much 
that when she does apparently fall in love with a 
slow-speaking, conventional vegetarian the effect is 
almost shocking. Gertrude has never allowed her 
potential suitors near Nathan’s Orchard with its 
rundown air and hor eccentric parents, hut one by 
one, the suitors have vanished. An elderly, wealthy 
businessman is found by an aunt. 

Nobody elso can personally identify with these 
memoirs — they are unique — but the settings will 
bo familiar to many, and for anyone looking for a 
“good,” well- written, absorbing story, La vc A moan 
the Daui/htcrs is the answer. Mrs. Huxley has a 
very refreshing viewpoint.

It was brought to the at- 
tention of all the Safety Officers, 
that there is a group of men can- 
vassing many towns and cities, and 
frequenting business establish- 
ments. They claim they have the 
approval of the local Chief of Po- 
lice and Safety Officer, to solicit 
for safety pamphlets, which will 
he forwarded to the Safety Officer 
for distribution to the local schools. 

Some of these so called solicitors 
are in fact illegal. The solicitor has 
been known, on several occasions 
to receive a substantial donation 
from the local banks, etc., and the 
Safety Bureau did not receive the 
pamphlets for distribution. 

If you are approached by this 
type of solicitation it would be ad- 
visable to request identification 
such as a signed letter of recom- 
mendation by the Chief of Police 
and Safety Officer.

Greater love hath no man than this . — John 15:1 3 


LJ E lived alone in a cheerless tenement in a dim alley in the heart of the 
* * squalid and congested East Side of London. Who he was, from 
whence he came, what he did, nobody seemed to know. To tell the truth, 
nobody appeared to care. A stooped, pinched and shabby little figure 
with an air of timorous shyness and haunting pathos about him, he looked 
for all the world as if he had just emerged from a drawing by Daumier. 
When he went out, he was swallowed up immediately in the immensity of 
the metropolis. When he came back, he retired at once unto himself. He 
seemingly lived in the desolation of utter loneliness and the hopelessness 
of abject poverty — a forgotten man submerged in the teeming popula- 
tion of the vast city. 

As the Winter set in, he was seen less and less. For several days be- 
fore Christmas, he was not seen at all. Then some incident with which I 
am not familiar led the authorities to visit his wretched habitation. They 
found him dead — dead on the greatest day in the Christian calendar, a 
victim of acute privation and long neglect. As he had lived by himself, 
apparently alienated from his fellowmen, so he had died, with no one to 
smooth his pillow for the last time, or to say a prayer or utter even so 
much as a friendly word to mitigate the pangs of departure into the 
great unknown. 

When they took out his pathetic remains, consigned no doubt to a 
potter's grave, the neighbors merely shrugged their shoulders. Another 
poor devil gone, who was doubtless a sore burden to himself and certainly 
of no possible good to anybody else. Then they dismissed him from mind. 
There was, however, one fact that the neighbors did not know. 

When the authorities examined his poor and meager effects, they 
found literally thousands of receipts for postal orders. They covered a 
period of many years. They were not large in individual amounts but they 
represented hundreds of English pounds in the aggregate. They all went 
to charities — charities of all kinds, without discrimination as to race, 
creed or color of the beneficiaries. Orphanages, hospitals, shelters, homes 
for the aged, all manner of institutions for the relief of human misery in all 
its pitiful forms were included in the benefactions. Yes, and among the 
list animal welfare societies had not been forgotten. The last receipt was 
for a contribution to the Salvation Army to buy Christmas dinners for 
the poor. 

This man had lived in extreme penury and died in utter destitution 
that the least of these, his brethren, might be administered unto in their 
helplessness, want and suffering — that those who were hungry might be 
given meat, that those who were thirsty might be given drink, that the 
stranger might be taken in, the naked clothed, and the sick visited. The 
brief item I read in a London paper some years ago, and upon which this 
story is based, gave no hint of the personal drama or inner crisis — if such 
there was — which led to this great renunciation. But surely in some way 
the transforming power and grace of that love and compassion which 
Jesus insistently preached and consistently lived and died to vindicate, 
had quickened the heart and possessed the soul of this man of the London 
slums, and had become the absorbing passion of his life.

Accidents Here 
Lower Tli an 
Average 

Whore does Middlesex County 
stuind, with respect to its accident 
record, in relation to other com- 
munities? 

According to figures recently re- 
leased by the U.S. Public Health 
Service, in its annual compilation 
of vital statistics, the accident 
rate in the local area is relatively 
low. 

The report shows that 028 resi- 
dents of Middlesex County lost 
their lives as the result of acei- | 
dents during the year ending j 
January 1, 19G7, and that auto- 
mobiles caused 222 of them. 

The figures cover accidents of i 
all types affecting local residents, i 
'♦•rover they might have taken 
place. Not counted, on the other 
Kami, were non-residents injured I 
locally. 

Taken into consideration were 
accidents sustained while on the 
job, while at home, while driving, I 
swimming, hunting, boating and in 
all other activities. 

From the standpoint of popula- j 
tion, Middlesex County’s toll was 
below average. It represented a I 
rate of 48 fatal accidents per 100,- | 
000 people. 

By way of comparison, the rate | 
in the rest of the United States I 
amounted to 57 per 100,000. In the 
State of Massachusetts it was 1 
50 per 100,000, 

The enormity of the accident 
problem is evident from the figures 
released by the National Safety 
Council. They show that 112,000 
persons lost their lives in the year 
and that 58,100 of them involved 
motor vehicles. Home accidents 
were in second place with 28,500 
deaths. 

This tells only part of the story, 
however. An additional 10,800,000 
people suffered non-fatal injuries 
in the course of the year. 

Thus, for every one who was 
killed, there were another 00 who 
were temporarily disabled. 

The annual cost of accidents in 
the United States has been sky- 
rocketing. Currently, the Council 
estimates it at $21.8 billion. 

This takes into account property 
damage, lost wages, drop in pro- 
ductivity, medical expenses and 
other losses. 

Middlesex County’s proportion- 
ate share of this cost, applying the 
average loss per accident locally, 
comes to some $119,320,000. (Park 
Bow News Service)

Why Manufacturing Is Important* 


PROBLEMS 


by the faot that an efficient manu- 
fadturing process had not yet been 
developed. 

"The need for a new means of 
production was by this time abun- 
dantly apparent. With a growing 
population, and a wove of im- 
migrants flooding the land, the 
necessity of having a greater 
quantity of quality goods was a 
pressing problem indeed. This 
problem was solved by the develop- 
ment of the manufacturing process 
which we still use today. 

“The proofs of which I speak 
can be titled under the general 
heading of mass production. Mass 
production resulted in fundamental 
changes in the role of labor in the 
United States, and thus affected 
all working people. As has been 
said, goods had previously been 
made by individuals by hand. Mass 
production, however, a 1 1 o w e d 
machines 'to do the work of people. 
This revolutionary idea of machines 
replacing people made the hand 
method of assembly seem primitive 
in comparison. No more would 
people need ito do the tedious work 
of cutting and shaving parts to 
fit, for nu*c bines could now do that 
task for them. Consequently, man’s 
toil not only became much easier, 
but his returns increased as well.

Ik exposition on “Why Manu- 
facturing Is Important” follows: 

“As I pondered the question of 
why manufacturing is important, 
I glanced around my room seem- 
ingly searching for the answer. 
The fact that the United States is 
the leading manufacturing nation 
in the world passed .through my 
mind. But why is manufacturing 
important to everyday people, who 
are not concerned with the miriad 
of facts that economists can pre- 
sent to us? I found my answer 
within the walls of my room, for 
surrounding me were the products 
of our great manufacturing nation. 

“Directly before me, on a small 
wooden stand, was a radio. On the 
outside, this device looks simple 
enough, but beneath its veneer of 
volume and .tuning knobs is hidden 
a complex system of transistorized 
circuits, resistors, and other items 
that easily confuse an electronic 
novice such as myself. If one uses 
his imagination, however, he can 
create in his mind the scene of the 
people and machines who busily 
assembled the radio which was 
now playing before me. This radio 
began as a scattered collection of 
many different parts, but is now 
a working mechanism. How did 
such a miraculous transformation 
occur? 

"The end result, in the form of a 
radio, was due to a system of pro- 
duction which has been developed 
over many years. This system 
was necessitated by the advent of 
the Industrial Revolution during 
the last century. The Industrial 
Revolution brought about funda- 
mental changes in the means of 
production. 

Quality, Quantity? 

“During the years prior to these 
changes, people manufactured the 
goods they needed in their own 
homes. Because of the obvious 
individuality in making these 
goods, they varied greatly in 
quality. But even dismissing the 
problem of quality control, another 
problem of quantity, was all too 
painfully felt. A mid western 
farmer, for example, would much 
rather have had even a poor grade 
of iron plow rather than the wood- 
en one he had fashioned himself. 
But because iron plows were still 
being made by hand, they could 
not he produced quickly enough 
to satisfy the demand. Thus, even 
agricultural progress was impeded

“Through many years of devel- 
opment, the mass production sys- 
tem was augmented by innovations 
on this general theme. The most 
important improvement of all, 
though, would have to be 'the orig- 
ination of the assembly line 
method. This method is well known 
to all of us, and It suffices to say 
that this technique was the spark 
that ignited the manufacturing ex- 
plosion we have had since 1900. 
Our position as the leading manu- 
facturing nation of the world is 
mainly due to the gradual growth 
and elaboration of our manufact- 
uring processes. Today, the United 
States is further advanced than 
any other country on earth relat- 
ing to production methods and 
industrial know-how. 

“Our advanced state of technol- 
ogy is one reason why there was 
a radio before me. Because of our 
efficient methods of production, 
we can manufacture almost any 
item we wish to an excess. The 
farmer who is paid not to grow 
more focal is another example. He 
has 'the machinery to produce to an 
excess. Automobile maunfaoturors 
are in the same situation. They 
can produce more cars than could 
be Sold. Almost any industry has 
this capability. 

“We find ourselves, therefore, in 
a position where almost anything 
we wish can be produced to satisfy 
our desires. This is why manu- 
facturing is so vitally important 
to us as well as ito any other 
country. With a sound manufac- 
turing base, any nation can make 
sufficient tools to improve the lot 
of the many. You have read how 
the development of our manufac- 
turing system created a situation 
where we do not really need any 
more growth in production for 
our present population. Any 
further industrial or agricultural 
growth in the United States would 
be merely adding an excess, an 
excess which would be neither 
profitable nor required. 

“But not all .nations are its 
fortunate as we. We are a nation 
endowed with tremendous natural 
resources and the people who can 
best use them. How we use our 
position to the best advantage of 
all men is a question which will 
ultimately determine how quickly 
the underdeveloped portions of the 
world improve their state. We 
should not be greedy, hut share 
our wealth with our friends across 
the globe.”

Like holly, ivy and mistletoe, 
flowers hare in the legend and lore 
of Christmas. In terms of the Vic- 
torian era. the floral legend is an 
especially meaningful one. 

A Victorian lady who received 
1 bouquet from her admirer could 
either smell it or rend it as if it 
were a letter. Often, it was a let- 
ter. 

Young ongnged couples, strictly 
chaperoned, found a way to com- 
municate words of affection via 
flowers. Bach flower had a special 
meaning. 

Flowers in sequence could be 
used to spell out a fervent pledge 
of love. To help in composing — and 
translating — those messages, there 
were numerous tiny dictionaries 
listing flowers and their meanings. 

The flowering honeysuckle, for 
instance, spoke of “bonds of love.” 
A red rosebud told a lady that she 
was “pure and lovely.” Red double 
pink meant “woman’s love.” And 
heliotrope carried a bold message, 
“I love you." 

This Victorian language of flow- 
ers greatly influenced the design 
of Christmas cards of the time. 

Lush summer blooms are typical 
of the Victorian admiration of 
flowers, regardless of the season. 

Though sentiments may he ex- 
pressed differently, flowers still 
bloom on modern Christmas cards. 
A current card offers one example. 
Poinsett ins flower on a background 
of mistletoe, and the message 
reads, “Just for you. honey, all my 
love at Christmas.”

One of the problems as well as 
the challenges of duplicate bridge 
is that the miserable little hands 
are just as important as the slams, 
witness the following:

Now. look at East-West — four 
chili tricks, a couple of spades (if 
they are led by North ) and one din 
numd, making one. 

Obviously timing is the key; get- 
ting nil' on the right foot, is vital. 
We led a heart from North on the 
theory of leading through East's 
second-bid suit. South won the 
trick with the jack, and eliminating 
spade (surely, partner would have 
led if he had four) and clubs (may 
lie the ten-spot will set up), led 
hack a diamond, taken by North’s j 
Queen. Back came another heart i 
taken by South, followed by the ace I 
of hearts and then a diamond lead 
back to North's king, producing 
five tricks. Now North can take his 
spade ace and hold West to his one 
no trump, but he still has spirit, 
and hoping that South has the jack 
of clubs for the fourth club trick, 
he throws the lead to the dummy 
East, knowing that West cannot 
get. into his hand with hearts or 
diamonds. Alas, West can reach his 
hand with the jack of clubs, plays 
his good diamonds to discard East’s 
spades on and leads to East’s three 
good clubs and the king of hearts 
to take all the remaining tricks, 
making two. 

To show how much hangs on that 
opening lead, consider a low spade 
from North, South's jack forcing 
West’s king. Now the burden is on 
the East-West hands. What to set 
up? Nothing really looks very ex- 
citing. I doubt if that king of hearts 
will ever take a trick, and the six- 
card diamond suit seems hard to 
guess. I can easily visualize a se- 
quence that dangles the double 
finesse in diamonds in front of 
West's nose, and trying to make 
two, he goes down one. 

Oil well, maybe next week we’ll 
have more cards; defense is always 
difficult.

| growth of the Springer organiza- 
tion. 

Legislation is now being drafted 
to limit Springer’s growth. Ex- 
tensive studies hao been made by 
the German equivalent of the 
American Federal Trade Commis- 
sion, called the Bundeskartellnnit, 
under the direction of Dr. K Ivor- 
hard Gunther, all designed to show 
how much of a danger and a 
menace Springer is to Germany. 

I discussed the study in Berlin 
with Dr. Gunther and his chief 
research associate in some detail. 

I asked how legislation control- 
ling Springer could be reconciled 
with the “free press article,” 
article No. 5 in the West German 
constitution. Article 5 guarantees 
a “free press” as indeed, does 
the Berlin state constitution which 
was adopted in 1965. 

The answer from the statistical- 
ly oriented Dr. Gunther was th;u 
this is “not a freedom of the press 
matter, but rather a business mat- 
ter.” 

However, a number of other 
questions have been raised about 
the validity of the “Gunther Com- 
mission" study, such as; 

— The study is based upon circu- 
lation figures and not on content 
of the publications. 

— Are circulation figures the 
same as believeability, i.e., do 
readers believe everything they 
read ? 

— Is it valid to include all cir- 
culation figures of Springer’s pub- 
lications? (Magazines abou/t ro- 
mance, soccer, etc.?) 

His five magazines are strictly 
non political. The editors of the 
different newspapers insist that 
they arc free to write and com- 
ment as they wish without re- 
straint or control from Herr 
Springer. It is presumably under- 
stood, however, that the editors 
subscribe to the four point policy 
platform of publisher Springer. 

The Gunther Commission dis- 
counts all of these explanations 
and differences. Dr. Gunther and 
his associates in the Bundeskar- 
tellamt are convinced that Spring- 
er is a potential danger and there- 
fore this is a real danger to them. 
Their solution; pass a law to 
limit Springer. 

But many German newspaper 
editors and publishers worry about 
this analysis. 

Since there is no evidence or ex- 
amples of Springer attempting to 
control either the government or 
the country, the potential danger 
of Springer is academic and not 
real, .they feel. 

Once the law is passed that 
limits the press in any way, who 
knows how .that law may be used 
in .the future. This is of genuine 
, concern.

In 1948, however. Axel Springer 
entered the newspaper field by es- 
tablishing the "Hamburg Abend- 
blatt.” There were already seven 
other newspapers in the city. All 
logic said the venture was ridicu- 
lous and doomed to failure. 

In two years it was the city's 
largest and most exciting news- 
paper. It succeeded on a pyramid 
of gimmicks, contests, giveaways, 
prizes, sentiment, and, as some 
have said, on "good old fashioned 
eye-wash.” Today it has a circula- 
tion of more than 300,000. 

In 1952 Springer launched his 
most successful publishing venture, 
and most controversial, “Die Bild 
Zeitung" (the picture newspaper). 
It was created entirely by Springer 
after much tortuous and agonizing 
thought. He decided on a sharp 
departure from whait had been 
done previously. 

Sex. human interest, oddities, 
sensationalism, crime, flamboyant 
makeup and red ink on page one 
hail been used before. But the 
"mix” would be different. 

The special Springer formula 
has made "Die Bild” the largest 
newspaper on the European con- 
tinent today. Springer has an in- 
stinct for reaching people.

In New Testament stories of tho 
Nativity, only Sit. Matthew tells 
of “wise men from the east” - — 
and how many wise men followed 
the star to the manger is not 
stated. The tradition that there 
were three probably comes from 
St. Matthew’s description of three 
gifts — gold, frankincense and 
myrrh. 

Another explanation for the 
number three is the legend that the 
wise men symbolized all humanity, 
in iturn represented by the races of 
Shem, Ham and Japhet, according 
to the editors of the New Book 
of Knowledge. 

Early tradition mentions varying 
numbers of wise men. Twelve was 
the number traditional in the East- 
ern church, while in the West. 
Mosaics and paintings showed 
sometimes two, sometimes three, 
four or more wise men. 

During the sixth century, the 
idea that there were three came 
to be generally accepted. In leg- 
ends. the wise men were given 
names: Melhior, Gasper, Baltazar. 

Although St. Matthew did not 
use the name “Magi.” he implied 
it when he wrote of “wise men,” 
for “magi” was commonly used in 
Palestine to moan “great, illustri- 
ous.” 

Today, Nativity scenes show 
three wise men or Magi present 
at the manger along \yith tlu^ 
shepherds, who hastened to Beth- 
lehem on the night Christ was 
born. Some historians, however, 
believe that the visit of the Magi 
didn't take place until much later — 
perhaps a year or even two years 
after the birth of Christ.

businessmen, government officials, 
many white collar workers, and 
others speak critically of Springer. 

Hilt on the other hand, Herr 
Springer has been characterized 
as the idol of thousands, if not 
millions, of blue collar workers. 
The demarcation line is actually 
not that simple. I listened to a 
number of white collar workers, 
too, many university educated, who 
defend the controversial publisher. 

One thing is sure. He must be 
j doing something right, as the say- 
ing goes, when he can interest 
more than -1,000,000 people a day 
with just one of his newspapers — 
"Die Bild Zeitung” (The Picture 
Newspaper). It is circulated 
throughout the country. 

However, it is “Die Bild Zei- 
tung," despite its huge circulation 
success, that causes most of the 
controversy. 

“Bild" is decidedly a sensation- 
alist newspaper. It follows the tra- 
ditional formula of what Ameri- 
cans call -the “penny press.” It 
uses screaming headlines, sex. vio- 
lence, mayhem, human interest 
stories filled with excitement, pa- 
thos, and imagination, and many 
large photos to go with the as- 
sortment. There are also splashes 
of red undeijinings and headlines 
on the front and back pages. 

On the other hand, "Bild” does 
contain serious news of national 
and international consequence. 
Some say that it is oversimplified 
and therefore distorted. This may 
be true. But. oversimplified or not, 
every issue has some news that 
may be considered of consequence. 
This means, of course, that the 
-1,000,000 people are being inform- 
ed to some degree at least, of the 
important happenings around them 
or in the world. 

What would they read if "Bild” 
didn't exist? They probably would- 
n’t read any newspaper. 

Herr Springer also publishes the 
respected “Die Welt” (The World), 
which has a circulation of nearly 
250,000 a dity across the country, | 
"Berliner Morganpost” with an- | 
other 250,000 a day, and not especi- 
ally sensationalist, four other 
newspapers (seven in all), plus a 
number of respected and some sen- 
sationalist magazines, plus books 
of various types. 

Some statisticians will tell you 
that his newspaper circulation 
amounts to JOG of the entire daily 
newspaper circulation in the coun- 
try, and his Sunday (actually Sat- 
urday, the equivalent to the U.S. 
Sunday editions) circulation is 
some SO 1 , , of the nation’s total for 
that edition. 

Then, if you add the magazines 
— all of which are non political and 
most of which have very healthy 
circulations — it is plain that Herr 
Springer does reach millions of 
people in Germany, certainly many 
more than any other publisher. 

However, circulation size is not 
tile only dimension indicating the 
scope of tlie Springer enterprise.

ed in it. My young: daughter who 
has the same first initial as I do 
might have opened it by mistake. 
Isn’t there anything a parent can 
do to protect his children from ex- 
posure to this sort of thing?” 

The Attorney General’s office 
says there is something you can 
do. Whether the material is legal- 
ly obscene or not. if you find it 
offensive, you can stop rt from 
coming to you. 

Here’s what to do: 

Pick up a form at your local post 
office which reads in part as fol- 
lows: 

“ I (name) consider this mail- 
ing to be a pandering advertise- 
ment which offers for sale erotical- 
ly provocative material.” 

“Accordingly, 1 request that the 
above-named mailer -and his agents 
be directed to refrain from mak- 
ing any further mailings 'to me, as 
well as to my below-li«ted minor 
children residing with me wh*i have 
not attained their nineteenth birth- 
day.” 

Upon receipt of this request the 
Post Office Department will send 
a “prohibitory order” to the send- 
er directing him to refrain from 
further mailings of any kind to the 
complaining pa/tron. 

This order takes effect within 
30 days. 

— if you change your address, 
and wish to continue the order 
notify the postmaster who issued 
the order of your new address. 

— save all the material which is 
mailed after such order is in ef- 
fect and turn it over to the post- 
master. 

To initiate an order, send the 
offensive advertisement, its enve- 
lope and signed form to your post- 
master with the words “Request 
for Prohibitory Order” on the face 
of -the envelope. 

The form may also lx? obtained 
by writing ito: Attorney General 
Elliot Richardson, Consumer Pro- 
tection Division, State House, Bos- 
ton, Massachusetts 02133.

The “Massachusetts” label is 
used for all Christmas cards hear- 
ing a Massachusetts address. 

The “Out-Of-State” label is used 
on all mail going outside of Massa- 
chusetts. i’atrons requiring addi- 
tional mailing wrappers may get 
them at the post office. Full com- 
pliance with this suggestion will 
save one sorting by clerks and will 
advance the dispatch and delivery 
of your mail. 

Postmaster Hill said “We owe 
our success in moving the large 
volume of Christmas mail in past 
years to the splendid cooperation 
of our patrons in “mailing early” 
and using ZIP codes. Now we are 
asking thut these special wrappers 
be used to make this year’s move- 
ment of mails successful. 


1. Up-date your Christmas mail- 
ing lists - Your Christmas mail- 
ing list should he up-dated at once. 
Make sure you have the correct 
ZIP Code listed. 

2. Buy your stamps now — Buy 
your stamps now and avoid the 
long lines that will be forming 
later in December. 

3. Mail early — Mailing early | 
in the day is important. Airmail to 
Armed Forces overseas by Decem- 
ber 10th, parcels to distant states j 
by December 2nd, parcels to near- 
by states and New England by De- 
cember loth. Greeting cards to 
distant states by December 11th, 
and to nearby states and New Eng- 
land by December 15th.

In schools, churches, hospitals 
and other public buildings, use 
only non-combustible trees and 
decorations, or trees treated by 
U L- listed fire retardant compounds 
in accordance with UL recommen- 
dations, says Fire Chief Frank 
Amico. 

For school and church plays, 
avoid beards, masks and flimsy 
costume materials unless they have 
been treated to make them fire- 
retardant. 

In children’s plays and church 
processions, use safe, battery- 
operated electric candles instead 
of hazardous lighted wax candles. 

In any public huddling, Christ- 
mas crowds may easily lead to 
panic in case of fire. It is especial- 
ly important to keep exit passages 
and door unblocked and clearly 
marked, and to enforce no-smok- 
ing regulations.

I he robbery occurred the day after a filing cabinet containing 
receipts was stolen from the Scotch Wash business at 78.3 Main Street. 


John Frazzoni of 518 Washing- 
ton Street was heading to the 
bank at about 6:30 Saturday eve- 
ning to deposit money from Neno’s 
Market at 32 Swanton Street. 

Driving south on Spruce Street 
from Swanton, he pulled up at the 
traffic light at the by-pass. 

Immediately a car pulled from 
behind him around in front and 
blocked his path, and a man, wear- 
ing a silk-stocking mask, ap- 
proached the car in a crouched po- 
sition and pointed a “dark” gun 
at him. 

“Give me the money,” he was 
told, and he handed over the bags, 
which contained about $ 1,000 in 
cash, §800 in checks. 

“(iive me the keys to your car,” 
he was next instructed. When he 
complied, tho man took them and 
threw them into the adjacent field. 

The car then turned right to- 
wards Main Street hut not before

mately S 1(1.000 damage to an Oak Street home 1 he house, owned Irv 
Leonard Folcv of 17 Oak .Street, is reined by Mr. and Mrs. Elliott 
lliu kins who were at work ill Boston when the lire was discovered. 


No one was injured in the 10:30 
a. m. blaze, which caused extensive 
damage to an L-shaped section at 
the rear of the house. Fire Chief 
1. Francis Amico has listed prol>- 
able cause as an extension cord in 
a crawl space at the rear of the 
house. 

The Fire was recorded as the 
thousandth run made by the Fire 
Department this year. 

A person at the rear of Neno’s 
supermarket, which backs up to 
the property, observed smoke com- 
ing from tho lower section of the 
house and contacted Mr. Foley, 
whose home is just next door to 
the east. 

Mr. Foley opened a small door 
leading into the ell section crawl 
space, and saw heavy smoke and 
flames and rushed home to call 
the Fire Department 

Remembering that an angora 
kitten was likely still in the burn- 
ing house, he then returned, went 
in the kitchen door and, crawling 
on his hands and knees to mini- 
mize the effects of the heavy 
smoke now' throughout, went into 
the living room, where he located 
and removed the kitten. 

Chief Amico sounded the second 
alarm when he reached the scene 
to bring more manpower. Accord- 
ing to the Chief, the fire had been 
going on for a while before the 
alarm was sounded and was most- 
ly in the walls at the rear of the 
house. It had spread rapidly up- 
wards toward the upstairs front 


bedrooms, but was brought under 
control before it reached them. It 
did, however, damage completely 
the bedroom and bathroom in the 
rear ell. 

The fact that the exterior of 
the house had aluminum sidings 
and aluminum-framed windows 
contributed to confining the fire 
inside and added to the heavy 
concentration of heat. Firefighters 
opened walls to partitions, ceiling 
sections, vent roof and windows to 
release the heat and smoko. They 
confined the blaze to the rear of 
the house, but there was heavy 
damage from smoke, heat and 
water throughout the building. 

The small, white house had 
been remodeled about three years 
ago. Last week’s fire will probably 
dictate the removal of its upper 
ell section. 

Chief Amico was assisted at the 
fire by Woburn Fire Chief Ed- 
ward Callahan. 

Answering the first alarm were 
engines two and three, the rescue 
truck and the chief’s ear. On the 
second alarm Winchester engine 
four, Stoneham engine five and 
the Winchester auxiliary light 
truck went to the fire. Woburn 
engine four, Woburn rescue six, 
the Arlington ladder and Win- 
chester auxiliary engine six went 
to the station to cover. 

While the engines were cover- 
ing. Woburn engine, four respond- 
ed to a brush fire on Lawson Road.

Luther King Jr. 


"If there is to be peace on earth and goodwill 
toward men. we must finally believe in the ultimate 
morality of the universe, anil believe that all trai- 
ns binges on moral foundations. Something must 
remind us of this as we once again stand in the 
Christmas season and think of the Easter season 
simultaneously, for the two somehow go together. 
Christ came to show us the way. Men love darkness 
rather than the light, and they crucified Him. and 
there on Good Friday on the Cross it was still dark, 
but then Easter came, and Easter is an eternal re- 
minder of the fact that the truth-crushed earth will 
rise again. Easter justifies Carlyle in saying. "No 
lie can live for ever." Vnd so this is our faith, as we 
continue to hope for peace on earth and goodwill 
toward men: let us know that in the process we 
have cosmic companionship. . . 

. .And so todav I still have a dream. I have a 
dream that one day men will rise up and come to 
see that they are made to live together as brothers. . . 
I still have a dream today that one day the idle 
industries of Appalachia will be revitalized, and the 
empty stomachs of Mississippi will be filled, and 
brotherhood will be more than a fjw words at the 
end of a prayer, but rather the first order of business 
on every legislative agenda. I still have a dream 
today that one day justice will roll down like water, 
and righteousness like a mighty stream. I still have 
a dream today that in all of our state houses and

To erect an enclosure over the 
existing conveyor, $2,500 wa 
voted. 

Superintendent of Highway 
Robert G. O’Brien presented 
parts of the study, asking early 
action on their recommendation 
to get. the incinerator bnck into 
operation. 

If the Town should accept the 
whole total package of recom- 
mendations, the cost would come 
to about $834,000, he said. 

“This is too big an order for 
the Board to make," noted Chair- 
man Doucette as he introduced 
the topic of a Special Town Meet- 
ing to consider the proposition. 

The fact that the best time of 
year to have the incinerator 
slowed down for repairs is be- 
tween January and March was 
interjected into the discussion. 

The Selectmen agreed that 
they should move as fast as they 
could and that they should con- 
sult with comptroller James Cos- 
tello as to what possibilities are 
for financing the project or parts 
thereof. 

They postponed until after 
further consideration both an ac- 
ceptance of the report and fur- 
ther action thereon.

Tile Winchester Public Schools 
Learning Disabilities Program pro- 
vide* special instruction for the 70 
students presently diagnosed ns 
perceptually handicapped. Tutorial 
programs on an individual basis 
not less than two ami one-half hours 
per week per pupil are iti progress 
with a staff of eight specially 
trained teachers under the direc- 
tion of Mrs. Judith Hawkes, co- 
ordinator of the program. 

Tests were devised by the spec- 
ialists in order to screen those 
children suffering from this learn- 
ing problem. State approval is 
necessary for each child so labeled 
in order to receive reimbursement, 

The School Committee voted 
funds to hire eight tutors who 
handle the program, confer with 
parents and have group confer- 
ences weekly to discuss individual 
ease studies. 

The staff of specialist tutors 
study forms of evaluation and new 
and improved methods of teaching 
these special children. Such child- 
ren have average or high intelli- 
gence but need special help to 
overcome problems encountered in 
seeing words backwards, motor- 
visual coordination, etc. 

The tutors also meet frequently 
with guidance and physical edu- 
cation personnel whose abilities 
are put to work helping the per- 
ceptually handicapped child. 
Speech Therapists. Nurses and 
Reading Specialists for regular 
students are also called upon to 
work with these children. 

All teachers in the school system 
have participated in a workshop 
on the perceptually handicapped 
child in order to help them deal

Patient-Nurse 

Communications 

“Patients will communicate with 
their nurses via individual bed- 
side television seta in the new 
wing at New England Memorial 
Hospital. Stoneham,” according to 
Raymond L. Pelton, administrator 
of the hospital. 

He led a group of physicians 
through the partially completed 
building last Sunday, December H. 

By pressing a button on the bed- 
side television set, patients will get 
the nurse’s attention at the nur- 
sing station. Her picture will ap- 
pear on the screen automatically 
whether or not the set is turned 
on, and then the patient and nurse 
can communicate through the set. 

Each patient floor is constructed 
with a double corridor- — ten rooms 
on each side of the building — and 
centrally located nursing stations, 
utility rooms, examining rooms, 
charting stations, linen rooms, diet 
stations and conference rooms. 

Another speeial feature of the 
new hospital will he the proposed 
50 ft. by 50 ft. heliport on the 
roof. A helicopter can go directly 
to the scene to pick up accident 
eases and without traffic delays, j 
transport them to the hospital 
from highways and industrial sites. 

“Meals on wheels” is one of the 
newest features planned for pa- 
tients’ food service. Carts holding 
twenty trays of fond each will keep 
either hot or cold while being 
transported from the kitchen to 
the patient floors. 

The present cafeteria in the Ru- 
ble Memorial wing will be convert- 
ed into offices for the nursing de- 
partment, personnel director, vol- 
unteers, and data processing. Ru- 
ble and the new hospital will he 
connected at each floor; while the 
remaining parts of the present hos- 1 
pital (Surgical. Browning Memor- 
ial, and the Main Building) will be 
torn down.

“He feels also, that the “chronic 
down-turn in new housing con- 
struction in the Boston area is 
placing a premium value upon the 
sounti, well-built older homes of 
communities like Winchester." He 
goes on to state that the problem 
is “complicated by it pattern of 
home ownership which came into 
existence following World War II. 
This is a pattern of purchasing 
a modestly priced home with a 
minimum down payment, and re- 
taining it until sufficient equity 
has been acquired to meet the 20' < 
down payment on a more highly- 
priced home.” 

“Mortgage practices, therefore, 
tend to restrict the ownership of 
the larger, costlier homes to the 
more mature families whose child- 
ren are of school age. ( rather than 
pre-schoolers), or to larger fam- 
lies with a full age-range of child- 
ren. Quality schooling is reportedly 
the most frequently cited single 
factor in attracting such families 
to ia community. The current situa- 
tion in Winchester seenvs to be a 
good example of all these trends. 

“The Federal Reserve Bank of 
Boston noted earlier this year that 
New England had experienced its 
seventh successive year of expan- 
sion, with all indications that the 
trend will continue. The region’s 
economy rests with the new techno- 
logically oriented manufacturing 
and service industries, having 
made a successful transition from 
the old line low-wage industries 
for which the Boston area was 
known. Wage levels are continuing 
to rise, and the demand for hous- 
ing will increase, particularly in 
view of the fact that new housing 
starts are down in the Boston 'area 
this year.” 

“Professor Nash further states 
that “on the basis of regional 
trends, any substantial decline in 
the present pattern of in-migra- 
tion, which would alter the charac- 
teristics ol' Winchester’s school 
population, cannot be anticipated 
at least in the next decade.” 

"The foregoing comments in- 
dicate that the predicting, with 
any degree of accuracy, of long- 
range school enrollments in desir- 
able suburban communities is be- 
coming a highly complex problem. 
More facts and more data are 
needed. In Winchester, for in- 
stance, we need 'to have answers 
to questions such as the following: 
To what extent is the pattern of 
“trading-up” in homes affecting 
the 'town? How does this pattern 
vary in the different sections of 
of the ‘town ? Of the some 900 
large, older homes which in 19(55 
were reported to be occupied by 
couples in their sixties and which 
| housed no school-age children, how 
many such homes remain in the 
| same status? 

“Based on 'the data presently 
I available, five-year projections of 
both elementary and junior high 
school enrollments have been made. 
They are based upon adaptations 
of the saturation analysis method. 

“These adaptations are two-fold. 
First, the number of homes in the 
town has been projected by adding 
to tlie 'total in each future year the 
average number built in the past 
five years, or 54 homes. Secondly, 
the ratio which represents the 
number of school-age children per 
residence has been altered for each 
future year so as to reflect this 
continuing increase in the number 
of children. In this connection, it 
should be pointed out that the 
apartment buildings, Parkview and 
Wedge Pond, have not been in- 
cluded in the total because they do 
not r epresent child-producing 
homes. 

“The projections studied for a 
five-year term should prove reason- 
ably accurate for the next two or 
three years. As indicated above, 
because of the increasingly com- 
plex mature of the problem, addi- 
tional facts and data are needed. 
It is suggested, therefore, that this 
matter of the projection of future 
enrollments be given high priority 
for study over the coming months."

Home isn't the only place where 
dangerous Christmas fire hazards 
need attention. 

In schools, churches, hospitals 
and other public buildings, use 
only non-combustible trees and 
decorations, or trees treated by 
UL-listed lire retardant compounds 
in accordance with II L recommen- 
dations, says Fire Chief Frank 
Amico. 

For school and church plays, 
avoid beards, masks and flimsy 
costume materials unless they have 
been treated to make them fire- 
rota rd ant. 

In children’s plays and church 
processions, use safe, battery- 
operated electric candles instead 
of hazardous lighted wax candles. 

In any public huddling, Christ- 
mas crowds may easily lead to 
panic in case of tire. It is especial- 
ly important to keep exit passages 
and door unblocked and clearly 
marked, and to enforce no-smok- 
ing regulations.

The pageantry of the Middle 
Ages will be on display in the Con- 
cord Library Gallery from Decem- 
ber 9 to January fi in the form of a 
collection of rubbings and other re- 
productions of English monumental 
brasses, the work of l rollers of 
the New England Monumental 
Brass Society. 

Monumental brasses are engrav- 
ings on brass, comniemoratir- the 
great and little people of England 
from the 13th to the Kith centuries. 
Chaucers contemporaries are well 
represented amongst the brasses — 
the knight, his lady, the monk, the 
nun, the merchant and the inn- 
keeper. 

The brasses form a continuous 
record of change of military, civil- 
ian and ecclesiasti" J through 
three centuries. The practice of 
making brasses ceased under Crom- 
well who destroyed most of them 
as being Popish ornaments. 

It is estimated that there were 
originally 50,000 brasses in Eng- 
land of which about 8,000 have sur- 
vived. The brasses range in size 
from less than a foot to over 8 feet 
tall, and are found on the floors and 
walls of English parish churches 
and cathedrals, often still being 
walked over.

Persons owning guns o( any kind have six days more to comply 
with the new State law necessitating their registration \ia a Fire- 
arms’ Identification Card with the local Police Department. 


The Department here has to 
date registered about 425 local 
persons for lircarm ID cards. 

Beginning January 1 ownership 
of a gun without the ID — ex- 
cepting in the instance of persons 
already licensed to carry a fire- 
arm — will' be a violation subject 
to penalty. 

To assist citizens the Police 
Department will have special per- 
sonnel on hand at headquarters 
tonight and Monday evening, De- 
cember JO. from 0:30 to 9:30 p.m. 

Any Massachusetts resident 
who is over 21 years of age may 
apply for a card. Those under 
18, but over 15, must have writ- 
ten permission from their parents 
or guardians. 

The registration costs $2 and 
is good for five years. “It in no 
way prevents the law-abiding 
citizen from owning a gun or 
enjoying shooting sports,” says 
Chief Joseph J. Derro. "In many 
ways it protects the owners of 
guns and it will help to keep 
guns out of the hands of improp- 
er persons.”

Dr. Blaise F. Alfano of 22 
Everett Avenue, executive sec- 
retary of the American Society 
of Abdominal Surgeons, was an 
official observer at Saturday's 
second manned Apollo launch at 
the John F. Kennedy Space Cen- 
ter, Florida. 

Dr. Alfano was among a select 
group of national leaders in 
medicine, business, science and 
government who were invited by 
the National Aeronautics and 
Space Administration to witness 
the lunar orbit, man’s first flight 
into deep space beyond earth 
orbit. 

“Even among the sophisticated 
scientists the tension was strong- 
ly felt when I arrived there Tues- 
day,” reported Dr. Alfano. 

“The enormity of the set-up it- 
self is awesome . . . the Kennedy 
Space Center itself covers 88,000 
acres. Next door at Cape Kennedy 
is 17,000.” 

The Star went to press too ear- 
ly to have any of the doctor’s com- 
ments on the mid-week events, but 
looking ahead Dr. Alfano believes 
that no matte’ - what happens to 
this shot, moon shots will become 
commonplace very quickly. 

“Things are moving very fast 
and on a large scale,” he states. 
"Space stations will ho the next 
step.” 

Dr. Alfano did not find other 
medical observers at the Center. 
He noted the presence of Colonel 
Charles Lindberg, however. 

“The shoot is exciting relative 
to its unknown problems,” he re- 
minded. One of those in the med- 
ical field is that caused by the loss 
of calcium as humans go up. This 
opens up tho potential of calcium 
gallstones as a factor to deal 
with.” 


Ahead of flight the astronauts 
are checked out as far as possible 
(by a large team of physicians 
both at Houston and at Cape Ken- 
nedy) for any possible indications 
of hernias or ulcers. 

“We know that there is a tem- 
porary loss of circulation blood 
cells in space flights. The effects 
in the moon area are unknown.” 
This information must await de- 
briefing.

During flight blood pressure, 
pulse, pulse pressure and temper- 
ature arc recorded and studied be- 
low, as well as electrocardiograms. 

In the event of acute appendici- 
tis, the men are equipped with an- 
tibiotics to keep it under control 
if possible. This year they were 
given flu shots.

THE DRUG SCENE 


Serving The Community For 88 Years

Editor of the Star: 

As an interested citizen of the 
Town of Winchester, 1 believe that 
the recent change in Congressional 
districts and the election of Con- 
gressman Torbert Macdonald is a 
major concern of the town. Cer 
tainly. in recent years, < n gross - 
man Bradford Morse gave us 
adequate representation in Wash- 
ington and appeared to be cogni- 
zant of the interests and opinions 
of his constituents. On the other 
hand. I would gather from cam- 
paign information. Mr. Macdonald 
practices a type of absentee rep- 
resentation which basically does 
not appear to provide adequate 
expression of the townspeople’s 
interests. 

I should like to suggest that a 
periodic box score be included in 
your paper, much in the pattern of 
the New York Times, of Congress- 
man Macdonald's voting record 
and his attendance so that his new 
constituents can learn of his poli- 
cies and his attention to his duties 
and responsibilities. It is unfor- 
tunate that in the Boston area it 
is frequently quite difficult to keep 
track of one's elected represen- 
tative's action unless a particularly 
sensational vote is taken. Hope- 
fully. you might find space on your 
editorial page for such a box score 
and should the idea be at all ac- 
ceptable. the local reprenentatives' 
attendance records in the Massa- 
chusetts Senate and House of Rep- 
resentatives could also be available. 

I should add that I greatly en- 
joy the opportunity of reading 
your publication weekly and I am 
delighted that you can and do take 
definite stands on local issues 
while providing an ample and free 
forum for opposing opinions.

Although written by a doctor, this book is a pop- 
ularized survey of current drug abuse and is of in- 
terest to anyone concerned about the various am- 
phetamines, barbiturates and hallucinogens and their 
effect on the human nervous system. 

Dr. louria is well equipped to handle his subject, 
since he serves on the staff of Bellevue Hospital in 
New York City, where treatment of LSD psychosis 
is presently being undertaken. lie is also president 
of the Now York State Council on Drug Addiction. 

The author maintains that the seeds of drug abuse 
aro to be found in the American home, where pills, 
from vitamins to tranquilizers are being taken indis- 
criminately in what he calls a “national drug-oriented 
hypochondriasis.” If adults could manage to react 
to physical and mental stress without depending upon 
a pill young people would be better insulated against 
the blandishments of the drug proponents. 

The deterioration of the American family, the per- 
missiveness of our society and our apparent inability 
to deal with the major problems of our times aro 
contributing factors in the attitudes of some youths 
who are non-committed and have no meaningful ac- 
tivities. Newspaper reporting in the early days of 
the LSD movement, Dr. Louria particularly blames 
for spreading the drug cult with favorable publicity, 
influencing young people to “drop-out,” join the hip- 
pie movement, thus exposing themselves to the dan- 
gers incurred by the use of drugs of all kinds. 

In layman’s terms the author goes on to explain 
the different drugs; the cements, glues, marihuana, 
LSD and heroin. In his chapter "The marihuana de- 
bate” which discusses the relative harmlessness in 
smoking marihuana in small amounts, with its great 
effect being psychological dependence and a tendency 
to cause the user to attempt one of the stronger and 
more dangerous drugs, the U. S. Commissioner of 
Narcotics nevertheless states “much of the most ir- 
rational juvenile violence and killing that has writ- 
ten a new chapter of shame and tragedy is traceable 
directly to this hemp intoxication.” But as Dr. Lou- 
ria sees it the most harmful effects of marihuana 
are mainly to induce a loss of goals and ambition, to 
“evade reality and pursue illusory goals.” 

Dr. Louria gives an intriguing account of the plant 
drugs and their use by primitive peoples in their 
religious ceremonies. He contrasts their use with 
that of today by indicating they were always used 
under restricted circumstances and within the ac- 
cepted mores of the society or group. Far different 
today is the small group of individuals utilizing po- 
tent drugs as a symbol of rebellion against the es- 
tablished laws and mores. The author fortunately 
sees a downward trend in the use of LSD, particu- 
larly since there have been so many incidences of its 
tragic harmful effects. 

In his last chapter, “The Future,” Dr. Louria sug- 
gests that since marihuana is often a stepping-stone 
for the more potent drugs the function of education 
might be “to de-glamorize the drug by pointing out 
that the kick is small.” He has recommendations for 
student council organizations being made responsible 
for coping with the illicit use of drugs in educational 
institutions. He claims that if they accept the re- 
sponsibility for discouraging drug use the extent of 
abuse might be diminished. He ends on a pessimistic 
note. Laws can be passed, preventive education un- 
dertaken, and millions spent on rehabilitation, but 
until this society regains its vigor, direction and in- 
tegrity, the promiscuous, indiscriminate and illicit 
use of mind-altering and other dangerous drugs will 
remain a major problem.”

Dr. Alfano reported with inter- 
est the new method of assembly 
for the space ships. Apollo 8 ship 
has been inside — ship and launch 
platform together, until Wednes- 
day. The vehicle assembly building 
which housed it is more than the 
cubic footage of five Empire State 
Buildings. 

Dr. Alfano was guided through 
the take-off under the direction of 
the acting director of NASA. His 
companions in observation were 
space engineers from all over the 
country.

The attributes of the desired 
purchase were clearly defined. The 
park should have full utilities: 
railroad at grade, water, sewer, 
electricity, gas, paved roads, no 
site preparation tosts, and soils 
with high compaction. The site- 
must be located less than an hour’s 
drive from the airport and within 
easy commuting distance from 
Georgia Tech. 

The community selected must 
have ample attractive housing, a 
hospital, country club, and progres- 
sive cooperative municipal author- 
ities. 

The location must be less than 
five miles from a thruway inter- 
change in full vision of a number- 
ed highway. 

The park must also be in the 
wake of developing industry ex- 
panding from Atlanta. Accessibi- 
lity to the park should be such 
that a first-time visitor could not 
possibly become lost. 

In short if must be an ideal 
location. Under the best of cir- 
cumstances this is a difficult as- 
signment, but the difficulty was 
compounded because Mrs. Schell 
had never been to Atlanta, or 
Georgia either for that matter. 

Monday, December 9th, Mrs. 
Schell left for Atlanta. By Thurs- 
day the acquisition of the park had 
been made in a community known 
us Social Circle. It. was three miles 
from an interchange on Route 20, 
the major connector between At- 
lanta and Augusta. 

Mrs. Schell’s shopping was 
greatly simplified by cooperation 
which she received front business- 
men and officials in Atlanta. 

The only snag was encountered 
when she had to meet her client, 
William P. Smith of the Clark it 
Smith, Inc. Construction Company 
in Quincy who had flown to Atlanta 
to inspect the site. Mr. Smith and 
Mrs. Schell had never met as he 
had engaged her services upon the 
recommendation of Everett Cross- 
man of Grossman’s Lumber. 


Mr. Smith enthusiastically con- 
curred with Mrs. Schell’s evalua- 
tion of the site. He flew back to 
Boston tile same evening leaving 
her to arrange for purchase of the 
property. 

A meeting was quickly convened 
between local officials, and the four 
individuals who held title to the 
property in the proposed park. 
With the assistance of the mayor, 
a banker, and two Chamber of 
Commerce directors an agreement 
was reached. 

On Thursday, December 12bh, 
Mrs. Schell returned to Boston 
with an option for purchase of 100 
acres in Social Circle. As stakes 
were being driven into the ground 
for survey of the Social Circle 
Industrial Park, Universal Rundle 
announced a multi-million dollar 
five acre building on an 85 acre 
site within a short distance of the 
proposed park. 

At least one Christmas shopping 
trip for the seemingly impossible 
ended with success.

Veterans separated from service 
after January 31, 1955, were re- 
minded today by the Veterans Ad- 
ministration that they are now 
entitled to one and one-half months 
of educational assistance — up to a 
maximum of 36 months — for each 
month of military service. 

A law which has just become 
•effective liberalizes the previous 
Post-Korean G.I. Bill limit of one 
month of educational assistance 
for each month of service for 
veterans with at least 181 days of 
service, including some after Janu- 
ary 31, 1955. 

Another provision of the law 
which went into effect December 
1 grants veterans with at least 1* 
months of continuous service after 
January 31, 1955, who have satis- 
fied their military obligation, the 
maximum of 36 months of educa- 
tional assistance entitlement. 

Thus, for example, a veteran 
wlvo may have entered service be- 
fore the official end of the Korean 
Conflict (January 31, 1955), but 
had only 18 months of Post-Korean 
service, will still be able to get 
four academic years of VA edu- 
cational assistance. 

Unchanged by this new law is 
the amount of educational assis- 
tance allowance which a veteran 
may receive. Currently, a single 
veteran taking full-time institu- 
tional training is paid $130 a 
month by the VA. The amount of 
additional allowance he may re- 
ceive depends on the number of 
his dependents. 

Post-Korean veterans have eight 
years from the date of their sepa- 
ration from service to complete 
training under the third genera- 
tion G.I. Bill. 

Some Post-Korean veterans have 
earned entitlement to educational 
assistance under more than one VA 
program — the Korean Conflict G.I. 
Bill as well as the current mea- 
sure, for example. Previously they 
were limited to aggregate benefits 
of 6 months. Now, however, under 
the new law which went into effect 
on December 1 they will be entitl- 
ed to aggregate benefits of not 
more than 48 months. 

The VA especially urged Post- 
Korean veterans who did not re- 
turn to school because they could 
complete only a couple of years 
of college under the old formula — 
one month entitlement for each 
one month service — to contact their

To what extent has the rising 
cost of living affected residents of 
Middlesex County? 

Have incomes in the local area 
increased sufficiently in the last 
few years to enable the average 
family to absorb these higher costs 
and have something additional 
left over? 

During the past four years, ac- 
cording to the Bureau of Labor 
Statistics, prices have been mov- 
ing upward at an accelerated rate. 

Whereas the cost of living rose 
1.7 percent nationally in 1964, the 
1968 rise has been nearly three 
times that much, or almost five 
cents on the dollar. 

A calculation based upon the 
overall figures show* that Middle- 
sex County residents must spend 
8568.118,000 more per year than 
they did four years ago to pur- 
chase the same amount of goods 
and services. 

The increases hae been across 
the board, from the cost of mailing 
a letter to the price of a man’s 
haircut and a meal in a restaurant. 
Hospital services, physicians’ fees, 
insurance rates, apparel and trans- 
portation have been among the 
leaders in the general movement 
upward. 

As a result, normal living costs 
in the local area are approximately 
13 percent higher, or $1,490 more 
per family, than they were in 1964. 

That is the extent to which it 
has affected families with net in- 
comes of $11,467, which was the 
local average in the past year, ac- 
cording to Sales Management. 

For those at the $12,000 level, 
the loss in buying power due to 
inflation in the four-year period 
amounted to $1,560. it is estimated. 

I Those with incomes of $9,000 had 
a loss of $1,170. Families at the 
$5,000 level, on the other hand, 
i had a drop of only $650, but they 
felt the squeeze to a greater de- 
gree. 

Despite the inroads of inflation, 
however, residents of Middlesex 
County made out quite well in the 
four years. 

The average income of local 
families rose from $9,215 to $11,- 
467 in the period, an increase of 
24 percent. It more than compen- 
sated for the 13 percent rise in the 
cost of living. 

\\ hat lies ahead, with regard to 
inflation, is the big question. It 
will be a major problem for the 
new administration. (Park Row 
oci3H Nuws Service)
